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INTRODUCTION | 

The Delhi Minorities Commission is pleased to publish its tenure’s third annual report. It covers 
the Commission’s work during 1 July 2019 to 30 June 2020. This report includes only a glimpse of 
the activities during this period within the Commission as well as those commissioned by the 
Commission or where Commission’s Chairman and Members participated in minorities-related 
activities across NCT of Delhi and beyond. 

Annual Report 2018-19: The annual report for 2018-19 was duly published and before it the annual 
report 2017-18 was also published and presented to the Hon’ble Chief Minister, Govt, of NCT of 
Delhi and Hon’be Lt. Governor. It was also made available to the Hon’ble Speaker and all 
Members of the Delhi Legislative Assembly, Members of Parliament from NCT Delhi and to 
mediapersons and others including some members of the advisory and peace committees and 
empanelled NGOs of the DMC. Copies were also sent to the National Minorities Commission 
and the minorities commissions in various states. 

According to our information, the earlier DMC annual reports of 2017-18 and 2018-19 were not 
placed before the Assembly although Clause 10(2) of the DMC Act 1999 says that “The 
government shall without delay cause the same to be laid before the House of the Legislative 
Assembly of Delhi along with a report setting out the action taken, or proposed to be taken, on 
the recommendations and the reasons for non-acceptance, of such recommendations.” 

Annual Conference: Due to various hurdles, especially bureaucratic, the annual conference of 2019 
could not be held as planned in December 2019 and kept being delayed until lockdown was 
announced in late March 2020 which still continued when this report was compiled in late June 
2020. Year 2019’s awards were finally distributed by holding small functions in the Commission’s 
conference room during the first half of June 2010. 

Commission's work suffered on two counts during this period: For a few months before, during and 
after the general elections in 2019, then the Delhi elections in early 2020, some of the meagre 
DMC staff was requisitioned by the Election Commission which badly affected our work. Later, 
DMC was able to get its staff exempted from election duty in future (vide Office of the Chief 
Electoral Officer, Delhi’s letter dated 19 November 2019). Another factor which affected our 
work was the lockdown since the last week of March 2020 which is still continuing when this 
report is compiled in late June 2020. Despite reminders, the Services Department of Govt, of Delhi 
has failed to replenish vacant posts of the Commission since long. 

Awards: Since 2018, DMC started a new initiative to honour minority and majority people who 
have been making a difference in the lives of the citizens of Delhi and India in various walks of 
life. They included children from each minority community who achieved top positions in their 
Secondary and Senior Secondary (High School &c Intermediate) exams. NGOs, especially those 
empanelled with DMC, who have worked outstandingly; members from each minority 
community who performed outstandingly in supporting minority community people; outspoken 
journalists from each community who stood for a fair and just polity; outstanding teachers from 
each recognised minority community; human rights activists from minority communities as well 
as from the majority community; communal harmony workers from each community as well as 
majority community activists for communal harmony and human rights. Awards were also given 
to promoters of Urdu and Punjabi languages. This year (2019-20), we have added two more 





categories, Special Awards, for some special achievement, and Lifetime achievement awards to 
people who have dedicated a life-time to bring change or made extraordinary contribution over 
decades in some branch of human endeavour or knowledge.

Attitud0 of thG Buroaucracy: The Commission feels that bureaucracy within DMC and without is 
not very cooperative about its initiatives, work and queries. This creates a sense of helplessness 
and affects the momentum of work. Hence, it takes months to accomplish something which could 
be done within a day or two. Files are unnecessarily moved around within DMC and without 
which wastes precious time. The Commission cannot be treated as an ordinary government 
department. Every Commission is created on the basis of an Act of Parliament or Assembly with a 
clear mandate. Treating Commissions as ordinary government departments defeats their purpose. 
We call upon the Government of NCT of Delhi to clarify the status of the Commission vis-a-vis 
the bureaucratic setup of the Government. We feel that the Commission should be free to act 
within the limits set by its Act. 

What is supreme, DMC Act or administrative circulars?: It is our considered opinion that the DMC Act 

1999, governing the functions and mandate of the Commission, is supreme and the Commission is 
bound and accountable to the provisions of the Act. The DMC Act must be supreme and must 
guide all actions by the Commission and not bureaucratic circulars and interferences which are 
alright for government departments but not for statutory commissions set up by an Act of 
Parliament or Assembly. DMC must be allowed to act according to its mandate spelt out in its 
Act. Most importantly, the Commission must be free to spend on its activities and projects within 
its mandate. It must not require prior permission in every case by the Revenue/Finance 
departments as is the case now which delays and in cases scuttles DMC’s projects and initiatives. 
The DMC Act (Clause 11(3)) makes it clear that the Commission within its mandate is free to 
spend the grant it receives from the Government but in reality this is not the case as expenditure 
files are unnecessarily referred to the Revenue Department where files are lost or returned again 
and again for clarifications. Also, the Act makes it clear that the Secretary DMC has to carry out 
the directions of the Commission (Clause 5(2)) but in reality the Secretary acts as if he is supreme 
and enjoys a veto power over decisions of the Commission, especially when it comes to any 
spending. 

Salaries of the Commission's Chairman and members: DMC Chairman and Members’ salaries remain 
static as they were fixed in 2000 despite many revisions since by the successive Union Pay 
Commissions. At present, salaries of the Commission’s Chairman and Members are below the 
minimum wages prescribed by Govt of NCT of Delhi and yet Delhi government has failed until 
now to rectify this situation despite reminders. 

More budgetary support: To be able to do justice to its mandate, Delhi Minorities Commission 
needs more funds and active support of the Government of NCT of Delhi. The funds should be at 
least doubled to enable the Commission to undertake various proposals including the ones 
mentioned above and also to offer monetary appreciation to the people given DMC awards every 
year and to give grants to empanelled NGOs to implement certain projects for minorities in their 
areas. 
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Below we have retained some sections from our last year's report. Since these issues could not be 
addressed or solved until now we retain them in this report also, in the hope that the Government 
of NCT of Delhi will take note of them and solve them to benefit the minority communities in the 
NCT. 

Mosques, dargahs and waqf lands: During the tenure of the present Commission, we have seen 
constant attacks and encroachments by individuals and government authorities on mosques, 
dargahs, waqf lands and church properties with a view to occupy and usurp lands. Delhi 
witnesses, as some other parts of the country, continuation of denial to allow prayer (namaz) in 
the so-called “protected” mosques under Archaeological Survey of India. Except namaz, for 
which these buildings were built, everything else is allowed in these monuments. Offering five- 
times namaz will not only protect these monuments from anti-social elements, but will also ensure 
their repair, cleanliness and upkeep at the community’s expense. We recommend to the Govt, of 
NCT of Delhi to take a pioneering step by freeing such mosques at least for prayers across Delhi. 

Loans to minoritios: Financial institutions charged with the responsibility of extending loans to 
minorities in NCT of Delhi, like Delhi Khadi & Village Industries Board and 
SC/ST/OBC/Minorities Finance &c Development Corporation have miserably failed to discharge 
their duties properly as details inside will show (please see p. 31). Fast year’s figures were equally 
miserable. Amounts of loans offered are a pittance and made much more difficult to get because 
two government employees are required to stand as guarantors for loans above Rs 50,000. This 
should be relaxed and other guarantors and collateral of other kind should be accepted. The 
Commission asks the Govt, of NCT of Delhi to probe the role and deficiencies of these 
institutions and if they refuse to change their behaviour and fail to become really beneficial to the 
minorities and other poor and needy classes, they should be closed down altogether. 

C0rtiflcat0S of inconi0 issU0d by SDMs: Applications for Central and state scholarships schemes for 
minority students have been made difficult by the requirement to produce income certificates 
from SDMs. Perhaps this is one of the reasons why alarmingly low numbers are applying for these 
scholarships. 

OBC C0rtificat0S: Contrary to the assurances of the concerned department (please see DMC report 
2017-2018, p.83,), obtaining an OBC certificate is not easy or timely for citizens of the NCT of 
Delhi. This should be streamlined and also the requirement that an applicant should prove that he 
or his parents have been living in Delhi since 1993 should be relaxed as migrations are a fact of life 
and continuously people are moving from rural areas to towns and cities. We suggest that the 
requirement should be only three years prior to filing the application. Moreover, a list of the 
documents required for OBC and income certificates should be prominently displayed outside 
SDM/Tehsildar offices with strict instruction to the staff not to ask for any other papers. Staff 
asking for unnecessary papers should be punished. 

Minority C0rtificat0S: Though the Delhi government policy is that a self-attested statement about 
one’s religion is enough, bureaucracy does not accept this which causes problems for students, 
applicants for certain welfare schemes and certain bank loans, etc. Though in some states like 
Karnataka, tahsildars are authorised to issue minority certificates, it is not the case in Delhi. In 
view of the genuine problems faced by many in Delhi to prove their religious affiliation, the 
current Commission started issuing minority certificates on the basis of proofs provided by 
applicants. Many have benefited from this. We urge the next Commissions to continue this 
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tradition for the benefit of minority communities in Delhi until a way forward is found by 
government like authorising tahsildars to issue minority certificates. 

Advisory and poaco committoos: The current Commission retained the old advisory and peace 
committees, enlarged them to a large extent and maintained continuous contacts and interaction 
with them in order to connect the Commission to the ground-level realities and solve the 
minorities’ problems which is the mandate of the Commission. We urge the Commission in future 
to continue this tradition of enhanced interaction with the communities it is created to serve. 

RGluctanca of somo victims to COmo forward: We continue to find that at times victims are reluctant to 
come forward either due to fear of backlash in their locality, police or workplace or because they 
do not have time to pursue their cases. DMC urges minority victims in NCT of Delhi to come 
forward and file their complaints with the Commission with proofs so that they can avail free, 
easy and quick justice. If we want justice and fair deal for all of us, we will have to come forward 
fearlessly and devote a little time to correct the system and check anti-socials and criminals in 
society. 

Communal situation: The NCT of Delhi was largely free from attacks on minorities during 2017- 
2019 but in February 2020, the North East district saw violence on a large scale during 23-27 
February in which the Muslim minority was attacked, Muslim houses, shops and workplaces 
were attacked, looted and burnt in a planned way during which police, with some exceptions, 
either stood as spectators or took part in the violence. Apart from this, police attacked protesting 
students in Jamia Millia Islamia area on 15* December 2019. DMC played an active role from the 
very beginning, during these crises, some details are found elsewhere in this report. 

Loan sharks: People on the sidelines, especially minorities, are prone to worst exploitation at the 
hands of loan sharks operating on the sly in poor localities, charging huge sums as interest. They 
readily advance small amounts to the needy and thereafter suck them like leeches using all kinds 
of coercive methods including threats to kill the victim if he/she did not pay. The victims are 
ruined within years but the demands of the loan sharks and their thugs never end. Lending (usury) 
business by private persons should be banned altogether and made a crime. The government 
should announce that victims are not liable to pay anything to these leeches. Legal aid should be 
provided to these victims and ways should be found to offer easy credit to people facing 
emergency situations like payment of medical bills or marriage expenses of their daughters or 
payment of school/college fees of their children. 

Scholarships, tuition fees reimbursement and stationary help: This is a big scheme of the Central and 
state governments for the uplift of the economically weaker sections but, as the details in our 
successive reports show, these schemes are not reaching a majority of eligible people in NCT of 
Delhi due to lack of information and technical hurdles. The number of beneficiaries this year has 
gone down sharply compared to the last year (please see page 173 below and last year’s figure on 
page 106 of the DMC annual report 2018-19). These figures show that the impact of this scheme is 
negligible as far as minorities in Delhi are concerned. People dealing with the concerned 
department constantly complain about delays, non-payments and uncooperative nature of the 
staff who have to be sanitized about their required behaviour with ordinary people who are the 
real stakeholders of our country. The department may be suffering from lack of adequate and 
skilled staff; if so, this must be tackled. DMC has been trying to educate the masses about this and 
other government schemes through awareness camps in all parts of Delhi. Since a majority of 
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parents of eligible students are illiterate or semi-literate, applications should be allowed off-line 
also. 

The number of successful applicants remains drastically low which is alarming. It is our 
submission to the Government of India and the Govt, of NCT of Delhi that the earlier method of 
self-declaration of income should be re-adopted to make life easier for the parents of our students 
who are finding it difficult to procure documents and upload them in time. Also, off-line 
applications should be accepted because illiterate and semi-literate parents find it hard to apply 
online. These two relaxations for both state and Central governments scholarships will go a long 
way to mitigate the hardships faced by our students and their poor parents. Schools which refuse 
to verify the details of their students should be punished. Moreover, Department of Education 
should make each private school responsible for holding evening or weekly camps to fill up forms 
of its students during the application period for scholarships which last usually only 3-4 months 
every year. 

Awar0n0SS camps: Compared to previous years, the Commission held a record number of official 
awareness camps as well as non-official camps [where no monetary help was offered to the 
organizing NGOs]. Last year the DMC held 20 official awareness camps in collaboration with 
empanelled NGOs but during the year under review, DMC held 60 awareness camps in various 
areas of NCT of Delhi with a view to reach out to minorities even in remote areas and educate 
them about their rights, duties and priorities and how to access various government schemes, 
especially educational fee-reimbursements and scholarships since education must be the most 
important priority of every family in order to rise and succeed in future. Also, DMC conducted 
training sessions at its conference room for selected members of its advisory committees so that 
they in turn become motivators and trainers in their areas. 

R0pr0S0ntation of minoriti0S in Govt, and PSUs: Serious under-representation of minorities in Govt, 
and PSUs continues to be a matter of grave concern. Our annual reports used to reproduce official 
information culled from a few government departments and PSUs which showed that the 
representation of minorities in government departments and PSUs continued to be very low. Last 
year we asked all government departments and PSUs in NCT of Delhi to provide us this 
information (please see pp. 37-50 of the DMC annual report 2018-19). The results were alarming 
as they showed that the representation of minorities remains extremely low in almost all 
departments and PSUs, so much for the saffron propaganda about “appeasement” of minorities or 
that minorities are stealing all the jobs and opportunities. Minorities in the NCT of Delhi 
represent close to 20 percent of the population but their representation in Government services is 
below 5 percent in most services while at times their representation is nil. There is no marked 
improvement despite many promises and schemes in the wake of Prime Minister’s 15-point 
Programme first launched in 2005, Sachar Report of 2006 and Justice Misra Commission Report 
of 2007. A pro-active approach is needed to give minorities their due in government services and 
facilities commensurate with their percentage in the population. Clear cut and measurable steps 
must be taken to ensure better representation of minorities commensurate to their ratio in the 
state population. DMC recommends to the Government of NCT of Delhi to fully implement the 
recommendations of Sachar Committee and Misra Commission in its area of jurisdiction. If need 
be, minority quota should be fixed and representation of minorities on the selection committees 
made mandatory. The Govt, of NCT of Delhi should seriously look into this problem and find 
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ways to rectify the situation as slogans of equal opportunities and social justice are meaningless if 
minorities are not fairly represented in government departments. 

M0dia: DMC has been able to keep a distinct presence in electronic and print media during the 
year under review. Some details are found elsewhere in this report. Some actions of the 
Commission drew special attention. Press releases are sent out from time to time despite the fact 
that the Commission does not have a media officer. Representatives of newspapers and channels 
routinely contact Commission Chairman and Members for information and comments. 

DMC's r0quir0l110nts: DMC is acutely under-staffed. For a proper and smooth functioning, DMC 
needs at least double the current strength of staff. Most of the Commission staff is on deputation 
from other departments. As of now, the Commission has only about half its sanctioned strength. 
A letter sent to the Services Department of Delhi Govt, in this connection on 3 May, 2019 remains 
unanswered. 

The Commission also needs Hindi, Punjabi and Urdu translators and a full-time media officer. 
Lack of translators and a media officer represents a big hurdle in the timely interaction of the 
Commission with the targeted communities and media. 

DMC Act: The DMC Act should be amended to give it more powers and define its duties, especially 
to create its own staff to investigate cases. As of now the Commission has to rely on the Delhi 
Police to investigate cases and complaints. Past experience shows that this arrangement is not 
satisfactory as the police force usually does not respond in time and because it itself is a 
respondent in a majority of complaints filed by minorities in NCT of Delhi. 

Int0rnship prO9rai1im0: The Commission started an internship programme in 2018 under which 
students of law colleges and political science departments are allowed to spend from one week to 
a month at the Commission to understand its work, mandate, problems of minorities and help in 
its work. Interns are allowed access to the Commission members and are also allowed to study 
certain files with the permission of the Commission. At the end, they are given a certificate and a 
nominal honorarium. Over a dozen students have benefited from this scheme so far. The 
programme has been quite successful. We recommend that this programme is continued in future 
by the Commission. 

L0gal pan0l: In view of the nature of complaints it deals with and its quasi-judicial status, the 
Commission should have its own full-fledged legal panel. In lieu of a full-fledged panel, the 
Commission has appointed a few part-time advocates who help the Commission in its legal work. 
This is necessary because the Law Department of Govt, of NCT of Delhi has officially informed 
the Commission that it offers its services only to the departments of the government while the 
Commission is autonomous and it should make its own arrangements in this respect. We feel that 
adequate funds should be provided to enable the Commission to employ a few full-time advocates 
to help in its proceedings, offer free consultation to victims and complainants and look after the 
DMC cases in its own proceedings as well as courts of law. Some advocates volunteered their 
part-time services to the Commission. The Commission appreciated their gesture and resolved to 
accept their services for the Commission on a part-time basis for which they are paid a token 
honorarium. 

NotiC0 boards in minority aroas: The Commission proposed in 2018 to install notice boards in 
minority areas across NCT of Delhi where announcements and notices about various government 
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schemes and useful information may be displayed regularly. Such notice boards existed in the past 
but somehow they were discontinued. This proposal could not be put into effect. The 
Commission should try to accomplish this in future. 

Offices in Delhi Assembly constituencies/districts: In 2018, we proposed to open a small office in each 
Delhi Assembly constituency or at least in each Delhi district to serve and guide minorities. These 
small offices will be manned by one qualified person and an assistant, equipped with computer 
with Internet connection and telephone line. These small offices will assist poor minority people 
access government services like scholarships, loans and other schemes like widow and senior 
citizen’s pensions, rations cards etc. Each such office may be managed by an NGO empanelled 
with DMC and each such NGO will be paid the actual cost of running the office. The 
Commission should continue its efforts to create such offices in all assembly constituencies of 
Delhi. 

Skill d0VGlopm0nt: The Commission should also revive a previous scheme to help skill development 
including computer classes and short skill courses run by NGOs with the help of the Commission. 
This will be a boon for thousands of dropouts from schools who find it difficult to get a proper 
job due to lack of education and useful skills. 

RGgistration of Muslim marriagosi Muslim couples wishing to register their marriages in Delhi are 
offered only two options, viz., to register as a civil marriage or under Hindu code which robs 
them of their legal right under the Shariat Act 1937 to follow Islamic Shariat in matters of 
personal laws. Govt of NCT of Delhi should make a provision in the official registration 
procedure to offer a third option for Muslim couples to enable them to register their marriages 
under the Shariat Act 1937. This issue was raised in last year’s report but no progress was made 
on this count. Being an important issue affecting the whole Muslim community, it is reiterated 
here in the hope that some decision will be made to satisfy a genuine Muslim demand. It may be 
mentioned here that the Delhi Government has already acted in a similar issue affecting the Sikh 
community and enacted The Delhi Anand Marriages Registration Rules, 2018 published vide 
Notification No. F. l(4)/DC/MR/Revenue/2012/177, dated 9th February, 2018 which allows Sikhs 
to solemnise their marriages according to the Sikh tradition in NCT of Delhi. A similar provision 
may be made for Muslims. 

RGgistration of madrasas: The Commission recommends that the Government should start 
registration of madrasas in NCT of Delhi so that they may apply for SPQEM funds. This is an old 
scheme of DMC on behalf of the Delhi Government which somehow could not be pursued in 
previous years. 

Saminars and discussions: The Commission proposes to hold from time to time seminars and 
discussions on issues affecting minorities. The Commission has resolved that proposals from 
empanelled NGOs for holding conferences and seminars, conducting research and publishing 
books will also be considered provided same is within the purview of the aims of the Commission 
and relates to NCT of Delhi. 

Lynching victims: Though rare in NCT of Delhi, yet cases of lynching do occur in Delhi once in a 
while. We recommended to the Govt, of NCT of Delhi to formulate a set policy of compensation 
to the victim’s family. We suggest that the compensation should be at least Rs. 20 lakh per victim 
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and should be paid automatically within weeks of such ghastly incidents which are a blot on our 
society and demonstrate a failure of the state and law and order machinery to protect citizens. 

We thank Govt, of NCT of Delhi, DMC staff, members of Muslim, Sikh, Christian, Jain, 
Buddhist and Parsi advisory committees, members of the DMC Peace Committee and NGOs 
empanelled with DMC as well as government departments and mediapersons for their 
cooperation and support which has facilitated the work of the Commission these past three years 
of the life of the current Commission. 

We hope that this report will serve to inform the government, general public and media about 
DMC’s work and the services of the Government of NCT Delhi for minorities and nation¬ 
building.

DrZAFARUL-ISLAM KHAN, Chairman, is a senior journalist. He studied in 
India, Egypt and UK. He worked in Egypt, Libya and UK. He was the 
Chief Editor of The Milli Gazette from its inception in January 2000 
to December 2016. Dr Khan is author and translator of over 50 books 
in English, Urdu and Arabic published in Cairo, Beirut, London and 
Delhi. He was President for three terms of the All India Muslim 
Majlis-e-Mushawarat (AIMMM), the umbrella body of Indian 
Muslim organisations and eminent personalities. He is Chairman of 
Charity Alliance which is doing charitable work among some of the 
most disadvantaged people in places like Murshidabad and 
Muzaffarnagar since 2005.

He organized a number of 
international conferences in London and Delhi including the International Dialogue Between 
Islam &; Oriental Religions in Eebruary 2010 at Delhi which was inaugurated by Hon’ble Vice- 
President, Shri Hamid Ansari. Dr Khan frequently appears on top Indian and foreign TV channels 
on issues related to the Subcontinent and the Muslim World. He was appointed as the Chairman 
of Delhi Minorities Commission on 15th July, 2017 for a three-year term. Along with the two 
Members of the Commission, he assumed charge on 20 July, 2017. 


Shri KARTAR SINGH KOCHHAR, Member, has been holding both political 
and social positions with a pious aim to serve the needy people barring 
their caste, creed and religion.

date. Besides, he held coveted positions in the past as President, Usha Niketan Residents Welfare 
Association, Safdarjung Development Area, New Delhi; Vice President, Safdarjung Club, 
Safdarjung Enclave, New Delhi and Patron, Safdarjung Development Area Residents Welfare 
Association, New Delhi. He is a cosmopolitan and he has immensely contributed his life for the 
betterment of society. He has been serving the people and society with the sole aim of 
ameliorating their lives in all scopes. 











Ms. ANASTASIA GILL, Member, is an advocate. She hails from village Ranbir 
Singh Pune under Jammu &c Kashmir state. She belongs to a Roman 
Catholic family and has three brothers and two sisters. She is also a 
dedicated nun belonging to the religious congregation Presentation Sisters 
which originated in Ireland, and has been doing pioneering work in 
education in India. She graduated from Jesus and Mary College, Delhi 
University; completed her masters in social work (MSW) from Mumbai 
University and did her LLB and LLM from Sardar Patel University. Apart 
from this, she is a Member of the National Dalit Christian Watch, 
National Christian Dalit Council (NCDC) NCCI and Human Rights

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DELHI MINORITIES COMMISSION | 


Delhi Minorities Commission was set up as a Statutory Body by an Act called Delhi Minority 
Commission Act-1999 passed by the Delhi Assembly. The Act received the assent of Hon’ble 
Lt. Governor of Delhi on 7 February, 2000. 


(a) Constitution of the Commission 

The Act stipulates that the Chairperson and Members of the Commission shall hold office for a 
period of three years from the date they assume office. 

The Commission consists of a full-time Chairperson and two full-time Members nominated by 
the Govt, of NCT of Delhi from among the designated Minority Communities. The three-year 
tenure of the current Commission will end on 19 July, 2020. 

The Commission meets every week or whenever required. When no meeting is held for some 
reason, files are rotated between Members. Formal and informal administrative meetings are held 
whenever need arises. There is no fixed day for hearings which are held as per dates given to the 
complainant and respondent(s). 

Visitors seeking to meet the Chairman or Members are entertained without delay on all working 
days. Complaints are acted upon same or next day of receipt. Two notices are sent to the 
respondents giving them about two weeks’ time after each notice, after which a hearing is called. 
Matters are usually decided after the first hearing.

PMC’S FUNCTIONS AND POWERS ^ 


The Commission shall perform all or any of the following functions as per Section 10 of the Delhi 
Minorities Act 1999: 

a) Examine the working of various safeguards provided in the Constitution of India or the laws 
enacted by Parliament and the laws passed by the Legislative Assembly of Delhi, for the 
protection of the Minority Communities, and to make recommendations to ensure their 
effective implementation; 

b) Monitor the implementation of the policies and schemes of the Government for the welfare of 
Minority Communities; 

c) Conduct studies, research and analysis in order to make recommendations to promote the 
socio-economic uplift of the Minority Communities and facilitate their optimum participation 
in nation-building; 

d) Cause studies to be undertaken into problems concerning minorities; 

e) Hold seminars, debates and discussions on problems arising out of any discrimination against 
Minority Communities and recommend measures for their solutions; 

f) Assess the representation of Minority Communities in the services of the Government, semi- 
Government bodies and Govt. Undertakings, Municipal Corporation of Delhi, Delhi 
Development Authority, New Delhi Municipal Corporation, other local authorities and in case 
of inadequate representation of minorities, to recommend remedial measures; 

g) Make recommendations for ensuring, maintaining and promoting communal harmony in NCT 
of Delhi; 

h) Look into specific complaints regarding the deprivation of the rights and safeguards of the 
Minority Communities and to take up such matters with the appropriate authorities for 
necessary actions; 

i) Serve as a Clearing House for information in respect of the Minority Communities in NCT of 
Delhi; 

j) Deal with any other matter pertaining to the welfare of the Minority Communities which may 
be referred to it by the Government. (Clause 10(1)) 

Annual Raport: The Commission shall prepare every year an Annual Report giving a true and full 
account of activities during the year, along with its recommendations, and copies thereof shall be 
forwarded to the Government. The Government shall without delay cause the same to be laid 
before the House of the Legislative Assembly of Delhi along with a report setting out the action- 
taken or proposed to be taken, on the recommendations and reasons for non-acceptance, if any, 
of such recommendations. (Clause 10(2)) 

Sp0Cial Raport: The Commission may submit to the Government a Special Report on any matter of 
public importance pertaining to interests of the Minority Communities. (Clause 10(3)) 

Right to bo hoard: In case of non-acceptance of any recommendation, the Commission shall have 
the right to be heard by the Minister-in-Charge. (Clause 10(4)) 





Quasi-judicial Powars: The Commission shall have, in carrying out its functions, the powers of a 
civil court trying a suit and in particular, in respect of the following matters namely: 

a) Summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person and examining him on oath; 

b) Requiring the discovery and production of any document; 

c) Receiving evidence on affidavits and 

d) Requisitioning any public or instrumental record or copy thereof, from any office or institution 
of the Government. (Clause 10(5)) 

Power to utilize services of agencies: The Commission may, for the purposes of conducting any 
examination under this Act, utilize the services of any agency of the government with the prior 
approval of the government. (Clause 10(6)) 

Protection for statement made to the Commission: No statement made by a person to the Commission 
in the course of giving evidence shall be used against him in any court proceeding except for 
perjury. (Clause 10(2)7) 

Chairperson, Members and staff of the Commission are "public servants": The Chairperson, Members 
and officers authorized by the Commission to perform functions under this Act, shall be deemed 
to be public servants within the meaning of Section 21 of the Indian Penal Code, 1860 (45) of 
1860.(Clause 13) 

Protection of action taken in good faith: No civil, criminal or other legal proceedings shall lie against 
the Chairperson, Members or officers performing functions under this Act, or under authority of 
the Commission, in respect of anything which is done in good faith or intended to be done in 
pursuance of this Act by or under the authority of the Commission. (Clause 14)

PRIME MINISTER’S NEW 15-POINT PROGRAMME FOR 
THE WELFARE OF MINORITIES 


(A) ENHANCING OPPORTUNITIES FOR EDUCATION 

(1) Equitable availability of ICDS Services 

The Integrated Child Development Services (ICDS) Scheme is aimed at holistic development of 
children and pregnant/lactating mothers from disadvantaged sections, by providing services 
through Anganwadi Centres such as supplementary nutrition, immunization, health check-up, 
referral services, pre-school and non-formal education. A certain percentage of the ICDS projects 
and Anganwadi Centres will be located in blocks/villages with a substantial population of 
minority communities to ensure that the benefits of this scheme are equitably available to such 
communities also. 

(2) Improving access to School Education 

Under the Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan, the Kasturba Gandhi Balika Vidyalaya Scheme, and other 
similar Government schemes, it will be ensured that a certain percentage of all such schools are 
located in villages/localities having a substantial population of minority communities. 

(3) Greater resources for teaching Urdu 

Central assistance will be provided for recruitment and posting of Urdu language teachers in 
primary and upper primary schools that serve a population in which at least one-fourth belong to 
that language group. 

(4) Modernizing Madarsa Education 

The Central Plan Scheme of Area Intensive and Madarsa Modernization Programme provides 
basic educational infrastructure in areas of concentration of educationally backward minorities 
and resources for the modernization of Madarsa education. Keeping in view the importance of 
addressing this need, this programme will be substantially strengthened and implemented 
effectively. 

(5) Scholarships for meritorious students from minority communities 

Schemes for pre-matric and post-matric scholarships for students from minority communities will 
be formulated and implemented. 

(6) Improving educational infrastructure through the Maulana Azad Education Eoundation 

The Government shall provide all possible assistance to Maulana Azad Education Foundation 
(MAEF) to strengthen and enable it to expand its activities more effectively. 







(B) EQUITABLE SHARE IN ECONOMIC ACTIVITIES AND EMPLOYMENT 


(7) Self-Employment and Wage Employment for the poor 

(a) THg Swarnjayanti Gram Swarojgar Yojana (SGSY), the primary self-employment programme for rural 
areas, has the objective of bringing assisted poor rural families above the poverty line by 
providing them income generating assets through a mix of bank credit and Governmental subsidy. 
A certain percentage of the physical and financial targets under the SGSY will be earmarked for 
beneficiaries belonging to the minority communities living below the poverty line in rural areas. 

(b) THg Swam Jayanti Shahari Rozgar Yojana (SJSRY) consists of two major components namely, the 
Urban Self-Employment Programme (USEP) and the Urban Wage Employment Programme 
(UWEP). A certain percentage of the physical and financial targets under USEP and UWEP will be 
earmarked to benefit people below the poverty line from the minority communities. 

(c) THg Sampurna GramGGn Rozgar Yojana (SGRY) is aimed at providing additional wage employment 
in rural areas alongside the creation of durable community, social and economic infrastructure. 
Since the National Rural Employment Guarantee Programme (NREGP) has been launched in 200 
districts, and SGRY has been merged with NREGP in these districts, in the remaining districts, a 
certain percentage of the allocation under SGRY will be earmarked for beneficiaries belonging to 
the minority communities living below the poverty line till these districts are taken up under 
NREGP. Simultaneously, a certain percentage of the allocation will be earmarked for the creation 
of infrastructure in such villages, which have a substantial population of minorities. 

(8) Upgradation of skills through technical training 

A very large proportion of the population of minority communities is engaged in low-level 
technical work or earns its living as handicraftsmen. Provision of technical training to such people 
would upgrade their skills and earning capability. Therefore, a certain proportion of all new ITIs 
will be located in areas predominantly inhabited by minority communities and a proportion of 
existing ITIs to be upgraded to ‘Centres of Excellence’ will be selected on the same basis. 

(9) Enhanced credit support for economic activities 

(a) The National Minorities Development & Finance Corporation (NMDFC) was set up in 1994 
with the objective of promoting economic development activities among the minority 
communities. The Government is committed to strengthen the NMDFC by providing it greater 
equity support to enable it to fully achieve its objectives. 

(b) Bank credit is essential for creation and sustenance of self-employment initiatives. A target of 
40% of net bank credit for priority sector lending has been fixed for domestic banks. The 
priority sector includes, inter alia, agricultural loans, loans to small-scale industries & small 
business, loans to retail trade, professional and self-employed persons, education loans, 
housing loans and micro-credit. It will be ensured that an appropriate percentage of the 
priority sector lending in all categories is targeted for the minority communities. 

(10) Recruitment to State and Central Services 

(a) In the recruitment of police personnel, state governments will be advised to give special 
consideration to minorities. For this purpose, the composition of selection committees should 
be representative. 
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(b) The Central Government will take similar action in the recruitment of personnel to the Central 
police forces. 

(c) Large scale employment opportunities are provided by the Railways, nationalized banks and 
public sector enterprises. In these cases also, the concerned departments will ensure that special 
consideration is given to recruitment from minority communities. 

(d) An exclusive scheme will be launched for candidates belonging to minority communities to 
provide coaching in government institutions as well as private coaching institutes with 
credibility. 

(C) IMPROVING THE CONDITIONS OF LIVING OF MINORITIES 

(11) Equitable share in rural housing scheme 

The Indira Awaas Yojana (lAY) provides financial assistance for shelter to the rural poor living 
below the poverty line. A certain percentage of the physical and financial targets under lAY will 
be earmarked for poor beneficiaries from minority communities living in rural areas. 

(12) Improvement in condition of slums inhabited by minority communities 

Under the schemes of Integrated Housing &c Slum Development Programme (IHSDP) and 
Jawaharlal Nehru National Urban Renewal Mission (JNNURM), the Central Government 
provides assistance to States/UTs for development of urban slums through provision of physical 
amenities and basic services. It would be ensured that the benefits of these programmes flow 
equitably to members of the minority communities and to cities/slums, predominantly inhabited 
by minority communities. 

(D) PREVENTION ft CONTROL OF COMMUNAL RIOTS 

(13) Prevention of communal incidents 

In the areas, which have been identified as communally sensitive and riot prone, district and 
police officials of the highest known efficiency, impartiality and secular record must be posted. In 
such areas and even elsewhere, the prevention of communal tension should be one of the primary 
duties of the district magistrate and superintendent of police. Their performances in this regard 
should be an important factor in determining their promotion prospects. 

(14) Prosecution for communal offences 

Severe action should be taken against all those who incite communal tension or take part in 
violence. Special court or courts specifically earmarked to try communal offences should be set up 
so that offenders are brought to book speedily. 

(15) Rehabilitation of victims of communal riots 

Victims of communal riots should be given immediate relief and provided prompt and adequate 
financial assistance for their rehabilitation. 

1. Prime Minister Employment Generation Programme: This Scheme was introduced by the Ministry 
of Medium Small &c Marginal Enterprises (MSME), Govt, of India with a view to generate 
employment opportunities in the country. The Khadi &c Village Industries Commission has been 
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appointed as Nodal Agency for implementation of scheme in the country as a whole and State 
KVIB’s have been nominated as State implementing agency along with KVIC and DIC’s. In Delhi, 
Khadi &c Village Industries Board is nominated as nodal agency to implement the scheme in the 
rural as well as in urban areas along with State Office, KVIC. 

However, from July 2016 onwards the entire operations of PMEGP from submission of 
application to forwarding of application to Banks have been made online by KVIC, Govt, of India 
on PMEGP e-portal. Hence, details of PMEGP may be obtained from State Office, Khadi &c 
Village Industries Commission, K Block, Choudhary building, Connaught Place, New Delhi. 

2. The Rajiv Gandhi Swavlamban Rozgar Yojna (RGSRY): Rajiv Gandhi Swavlamban Rozgar Yojna was 
introduced in the year 2004-05 with financial support of Govt, of NCT of Delhi and Delhi Khadi 
& Village Industries Board (DK&VIB) was nominated as the implementing agency for the 
Scheme. The purpose of this scheme is to provide sustainable self-employment opportunities to 
the school and college dropouts above the age of 18 years to individual entrepreneurs, trade 
professionals, artisans etc. Under this scheme financial assistance in the shape of loan up to Rs. 
3.00 lacs is provided with 15% subsidy component of the project cost subject to a ceiling of Rs. 
7,500 per entrepreneur. The Board is getting funds for the scheme under Plan schemes through 
Industries Deptt., GNCTD. The Board is running two employment generation loan scheme in 
Delhi state — one is Rajiv Gandhi Swavlamban Rojgar Yojna (RGSRY) and other is Prime 
Minister Employment Generation Programme (PMEGP). The status of both the scheme for the 
financial Year 2019-2020 is as under:

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REDRESSAL OF GRIEVANCES OF MINORITIES | 


Clause 10(h) of DMC Act 1999 & Rules 2000 provide as follows: “Look into specific complaints 
regarding the deprivation of rights and safe-guards of the minority communities and to take up 
such matters with the appropriate authorities for necessary action”. 

The Commission receives/registers petitions/complaints by following means: 

a) By post; 

b) In person; 

c) Via email; 

d) Suo motu cognizance by the Commission through newspaper reports/write-ups or reliable 
information received by the Commission from some source; 

e) Complaints referred/forwarded by other Commissions, Govt. Departments and NGOs. 

All complaints must accompany an application addressed to the Commission with proof(s) and 
full address and phone number(s) of the complainant. The application should affirm that the case 
is not under the consideration of any court of law, tribunal or statutory commission. 


JURISDICTION 

1. The Commission’s jurisdiction is limited to the NCT of Delhi, any person residing in Delhi can 
approach the Commission with a complaint/petition. As per Section 10 of DMC Act 1999, the 
Commission’s jurisdiction is vast as it is competent “to examine the working of various 
safeguards provided in the Constitution of India or laws enacted by Parliament and the laws 
passed by the Legislative Assembly of Delhi for the protection of the Minority Communities, 
and to make recommendations to ensure their effective implementation.” 

2. Any complaint which does not include name, signature and address of the 
complainant/petitioner will generally not be entertained. Copies of complaints addressed to 
other authorities too will not be entertained. However, if it pertains to a larger issue 
concerning the Community as a whole, the Commission can take cognizance and take 
appropriate action on such petitions/complaints. 

3. Matters which are sub-judice before the Hon’ble Supreme Court, High Court or any other 
court of law, tribunal or by any other statutory body shall not be entertained and enquired 
into. 

4. Complaints of private property or financial disputes and unauthorized construction etc. shall 
not be entertained and the petitioner/complainant will be advised to seek redressal from the 
Department concerned or from courts of law. 

5. If a complaint/petition pertains to a criminal matter or is of civil nature between two parties, it 
will not be entertained. 







6. Complaints pertaining to administrative matters like probation, transfer etc. will not be 
entertained unless they make out a case of bias or discrimination on the basis of the 
complainant’s belonging to a designated minority community. 

7. Copies of complaints originally made to some other commission or authority are usually not 
entertained. 

POWERS OF THE COMMISSION 

Commission may use the quasi-judicial powers contained in Section fO (5) of DMC Act namely, 

a. Summoning and enforcing attendance of any person and examining him/her on oath etc.; 

b. Requiring the discovery and production of a document or document(s); 

c. Receiving evidence on affidavits; and 

d. Requisitioning any public or institutional record, or copy thereof, from any office or 
institution of the Government. 
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MONITORING OF WELFARE SCHEMES | 


MSDP IN THE MINORITY-DOMINATED DISTRICT (NORTH-EAST DELHI) 

Delhi Minorities Commission is mandated to monitor the implementation of policies and schemes 
of the Government for the welfare of minority communities in NCT of Delhi. MSDP is one such 
scheme which is a centrally-sponsored scheme for the uplift of Muslim minority-concentration 
districts across the country. The designated Delhi district for this scheme in NCT of Delhi is the 
North East District. The programme aims at improving socio-economic conditions of the 
minority and providing basic amenities to it for improving quality of life of the people. The 
projects taken up under MSDP are related to provision of better infrastructure for education, skill 
development, health, sanitation, roads etc. besides schemes for creating income-generating 
opportunities. 

The SDPM scheme started in 90 designated districts across the country in 2008-09 and ended on 
31 March, 2018. It has now been replaced by “Pradhan Mantri Jan Vikas Karyakaram”(see 
below). 

The District and State Level Committees for the implementation of MSDP in the North East 
District of Delhi were reconstituted and notified on 8 July, 2016. The State Level Committee is 
chaired by the Chief Secretary, Delhi Government, while the District Level Committee is chaired 
by the District Magistrate (North-East), Revenue District, GNCT of Delhi. After the constitution 
of both the Committees, a meeting of the District Level Committee was held on 5 September, 2016 
under the Chairmanship of the District Magistrate (North-East) where the following agenda 
points were discussed and action recommended: 

(a) Sponsoring two batches of students of the minority community under MSDP for study in 
world-class skill centre running under the Department of Training &c Technical Education, 
GNCTD in collaboration with Govt, of Singapore at ITI, Vivek Vihar, Delhi at the estimated 
cost of Rs. 33.60 lakh. 

(b) Sponsoring of minority students in Continue Education (CE) programme run by the National 
Institute of Eashion Technology at the estimated cost of Rs. 120 lakh. 

(c) Providing electronic tablets to 1000 minority girls in place of bicycles, at the estimated cost of 
Rs. 50 lakh. 

Despite reminders, the District Magistrate (North-East) failed to inform DMC about the progress 
or fate of these programmes except Buland Masjid Dispensary (see below). 

DISPENSARY AT BULAND MASJID IN SHASTRI PARK, DELHI 

DMC has been monitoring the progress of the building of the dispensary near Buland Masjid in 
Shastri Park area of East Delhi, being built with MSDP funds. The project was approved in 2012 
but could be started on the ground only in 2016. It was supposed to be ready in early 2017. DMC 
held a follow-up meeting with the representatives of all the concerned departments in the DMC 
conference hall on 26 September, 2017. During this meeting, officers assured the Commission that 
the Dispensary will be ready by 31®' October, 2017. Perturbed by the delay, DMC Chairman Dr 
Khan and Member Mr Kochhar visited the site on 29 January, 2018 when it was found that 







though the structure of the multi-storey building is complete, finishing work is pending due to the 
non-payment of dues to the contractor.

PRADHAN MANTRI JAN VIKAS KARYAKARAM 

MSDP has now been converted into “Pradhan Mantri Jan Vikas Karyakaram” (PMVJK) which is 
an improved version of the previous plan and covers more minority concentration areas (MCAs). 
Under PMJVK, the following areas of NCT of Delhi will be covered: seven units including two 
minority-concentrated districts viz. , Central and North-East districts [earlier only North East 
District was included in MSDP], five minority-concentration towns (MCTs) namely, (i) DMC (U) 
(part), (ii) Mustafabad, (hi) Khajoori Khas, (iv) Ziauddinpur, and (v) Jafarabad. PMVJK has a 
short lease of life and will end with the 14*Pinance Commission on 31 March, 2020. The scheme 
has offered nothing to Delhi except revalidation of funds for old schemes in 2018-19 
(http://www.minorityaffairs.gov.in/pradhan-mantri-jan-vikas-karyakram-pmjvk) while it has 
sanctioned nothing for Delhi in the year 2019-20. 
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EDUCATIONAL SCHOLARSHIPS | 

Government of NCT of Delhi gives scholarships to SC/ST, OBC and minorities through the 
Welfare Department. It has been the focus of DMC awareness camps to popularise this scheme to 
the masses so that more and more parents apply for these scholarships for their wards. Leaflets 
with full details are distributed (see photo of the first page of such leaflets below) during these 
camps and also available to the visitors of the DMC. News is also published in the media to alert 
parents when the Department of Welfare opens this scheme for a few months towards the end of 
each year. This educational help in the shape of tuition fee reimbursement, stationery held and 
scholarship is for the economically weaker sections with an annual income limit which has been 
recently raised to Rs 3 lakh per year per family. Full details are available on the e-portal of Delhi 
Government. 
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For the benefit of minority communities, a 
brochure was printed and distributed by DMC free 
of cost. It contained details of all Central and state 
schemes of scholarships, fees reimbursement and 
merit scholarships. Last year a book, Delhi 
Minorities Commission - Vision, Mandate & 
Schemes for Minorities - 2017-18 (78 pages) was 
published and distributed free of cost to advisory 
committees members and to members of minority 
communities especially during awareness camps 
across NCT of Delhi. In addition to offering an 
overview of the Commission’s role and mandate, 
the booklet included details about scholarships 
and loan schemes of the Central and state 
governments for minorities (See under 
Publications). 

Shri Kartar Singh Kochhar, Member, DMC, 
compiled a book. Welfare Schemes for Minorities 
(96 A4 pages) at his own initiative and cost and 
distributed it among DMC advisory committees’ members and at awareness camps, and to 
visitors of DMC. Later with Shri Kochhar’s efforts a number of leaflets in Fiindi were prepared 
and printed for distribution to visitors of the Commission and at our awareness camps in various 
parts of NCT of Delhi. These include information on scholarship schemes, loans, pensions etc.

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Applications for all government schemes are made online on the e-portal of Govt, of NCT of 
Delhi during the prescribed duration for the applications. During both 2017 and 2018, the last 
dates of filing applications for the school tuition fee reimbursement scheme were extended to 
allow more participation but it is a matter of anguish for the Commission that not many people 
are coming forward to fill applications. But the number of successful applicants has come down 
which is a matter of concern for us. Perhaps the online application system is daunting for family 
heads who are most illiterate or semi-literate. The Commission has been encouraging its 
empanelled NGOs and schools to hold camps to fill scholarships forms. It is our respectful 
submission that the application forms online. We hope that the situation will improve during 
























2019-20. We advise the Department of Education to make it compulsory for private schools to fill 
application forms of their SC/ST, minorities and OBC students online. 

Applicants find it difficult to procure income certificates from the area SDMs and have asked 
DMC to get this condition removed so that self-declared statements are accepted as in some other 
schemes. Chairman DMC wrote to the Hon’ble Union Minister for Minority Affairs saying: “We 
have received a number of complaints that Central and state scholarship schemes for minority 
students have been made difficult by the requirement to produce income certificates from SDMs. 
Perhaps this is the reason why alarmingly low numbers are applying now for these earlier method 
of self-declaration of income should be re-adopted to make life easier for our students who are 
finding it difficult to procure documents and upload them in time. This relaxation for both state 
and central government scholarships will go a long way to mitigate the hardships faced by our 
students. I hope this suggestion will be studied with care and sympathy.” No decision has been 
made yet on this request though the Delhi state government has relaxed the income limit for 
minority students, making it at par with SC/ST applicants.

STUDY ON SOCIAL AND EDUCATIONAL CONDITIONS OF MUSLIM WOMEN IN THE NORTH¬ 
EAST DISTRICT 

This project had been holding fire since long. Finally, after various tender formalities, the project 
was awarded to a research organisation which has now completed the study and presented it to 
the Commission. If everything goes well, this study on the social and educational conditions of 
Muslim women in Delhi’s North East district should be out before the end of the tenure of the 
current Commission. Once the study is printed, appropriate recommendations will be sent to the 
Government of NCT of Delhi. 

STUDY ON THE 1984 ANTI-SIKH RIOT VICTISMS 

A tender was floated to award this project in 2019. After due formalities of tendering, the project 
was awarded to a research organisation which has now completed the study which, hopefully, be 
published before the end of the tenure of the current Commission. The study aims at identifying 
the problems faced by the survivors of the anti-Sikh riots and how to overcome them, especially 
through government initiatives. Once the study is printed, appropriate recommendations will be 
sent to the Government of NCT of Delhi. 

STUDIES BY NCOS AND REPUTED RESEARCH ORGANISAITONS 

The Commission has decided to consider proposals of research, publication of books and holding 
of conferences and seminars. Empanelled NGOs were informed about this but no applications 
were received. Subjects of study or conference should relate to minorities in NCT of Delhi and 
should be within the mandate of DMC. 
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FINANCIAL INCLUSION OF MINORITIES | 

Status report regarding loan applications received from minority communities (Delhi 
SC/ST/OBC/Minorities & Handicapped Finance& Development Corporation Ltd., A Govt, of 
NCT of Delhi Undertaking) 

The Delhi SC/ST/OBC/Minorities &c Handicapped Finance &c Development Corporation Ltd. 
(DSSOM&HF&DCL — a Govt, of NCT of Delhi Undertaking) runs various loan schemes for 
members of minority communities. It has its headquarters at Ambedkar Bhawan Institutional 
Area, Sector-16, Rohini, New Delhi 110089. It runs the following schemes: 

a. Delhi Swarojgar Yojna Scheme for projects upto 5 lakh 

b. Composite loan scheme for projects costing upto 11 lakh 

c. Big loan scheme for self-employment for projects costing upto 5 lakh 

d. Transport loan scheme for self-employment upto 5 lakh and 

e. Educational loan scheme for education purposes costing Rs. 10 lakh. 

Despite many reminders by mail and phone by DMC staff, DSSOM&HF&DCL failed to provide 
us the figures for 2019-20 in time for this report, hence we are unable to reproduce here the latest 
figures. For last year’s figures, please refer to the DMC Annual Report 2018-19, pp. 31-32. 

From our previous observation, it is clear that both DSSOM&HF&DCL and Delhi Khadi & 
Village Industries Board (DK&VIB) have failed to serve in a meaningful way the minority 
communities in NCT of Delhi who represent around 20 percent of the population of NCT of 
Delhi. From what we have seen until now and the feedback we get from the public, it may be said 
safely that the DSSOM&HF&DCL has failed to serve the minority communities in NCT of 
Delhi. Govt, of NCT of Delhi should appoint a high-power committee to study the purpose, 
functioning and delivery of these organisations in order to come to a conclusion if they have been 
able to discharge their duties properly. If not, a major restructuring should be done or out-of-the- 
box solutions should be found. 

STATE-LEVEL BANKING COMMITTEE 

As part of the financial inclusion policy of the Gol, RBI issued a circular on 1 July, 2014 which is 
commonly known as the Circular-Credit Facilities to Minority Communities. On the basis of the 
said circular, DMC made necessary interactions with the concerned department in NCT of Delhi, 
viz., State Level Banking Committee (SLBC) which has included DMC as a member of the SLBC. 

A DMC representative participates in the quarterly meetings of the SLBC trying to achieve the 
target of 15 per cent of the total fund allocations in both the Priority and Non-Priority sectors to 
the minority communities as part of the financial inclusion policy. On the intervention of the 
Commission, SLBC has appointed nodal officers in each bank to attend to minorities. In some 
loan schemes, minorities get a rebate in the interest rate. The list of nodal officers is available on 
the website of the Commission. Thanks to the efforts of the DMC, a substantial increase of the 
fund allocation to the members of Minority communities has taken place through the Member 
Banks of the SLBC (please see below). All the LDMs and Banks are requested to initiate action for 
more financing to Minority Communities to maintain its desired level of a minimum of 15%.

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REPRESENTATION OF MINORITIES IN 
_ GOVERNMENT SERVICES _ 

As per Clause 10(f) of DMC Act 1999 and Rules 2000, the Commission is charged with assessing 
the representation of minority communities in the services of the Government, semi-Government 
bodies and Govt, undertakings. Municipal Corporations of Delhi, Delhi Development Authority, 
New Delhi Municipal Council and other local authorities and in case of inadequate 
representation, it can recommend remedial measures. In our annual report last year we published 
most exhaustive figures of minorities’ representation in government services in NCT Delhi. This 
year, due a series of impediments, from Delhi elections in February 2020 due to the model code of 
conduct, then the prolonged lockdown due to Covid-19, paralysed the Commission and heavily 
affected its work and activities. Hence this year it was not possible to collect information on 
minorities’ representation in government departments and PSUs in NCT of Delhi. We suggest that 
last year’s figures should be consulted as we do not think that any changes have occurred on this 
front during this past year. A lot of proactive work has to be done by the GNCTD to ensure that 
minorities get a proper share in government services at par with their ratio in the population. 





VISITS & AWARENESS PROGRAMMES 

DMC Chairman and Members continued their visits to various outlying areas across NCT of 
Delhi to understand problems, interact with people and motivate them or to speak at conferences, 
functions and awareness camps held by empanelled NGOs in collaboration with MMC as well as 
other functions held for the benefit of the minorities and society in general. 

DMC has been holding these camps for the last many years and these are mentioned in DMC 
annual reports. The authority to hold such camps stems from the mandate of the DMC in the 
light of the DMC Act 1999 which states, inter alia, “The Commission shall perform all or any of 
the following functions...(e) hold seminars, debates and discussions on problems affecting the 
Minority Communities of Delhi to raise public awareness.” (DMC Act 1999, chapter III.10(e), pp. 
6-7). The numbers of awareness camps held during the last two years have multiplied many times 
under the current Commission in comparison to the earlier practice. Besides DMC Chairman and 
Members, experts and representatives of government departments and banks address these 
gatherings and hold interactive sessions with the audience. 

The awareness camps focus on various schemes for minorities like Central and state governments’ 
scholarships and the state government’s fee reimbursement, stationery help and various loan 
schemes. Like the previous year, the last date for the applications for scholarships, fees 
reimbursements and stationery was extended this year too, thanks to the intervention of the 
Commission. 

Addressing audiences at awareness camps and other public meetings as well as in the DMC 
conference room, DMC Chairman and Members informed audiences that one of the important 
roles of the Commission is to hear the complaints and petitions regarding the deprivation of 
rights, safeguard the interests of minority communities and take up such matters with the 
appropriate authorities for necessary action and redressal. Complaints are taken up either by 
receiving complaints in person or via post and email or suo motu. The Commission has powers of 
a civil court while hearing petitions/complaints. 

While interacting with audiences, DMC Chairman and Members laid great emphasis on the 
importance of education in the present world and urged upon all to pursue the education of their 
children to the highest levels, seek quality education and benefit from the facilities and 
scholarships offered by the state and Central governments which were not available until very 
recently. They also advised that both girls and boys should be given equal opportunity in the field 
of education. The Commission apprised the people about the need for skill development for all 
who dropped out and could not pursue higher education. 

The audiences were also apprised about the scheme of the Government of India regarding Multi- 
Sectoral Development Programme (MSDP) applicable to the North East District of Delhi. Efforts 
of participating NGOs were appreciated as they represent the bridge through which the 
Commission can reach out to minorities in various areas. 

As a result of a number of problems this year, viz., Delhi assembly elections in early 2020 (during 
which model code was used by the bureaucracy to halt such activity) and then the long lockdown 
since late March 2020, awareness camps and other activities were affected.

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INITIATIVES BY THE COMMISSION | 

The Commission pays due attention to the problems and state of civic facilities in areas inhabited 
by the minority communities across NCT of Delhi. Some important issues are as follows: 

Monitoring civic facilities in minority areas; 

Buland Masjid dispensary: DMC has been monitoring its progress, held meetings of officials and 
inspected the site, etc. Since the Ministry of Minority Affairs will no longer fund this project, 
which is still not complete, DMC has asked Minister of Health, Delhi Government, to take 
over the building in its present condition, complete it and open it to the public (please see page 
158). 

Queries to police, departments of education, health, various municipal corporations of NCT of 
Delhi; 

Revival of a forgotten scheme of a hospital in Okhla; 

Problems of Urdu and Punjabi teachers and teaching of Urdu and Punjabi in schools; 

Follow-up of fee reimbursement applications in cases of difficulties and trying understand why 
welfare and scholarship schemes are not working properly. 

Problems of students at various schools especially in cases where studying their mother tongue is 
denied to them; 

Issues of waqfs, graveyards, cemeteries, dargahs, mosques, gurudwaras and churches; 

Issue of minority certificates to sons and daughters of minorities seeking admission, loans, 
pensions etc. in various educational courses, loan and welfare schemes (see on the next page 
facsimile of a certificate issued to an applicant). 

Legal panel: On 4 February, 2019 the Commission decided to create a legal panel to help it in 
discharge of its duties, prepare briefs, offer legal opinion, help in formulation of notices, help the 
Commission during hearings and framing of replies; they also fight cases on behalf of the 
Commission. This was necessary because the Law Department of Govt, of NCT of Delhi 
officially informed the Commission that it offers its services only to the departments of the 
government while the Commission is autonomous and it should make its own arrangements. 
Some advocates had already volunteered to offer their part-time services to the Commission. The 
Commission appreciated their gesture and resolved to accept their services for the Commission on 
a part-time basis for which they are paid a token honorarium. As of now four such part-time 
advocates are serving the Commission which has streamlined and facilitated DMC work 
especially during court proceedings. These advocates are available for consultation by the 
minority people in the afternoons on working days. 

IntGrnship SChemG: In January 2019, Delhi Minorities Commission started an internship scheme for 
students seeking hands-on experience of official work. Students from departments like law and 
political science are welcome to come to the Commission for a week or more (upto one month), 
understand its work and see how complaints are received and dealt with. The interns are able to 
interact with the Commission’s Chairman, Members and staff and study files allowed to them by 
the Commission. At the end of the internship period, they are awarded a certificate and a token 
honorarium. Under this scheme, Ms Sirishti Verma, a student of the Institute of Law, Nirma 
University, Ahmedabad, was the first to serve as an intern in January 2019. Later many students 





from law universities and colleges served as interns in DMC enhancing their practical knowledge 
and helping the Commission in its work. 

IntGrnal Complaints Committoo: On 13 June, 2019 Chairman DMC created an Internal Complaints 
Committee in compliance with Section 4 of the Sexual Harassment of Women at Workplace 
(Prevention Prohibition and Redressal) Act, 2013. The tenure of the committee will be three years. 
The following is the composition of the Committee: Ms. Madhvi Sharma, MSc, LL.B., Legal 
Advisor DMC (Presiding Officer), Ms. Anjana, Sr. Assistant, DMC (Member), Dr. Prabhjot Kaur 
(Educationist & Social Worker) (Member) and Mr. Tabish Sarosh, LL.M. (Legal Advisor), DMC 
(Member). On 13 May 2020, Chairman DMC made the temporary appointment of Ms. Nirmal 
Chand (Advocate, Social Worker) in place of Dr. Prabhjot Kaur because the latter got stuck 
outside the country during the Covidl9-related lockdown. Dr. Prabhjot Kaur will revert to her 
position as soon as she is available after her return to the country.

The current Commission mostly retained the 
previously constituted advisory committees for 
each designated minority community (Muslims, 
Sikhs, Christians, Buddhists and Jains) in 
addition to the Peace Committee which is open 
to all communities. The current Commission 
added many new members to all these 
committees from all parts of NCT of Delhi. As 
per a recommendation of Delhi Legislative 
Assembly, hon’ble MPs and MLA of Delhi were 
asked to nominate persons from their 
constituencies. Many obliged and persons 
recommended by them were accommodated in 
these committees. In addition, there is a panel 
of NGOs working in NCT of Delhi. NGOs 
wishing to be empanelled by the Commission 
should be active to serve minorities in NCT of 
Delhi. 

There is a fair representation from various 
walks of life and professions as well as 
community leaders in these advisory 
committees. They keep the Commission 
apprised of issues affecting communities, try to 
solve minority problems on their own and bring 
their problems to the knowledge of the 
Commission.

advisory committees, groups and delegations are held to know the problems of the communities 
and also to convey to them the message of communal harmony, facilities offered by the state and 
the role of the Commission in solving legitimate problems of minority communities. 


Parsi Advisory committoo: In September 2018, the Commission was able to establish contacts with 
the Parsi Anjuman in Delhi and created an eight-member Parsi advisory committee for the first 
time in the Commission’s history. It included the head of the Parsi Anjuman in Delhi. This 
committee, from various segments of society, is growing slowly comprising of the cream of the 
Parsi community in the NCT. 


Meetings of the Muslim, Jain, Buddhist and Parsi advisory committees. Peace Committee and Empanelled 
NGOs: Large and small meetings of advisory and peace committees are held from time to time at 
the DMC conference room or in the conference hall of the Delhi Secretariat. Chairman and 























Members of the Commission attend these meetings and apprise the members about the role of the 
Commission, government schemes and achievements of the Commission and expectations from 
advisory and peace committees’ members. More details and some photographs of these 
interactions are found elsewhere in this report. 

MGGting with visitors and complainants: The Commission Chairman and Members daily attended 
office and met visitors with or without appointment. Action was taken promptly on all valid 
complaints when supported by proofs. Complaints without proofs and without addresses of the 
complainants were as a rule not attended to. Moreover, the Commission took suo motu notice of 
minority-relative problems published in media or which came to its knowledge from other 
sources. 

AwarGnGSS camps: The Commission held dozens of awareness camps in various areas of Delhi. The 
frequency of these camps rose phenomenally since the current Commission took over in July 
2017. Such camps are organized on behalf of the Commission by our empanelled NGOs and 
financial help is given for the same. The number of camps came down during the year in review 
due to Delhi assembly elections in early 2020 and then the long lockdown period due to Covidl9. 
During both these periods, DMC activity was adversely affected. 

Earlier the Commission had raised the maximum amount allowed for each and enhanced the 
financial help in three slabs according to attendance in each awareness camp. The Commission 
decided to allow empanelled NGOs to hold conferences and seminars and to conduct studies on 
their own on minority themes with Commission funding. The Commission also decided to give 
aid to authors to get their books on minority-related issues published. 

The Commission has done away with the previous practice of accepting applications for 
empanelment of NGOs within a time-frame. Now NGOs can apply anytime to empanel with the 
Commission. The conditions are simple: they have to apply on their letterhead attaching copies of 
registration papers, three years’ audit reports and three years’ activities reports and have to show 
the originals at the time of the application. As a result of this relaxation, the number of 
empanelled NGOs has shot up. Details are found elsewhere in the report. 

Awards: DMC started from 2018 awards to minority communities in Delhi in various fields as well 
as to some majority community persons in the field of communal harmony and human rights etc. 
The first awards were presented during the Annual conference in December 2018 at Vigyan 
Bhavan. A list of winners of the 2018 awards is available at 
https://archive. 0 rg/details/@delhi_minorities_commission_govt_of_delhi_. The 2019 awards 
could not be given in time due to various impediments and were finally given away in June 2020 
at the conference room of the Commission by holding small functions over a number of days due 
to the Covidl9 lockdown restrictions. Details are found elsewhere in this report. 

Training programmGS: The Commission frequently holds training programmes in its conference 
room for new advisory and peace committees members on minority issues, DMC mandate and 
government welfare schemes so that the participants may serve their communities better and 
become trainers themselves. Certificates are issued to participants at the end of these one-day 
training programmes. 
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DMC Chairman’s letter to members 
of DMC Peace Committee 

Dear friend! A Happy and 
Prosperous New Year to you! You 
are members of Delhi Minorities 
Commission’s Peace Committee. 
There is a great responsibility on 
your shoulder to work for peace 
and communal harmony. At present 
Delhi is witnessing protests in 
various areas against the unjust 
NRC/CAA. Some elements are 
trying to give it a communal colour 
while police at some places has been 
cruel to the protesters. It is your 
responsibility to come out at such a 
juncture, stand with the people for 
their democratic rights and frustrate 
attempts to give the protests a 
communal and anti-national colour. 
The protesters against NRC/CAA 
are raising their voice to protect our 
Constitution, democratic rights and 
equality of all citizens before law. 
NCT of Delhi will soon have 
assembly elections. During this 
period too communal riots and 
attempts of communal forces to 
vitiate the atmosphere in order to 
polarise voters, may take place. It is 
your duty to stay alert and intervene 
whenever any attempt is made to 
divert attention of the voters and polarise them by communal force (1 January, 2020). 

P0aCG CommittGG: The Commission has a peace committee consisting of people from all 
communities including the majority community. It is tasked to work for communal harmony, 
intervene and help the public and authorities in cases of disharmony and bring people together in 
times of communal tension. The current Commission retained the previous committee with many 
additions to give more representation to various communities and areas across NCT of Delhi. A 
new Parsi advisory committee was added for the first time in the life of the Commission. All 
Advisory and Peace Committees members are issued letters as well as identity cards for smooth 
coordination with the authorities to help needy minority people. 

Empanell0d NGOs: The Commission has a panel of empanelled NGOs with roots or offices in NCT 
of Delhi. These should be working for minorities in addition to their other pursuits. For 
empanelment, NGOs are required to apply on their letterheads attaching a copy of their 
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registration documents, three years’ audit and activity reports in addition to IDs of their main 
functionaries. At the time of application, original documents will have to be shown to the 
Commission staff and same will be returned to the owners after inspection. 

Empanelled NGOs are invited to Commission meetings and encouraged to hold awareness camps 
in various areas inhabited by minorities to make people aware of their rights and to facilitate their 
access to government schemes. Expenses of such camps are borne by the Commission. The 
empanelled NGOs can also participate in tenders for studies commissioned by DMC. If there is 
any doubt about the aims of an NGO applying for empanelment with DMC, it will be asked to 
explain in writing how it is planning to serve minorities in NCT of Delhi within the mandate of 
DMC. 

NGOs help DMC reach minority communities in their areas where scope, mandate and vision of 
DMC as well minority rights and various schemes of the Central and state governments for 
minorities are explained and people are encouraged to approach DMC for the redressal of their 
genuine problems and complaints. 

The Minority Committee of the Delhi Legislative Assembly had advised DMC to co-opt two 
NGOs from each constituency. As a result, letters were sent to all the 72 Delhi MLAs to nominate 
two NGOs from their constituencies. They were also asked to nominate persons of integrity and 
concern for minorities in their constituencies for the membership of the peace and community 
advisory committees of the DMC. Some MLAs responded with their nominations which were 
accepted. DMC also published an advertisement in some popular newspaper to encourage 
minority-supporting NGOs to get empanelled with the Commission. 

Enhancement of funding limits: In December 2018, the Commission decided to raise the maximum 
limit of the financial help provided to organize awareness camps on behalf of DMC as follows: 
(1) Slab 1 upto 150 attendance at the camp: Rs 50,000, (2) Slab 2 upto 250 attendance at the camp: 
Rs. 75,000 and (3) Slab 3: beyond 250 attendance at the camp: Rs 100,000. 

The Commission also decided to fund holding of seminars and conferences and publication of 
books/studies by empanelled NGOs provided same is approved in advance by the Commission to 
ensure that it is within the mandate and interests of the Commission. Eor this, NGOs have to 
apply in writing giving full details of the proposed seminar, conference and book/study project. 
Eunding will be made only for pre-approved events and schemes and funds will be released once 
the said event/scheme has taken place. This scheme came into force on T'January, 2019. 

AsSGSSni0nt of ompanollGd NGOs: In May 2019, the Commission undertook an evaluation of the 
empanelled NGOs to know which ones are active in service of minorities and keep in touch with 
the Commission. 

During the period under review, the number of NGOs empanelled with DMC reached 122, a 
sharp increase from the previous year’s tally of 110. The door for the empanelment of eligible 
NGOs is kept open.

During the period under review, Delhi Minorities Commission released a fact-finding report on 
“illegal mosques” on government land in NCT of Delhi. It also constituted a fact-finding 
committee on the North East riots in late February 2020. DMC also wrote to Hon’ble 
Lt. Governor Delhi to order a magisterial enquiry into the violence at Jamia Millia Islamia on 
15 December 2019 during which police entered the university campus without the mandatory 
permission of the university authorities, beat up students mercilessly and smashed the university 
library furniture. 

Report on "Illegal Mosques" on government land in Delhi 

On 24 June 2019, Delhi Minorities Commission set 
up a fact-finding committee to probe the claim of 
the BJP MP from West Delhi, Shri Parvesh Verma, 
about “mushrooming of mosques on government 
land” in NCT of Delhi, especially in his 
constituency. Another BJP MP from Delhi Shri 
Manoj Tiwari also made a similar allegation about 
other areas of Delhi. This five-member committee 
was headed by the well-known human rights 
activist Shri Ovais Sultan Khan with Shri 
Gurmindar Singh Matharu (Member - SGPC), 
Dr. Denzil Fernandes (social scientist), Shri Ankur 
Otto (human rights activist), and Shri Races 
Ahmad (journalist, lawyer) as members. The 
committee was granted more time at its request 
and it finally presented its report on 30* July 2019 
which was accepted, printed and presented to the 
official authorities of NCT Delhi. 

Copies of the fact-finding committee report were 
sent to Shri Anil Baijal, Hon’ble Ft. Governor of 
Delhi (to whom the complaint regarding illegal mosques was original made) and Shri 
Amanatullah Khan, Chairman, Delhi Waqf Board (since the issue concerned his organization). 
Copies were also sent to Shri Arvind Kejriwal, Hon’ble Chief Minister of Delhi, Shri Manish 
Sisodia, Hon’ble Dy. Chief Minister of Delhi, Shri Parvesh Verma, Hon’ble M.P. and Shri Manoj 
Tiwari, M.P. (who both had made the allegation). A copy was sent to Shri Rajeev Verma, 
Pr. Secretary (Revenue) Delhi Government (who had asked Delhi Waqf Board about the status of 
the 54 “illegal” mosques, graveyards and mazar that have come up on government land as alleged 
by Shri Parvesh Verma). Copies were also sent to District Magistrate (NORTH), District 
Magistrate (NORTH WEST) and District Magistrate (WEST) who as per the Times of India (9 
August, 2019), had been asked by Hon’ble Ft. Governor of Delhi to probe the allegation of Shri 
Parvesh Verma, MP, that 54 “illegal” mosques, graveyards and mazars have come up on 
government land in his West Delhi constituency during the last two decades.

The report was released to media during a press conference held at the DMC conference room on 
1 August 2019. DMC Chairman Dr Zafarul-Islam Khan said during the press conference that 
illegal constructions on government lands is an old problem in Delhi but making it an issue of a 
certain religious community is wrong. DMC does not support illegal occupation of government 
lands but the way this issue has been raised seeks to use it to build an atmosphere against a certain 
community which is not acceptable, he added.

Here is the executive summary of this report: 

On 18th of June, 2019, Shri Parvesh Verma, Member of Parliament (MP) of the Bharatiya Janata 
Party (BJP) representing West Delhi constituency complained about “the mushrooming of 
mosques on government land in the city and demanded their removal. Later on 10th July, 2019, he 
supported his claim by providing to the Lieutenant Governor (LG) of Delhi a list of 54 mosques 
and graveyards that allegedly exists in an unauthorised manner on government land across his 
constituency of West Delhi. These allegations created a sense of fear in the Muslim communities 
in Delhi as many of their mosques figured in the list of unauthorised or illegally built mosques, 
Madrasas and graveyards made public by Shri Parvesh Verma attracting print and electronic 
media attention to them and creating a sense of hatred towards Muslims in Delhi. Understanding 
the gravity of the situation arising from the serious allegations made by Members of Parliament 
representing Delhi, the Delhi Minorities Commission (DMC) instituted a five member fact finding 
committee on 24'*' June, 2019. 



Fact-finding committee presenting its report to the DMC on 30 July 2019 
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Release of the report on “illegal mosques” at DMC conference room on 1 August 2019 

The committee visited 58 of Masjids, three Mazaars, three Madrasas, three Graveyards, and 
one Imambada including all the sites mentioned in the list of Shri Parvesh Verma covering a large 
area of five districts of Delhi, namely New Delhi, South West, West, North West and North 
districts. The findings of the committee about the list of Shri Parvesh Verma are as follows: 

Two Qabristans, two Masjids and one Madrasa were found to belong to Delhi Waqf Board. 

1 Qabristan allegedly allocated by the Delhi Government’s Urban Development Ministry in 2005, 
was used as a burial ground till 14 November 2017 and then people were stopped from burying 
their dead. Most of the graves have been vandalised and desecrated. 

7 Masjids were given allotment by DDA/DUSIB/Gram Sabha in the name of the Masjids. Out of 
these, 2 Masjids have applied for allotment of land as the covering area of their Masjids was more 
than the allotted land. 

In the case of 23 Masjids and 1 Imambada, it was learnt that applications for allotment of land 
were submitted to the land owning authority by the committee of the respective Masjids. These 
masjids have been largely built in resettlement colonies where a large number of people were 
shifted by State authorities from central Delhi at different points of time. It was found that no 
action has been taken on their applications and they have been pending for the past few decades. 
Since no space for places of worship were allocated in resettlement colonies, people of different 
faiths built their places of worship in land available in these colonies. 

6 Masjids and 1 Madrasa were found to be on private land which were purchased from either the 
land owning authorities or by a third party. 
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In the case of 1 Masjid and 1 Mazaar, the fact finding team found that their property cases were 
sub-judice in the Courts. 

It was also observed that 2 Mazaars were illegally being converted into Mandirs. 

2 Madrasas were found to be on the rented land. 

In 8 places no establishment of Masjids/Mazaars/Madrasa/Graveyard were seen. Either the 
addresses were incorrect or vacant plots were found. 

One mosque (P-1, Sultanpuri) appears twice in the list in No. 41 and No. 46. 

A local Masjid which was built around 1617, which comes under the Delhi Waqf Board, 
interestingly is being named as an encroachment on government land. 

In brief, none of the names of Masjids/Mazaars/Madrasa/Graveyard were found to be illegally 
built or encroached on government land as claimed by Member of Parliament, Shri Parvesh 
Verma. 

The Masjids, Madrasas, Mazaars and Qabristans mentioned in list Shri Parvesh Verma largely 
belong to the communities, families and individuals who were displaced or relocated in 1947 
Partition, 1976 Emergency, and 2004 Commonwealth Games Preparations, 

The Hon’ble Supreme Court on 16th Eebruary, 2010, has already given directions to all State 
Governments and Union Territories on removal/relocation/regularization of unauthorised 
religious constructions and the orders must be complied with. 

Muslim Waqf properties have been mismanaged and encroached upon by non-government and 
government institutions, individuals and groups resulting in scarcity of space for places of 
worship and burial for Muslims. 

There is a proliferation of Mandirs cropping up on the pavements, inside the public parks, under 
a tree and even illegally occupying various roads. Religious structures exist even inside public 
spaces like Police Stations, Municipal Corporation offices of Delhi, ASI protected monuments and 
also in government offices like in Vikas Bhawan where Delhi Minorities Commission is located. 

In view of the above mentioned facts, the DMC Pact Pinding team proposes the following 
recommendations: 

1. The fact finding committee has discovered that the claim that illegal Masjids, Qabristan, 
Mazaars and Madrasa have sprung up in West Delhi during the last 20 years was found to be 
false. There is sufficient grounds to initiate legal proceedings against Member of Parliament, 
Shri Parvesh Verma and those others making false claims, spreading rumours to target a 
particular community, and creating communal disharmony in Delhi. 

2. The fact finding committee recommend Delhi Minorities Commission to file a complaint 
against Member of Parliament, Shri Parvesh Verma in Lok Sabha’s Ethics Committee, as it is 
clearly found that he has violated his oath of office. 

3. In view of the Assembly Elections in Delhi in a few months time, there should be zero tolerance 
against those spreading hate and incitement to violence against particular communities and 
adequate protection must be given to people from vulnerable communities in Delhi.

4. It has been found that large numbers of people have been evicted, relocated and resettled in 
resettlement colonies, but they have not been given ownership titles for the land they are 
occupying. Places of worship of all faiths built in these resettlement colonies need to be 
regularised. Applications for regularisation of places of worship in resettlement areas need to 
be processed and cleared by the concerned authorities at the earliest. 

5. The Qabristan (cemetery) at Vipin Garden should be given adequate protection from those 
desecrating and vandalising graves and it should be restored as a burial ground for Muslims. 

6. The Dargahs and Mazaars in Delhi should be restored with all its sanctity as a place of 
worship for all and efforts should be made to prevent these dargahs and Mazaars from being 
converted into Hindu places of worship. And Delhi Minorities Commission is requested to 
conduct a detailed fact-finding on this subject. 

7. The Supreme Courts orders on removal/relocation/regularisation of unauthorised religious 
structures must be complied with at the earliest by the concerned authorities in Delhi. 

8. For greater accountability in the Delhi Waqf Board, (a) the Waqf Board should be an elected 
body with periodic elections by the Muslim community in Delhi, (b) an annual report should 
be mandatorily published, (c) an independent committee should make an annual audit of the 
finances and properties of the Waqf Board.

Fact-finding committee to probe the violence in the 
North East district in late February 2020 


The Delhi Minorities Commission from the very beginning 
took interest in the sad events which occurred in the north 
east district of Delhi. In addition to many interventions 
with the government and Delhi police, which are 
mentioned elsewhere in this report, it also established a 
fact-finding committee on 9 March 2020. The commission 
had earlier on 27 February 2020 written to Hon’ble 
Minister of Revenue, Govt, of NCT of Delhi to grant 
permission to constitute a fact-finding committee, but since 
no reply was received, the Commission used its own 
powers under its Act and constituted a fact-finding 
committee on 9 March 2020 when it was felt that this 
cannot be left unattended any longer. 
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The Committee held its first meeting at the DMC conference room on 10 March 2020. But before 
it could start its work in earnest, Covidl9 lockdown was clamped in Delhi which still continued 
until the first lockdown on 8 June 2020 when the restrictions were slightly eased. DMC prepared a 
4-page questionnaire for the victims of the riots to fill and also placed signboards at 50 places in 
the riot-affected areas so that victims may contact the committee (photo of the first page of the 
questionnaire and the notice board on the next pages). The committee had been working as best 
as possible even under the lockdown but it resumed its work after the first Covid unlock and 
finally presented its report on 27 June 2020. 

Here is a gist of the report: 

On 9 March, 2020, Delhi Minorities Commission constituted a Fact-Finding Committee, headed 
by Mr M.R. Shamshad, Advocate-on-Record, Supreme Court of India, to look into the violence 
that took place in different areas of North East Delhi during 23-27 February 2020. Soon after the 
Committee started its work, Covid-19 lockdown came in seriously affecting the Committee’s 
work. The Committee restarted its work during the partial lockdown in June, 2020. 

The Committee made efforts to invite victims of violence to come forward with information, 
documented individual victim testimonies at various sites of North East Delhi and conducted 
physical surveys of the damage to religious sites. Both the Committee and Delhi Minorities 
Commission sought information about EIRs and arrests etc. from Delhi Police but neither of them 
got any response. Considering the overall situation, the time period of the Committee was 
extended by the Commission till 30 June, 2020. 

The Committee completed and submitted its 130-page report on 27 June 2020. Thereafter, the 
Commission considered the report and accepted it. The report has now been presented by the 
Commission, with request for further action, to Hon’ble Lt. Governor Delhi, Hon’ble Chief 
Minister Delhi, Hon’ble Dy. Chief Minister Delhi, all Delhi Government ministers and Hon’ble 
Speaker, Delhi Legislative Assembly. 

Eollowing are key findings and recommendations of the report: 

1. Repeated Incitement to violence 

■ Throughout the Delhi assembly elections campaign from December 2019 to Eebruary 

2020, there were a number of speeches by BJP leaders inciting people to violence 
against anti-CAA protesters. The details of these speeches have been recorded at 
length in the report. 

■Violence broke out in different pockets in North East Delhi almost immediately after the 
instigating speech of Shri Kapil Mishra on 23 Eebruary 2020 at Maujpur in which he 
openly called for forcefully removing the protestors at Jafrabad in North East Delhi. 
These threats to the protesters and people were given in the presence of the then 
Deputy Commissioner of Police North East, Shri Ved Prakash Surya. 

2. Planned, organised and targeted violence 

■ Armed mobs took to different areas of North East Delhi, attacked individuals, looted and 

burned properties and businesses. The mobs were chanting slogans like “Jai Shri 
Ram”, “Har Har Modi”, “Modiji, kaat do in Mullon ko”, “Aaj tumhe aazadi denge” 
etc. while they selectively attacked Muslim individuals, houses, shops, vehicles. 
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mosques and other properties. Testimonies recounted that the mobs contained large 
numbers of outsiders but also included some locals whom victims could recognise. 
The mobs were armed with lathis, iron rods, tear gas shells, cylinders and firearms. 

■ In several areas of North East Delhi, properties owned by Muslims were looted, burned, 

and completely destroyed. The attacks were targeted to the extent that in instances 
where the owners were Hindus but the properties had been rented to Muslims, the 
buildings were spared but the moveable properties were looted or burned outside the 
premises. 

■Testimonies of the victims reveal that the violence was not spontaneous like a “riot”. It 
was planned, organised and targeted. 

3. Targeting of Religious places 

■ The report documents 11 mosques, five madrasas, one shrine and one graveyard that were 

attacked and damaged in the violence. Mobs specifically vandalised and burned 
Muslim places of worship and learning, namely mosques and madrasas, as well as 
religious symbols like copies of the Holy Quran. Non-Muslim places of worship in 
Muslim majority areas remained untouched and were guarded by Muslims neighbours 
during the riots. 

■ Large numbers of Muslims have been displaced from the area. Due to the Covid-19 

lockdown, Muslims were displaced even from the relief camps where these displaced 
people took refuge. 

4. Role of Police 

■ Multiple testimonies collected by the Fact-Finding Committee recount reports of police 

inaction even as violence unfolded before them, or of police not arriving despite 
repeated calls on the emergency call number. Testimonies also suggest how police 
were patrolling the area but when asked for help, they refused saying they had no 
orders to act. Police also did not exercise powers to disperse unlawful assemblies, or 
take measures to apprehend, arrest and detain those perpetrating the violence. 

■ Multiple testimonies of victims of violence have reported that FIRs have either been 

delayed or have not been acted upon. Further, in spite of the serious nature of 
complaints, the police did not act upon the FIRs filed. In some cases, police refused to 
register an FIR unless the complainant omitted names of the accused. In some cases, 
complaints have been wrongly appended to previously registered FIRs. 

■ Testimonies also suggest that in some cases police were complicit and abetted the attacks. 

Even where police officials did attempt to act in order to disperse the crowds, victims 
state that police stopped their colleagues as they attempted to disperse the crowd 
saying “do not stop them”. In some cases, police merely stood as onlookers while the 
mobs engaged in looting, burning and violence. In others, they explicitly gave a go- 
ahead to the perpetrators to continue with their rampage, saying “do what you want”. 
A few accounts state how police and paramilitary officers even escorted the 
perpetrators safely out of the area, once the attack was over. In some cases, police 
escorted victims also to safety. 

■ In some testimonies, clear allegations of engaging in direct violence, including physical 

assault and abuse, have been made against police officers. 
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■ In some cases, victims themselves have been arrested, especially where they filed or 

attempted to file complaints against named individuals. Submission of chargesheets 
without proper investigation into complaints with named accused further creates 
doubts about the impartiality and objectivity of the investigation as well as the overall 
narrative being put forward by Delhi Police. 

5. Impact on Women 

■Testimonies suggest that Muslim women were attacked based on their religious identity; 
their hijabs and burqas were pulled off. Narratives of women suggest that the police 
forces and violent mobs attacked protest sites, women were beaten up by male police 
officers and attacked by mobs. Women have also recounted instances of acid attacks 
and threats of sexual violence by the mobs. 

■ Police used the chants of “Azaadi” to sexually harass women and attack them, including at 

least one incident of a police officer flashing his genitals in front of women protestors. 
The verbal abuses were also sexual and communal in nature. It is clear that the police 
did not come forward to help and, in several instances, resorted to violence towards 
women. 

6. Compensation 

■ There is a serious disparity in the determination of compensation amounts in cases of 

deaths of public servants and ordinary citizens who lost their lives in the violence due 
to failure of law and order authorities. Deaths of public servants are being 
compensated with significantly larger amounts. Other compensation for loot, 
burning, damage to properties and religious places have either not been paid or very 
small amounts have been paid. Even after four months of the violence, verification 
process has not been completed in many cases. In many cases, after verification, no 
compensation or very small amount of “interim compensation” has been paid. 

7. Recommendations: 

1. Government should constitute a five-member independent Committee with a 
particular composition. The Committee be chaired by a retired High Court Judge, and 
made up of 1) a District and Sessions Judge, 2) a Senior Advocate, 3) a retired police 
official not less than the rank of Deputy Inspector General of Police and not being a 
person who served in Delhi Police, and 4) a civil society member of repute. In selecting 
the Chair and members, the suitability of candidates should be assessed in accordance 
with the following criteria: (i) proven record of personal integrity, (ii) proven 
commitment towards upholding human rights, and (iii) knowledge of law and due 
process. 

2 The mandate of the committee be multi-fold and should include: 

(i) Ensuring the proper and prompt registration of EIRs in all cases where complaints 
have not yet been converted into EIRs; 

(ii) Ensure the recording of victims’ statements under Section 164 of CrPC; 

(iii) Ensure witness and victim protection in accordance with the Delhi Witness Protection 
Scheme; 
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(iv) Review chargesheets filed by the police in light of left-out facts; 

(v) Probe the complicity and abdication of duty by Delhi Police in allowing the violence 
to take place, including command responsibility, as well as culpability for engaging in 
direct acts of violence - including sexual violence - through a written report supported 
by photographs, videos and other evidence as possible, to be submitted to the court; 

(vi) Ensure that compensation is paid to all victims in a fair and time-bound manner; 

(vii) Review the Delhi government’s Assistance Scheme for the riot victims to assess 
whether the compensation amounts under each category are proportionate to the 
quantum of harm, injury, and loss suffered and provide new formulations, if any, in a 
written report. 

3. Appoint a team of 2-3 experts to assist the Claims Commissioner, on behalf of the aggrieved 
persons who may need assistance. 

4. Establish a team of 5-10 experienced trial court advocates, competent in the practice of the 
criminal law, in collaboration with the Delhi State Legal Services Authority, to render legal 
services to the victims; ensure a gender balance in the team, and make sure special measures 
are taken to assist women and child victims, including filing complaints of sexual violence 
against private persons and/or public officials. Assure women victims of effective legal 
representation, to pursue cases of sexual violence in accordance with their right to engage 
an advocate of their choice, to assist the prosecution. 

5. Seek legal opinion from a retired Supreme Court or High Court judge to assist the High 
Court in its determination on the direct and proximate nexus of the speeches and slogans 
raised by political leaders which led to the break-out of violence in the North East district. 

6. Take special measures to ensure that no person who has exhibited bias against any group is 
appointed as Public Prosecutor in these cases. 

7. Take all measures to ensure that Public Prosecutors act in a fair and impartial manner and 
in the interest of justice. 

8. Use the report’s findings as a basis to determine and bear the cost of damages caused to 
religious places of worship, learning, graveyards and shrines.

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A GLIMPSE OF THE WORK OF PMC DURING 2019-20 j 

The current Commission registered a total of 119 cases from 1 July, 2019 to 30th June, 2020. 
These were either on the basis of complaints received or based on suo motu action by the 
Commission. This does not represent the actual number of cases as some cases of similar nature 
were placed in a single file like Urdu/Punjabi teachers issue, assessment of government schemes, 
awareness camps, scholarships etc., while some complaints were dealt with directly by the 
Chairman and Members to solve matters amicably before a case was registered. In most cases this 
strategy, which lightened the burden of the Commission, paid results. 

During the period covered by the current Annual Report, the Commission opened 157 complaint 
files which may be classified as follows:

Details of only 
some important ones of larger ramifications are given below. 

























POLICE AND PRISONS 


Communication to Tihar Jail regarding a lonely prisoner: DMC Chairman wrote to Director General, 
Tihar Central Jail Head Quarter asking for relaxation of visit rules for an elderly prisoner: “Shri 
Jagtar Singh Hawara is presently lodged in the high security section of your jail. He is behind bars 
since 1995 which is a long time for jail authorities to know him. Of late restrictions have been 
imposed on high security prisoners with the provision that only blood relatives can meet such 
prisoners. Now Shri Hawara has only his 80-year-old mother as a blood relative in India and she 
is not able to visit him. I understand that this restriction is decided by the jail staff and no such 
restriction is found in the Punjab Jail Manual which governs the case of this prisoner since his 
case relates to Punjab and he has no case in Delhi. 

It is our considered opinion that such restriction on a prisoner, who has spent about half his life 
behind bars, is uncalled for. We will be grateful if these restrictions are relaxed and friends and 
distant family relatives are allowed to meet this prisoner to ensure this psychological health and 
general well-being. After all, imprisonment itself is a punishment and jails should not inflict 
additional hardships on such prisoners” (5 July, 2019 - Tihar Jail replied on 8 August 2019 that 
relaxations cannot be made in case of high security prisoners as per provisions of the Delhi Prison 
Rules 2018 which do not allow friends and distant relatives to meet such prisoners in jail premises 
during interview hours). 

Order to Delhi Police and letter to Lt. Governor: Following mass arrests of protesters including eminent 
citizens, Delhi Minorities Commission on 19 Dec. 2019, issued an order for immediate compliance 
to Delhi Police Commissioner ordering Police to immediately set free all the arrestees 
unconditionally unless they were involved in violence. The order was issued following 
information reaching DMC that eminent personalities like Harsh Mander, Prashant Bhushan, Dr. 
John Dayal and former MP Sandeep Dixit have been arrested along with hundreds of peaceful 
protesters and taken to many different directions. The order told Delhi Police Commissioner that 
“Delhi Police or the Administration have no right to stop people from registering their peaceful 
protests against a government measure deemed illegal and unconstitutional by millions of people 
across the country.” Subsequently, the arrestees were set free within hours without any charges. 

DMC also wrote a letter to Anil Baijil, Lt. Governor of Delhi, saying that the attacks by police on 
protesters since 15 December are “a direct attack on the democratic and civil rights protected by 
our Constitution... Role of the police and security forces starts only when a protest becomes 
violent.” The DMC letter requested LG, in his capacity as the constitutional head of Delhi Police, 
to order Delhi Police Commissioner and other officers of the force “to allow people to protest and 
demonstrate peacefully and that they must not interfere unless and until a protest and 
demonstration becomes violent.” (19 December 2019) 

DMC issues notice to Delhi Police over violence against protestors in Okhia and writes to LG to institute 
magisterial enquiry: Delhi Minorities Commission has been active from day one of the protests by 
Jamia Millia and other youth in Okhia area against NRC/CAA. Immediately after getting 
information about the police violence against the peaceful protestors, DMC Chairman Dr. 
Zafarul-Islam Khan issued an order via twitter at 8:22 pm on 15 December, tagged to Delhi Police 
and Delhi Police Commissioner, to stop violence against the protestors and vacate Jamia Millia 
campus. This was after information reached DMC that police has entered the Jamia campus, is 
attacking students and taking them away. 
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Same night, DMC Chairman received information that many arrested students and youth have 
been taken to New Friends Colony and Kalkaji police station after which he issued an Emergency 
Order to the SHOs of the two police stations “to release the injured students of the Jamia Millia 
held at the police station or take them without any delay for treatment at a reputed hospital.... 
SHO will be personally responsible for any complications to the injuries of the held students”. 
The order also directed the two SFiOs to file compliance report at the Commission at 3pm on 16 
December. Chairman DMC himself went New Friends Colony police station at 11 pm where he 
found a group of people waiting while the gate of the police station was closed. Dr. Khan sent his 
visiting card to the SHO NFC. His PA repeatedly phoned the SHO who kept saying that he will 
meet the Chairman in five minutes. 

But the Chairman was kept waiting at the gate for an hour, after which he went to the Kalkaji 
police station where after same reluctance he was taken to the room where around 30 arrested 
students and youth were kept. They were all extremely worried. Some had head injuries, some 
had broken hands and legs and other injuries. Until then they were given only first aid. Dr. Khan 
comforted them and assured them that the DMC is standing with them. Thereafter he spoke to 
the SHO who refused to receive the DMC order saying that the matter concerns NFC police 
station and they alone will accept the order. Chairman DMC sternly ordered the SHO to provide 
medical treatment to the arrested students and youth and warned him that he will be personally 
responsible for any complication to the injuries of the arrested youth. Thereafter Dr. Khan 
published the DMC order via social media and returned home at 2 am. An hour later, in 
compliance to the DMC order, the students were released. 

Next day, SHO NFC sent to DMC a whatsapp message communicating compliance with the 
DMC order and that the youth were provided medical treatment and released. The SHO asked 
more time to file compliance report. 

On 17 December, DMC issued formal notices to the SHOs of NFC and Kalkaji police station 
asking them to reply to the following questions: (1) Why police started the attack on the students 
and the protestors who had the legal and constitutional right to protest in a peaceful manner? 
(2) Why and with what authority police entered the campus of the Jamia Millia Islamia, a central 
university where prior permission of university authorities is necessary for such entry? (3) Why the 
police kept the injured students and other protesters for a long time before they were 
given/allowed medical treatment? (4) Why the SHO NFC PS insulted the Chairman of a statutory 
body by keeping him standing outside the PS gates for over an hour without letting him in, 
meeting him and accepting an official order. (5) Why SHO NFC PS and SHO Kalkaji PS have 
failed to file their compliance reports at DMC by 3 pm on 16-12-19? DMC has asked them to file 
report by 23 December, 2019. 

On 17 December, after receiving information about demonstrations in Jafrabad area and that the 
Okhla violence may be repeated there, DMC issued strong warning both verbally and through 
whatsapp to the SHO Jafrabad that no violence must be allowed, otherwise he will be personally 
held responsible. As a result no major violent incidents took place in the Seelampur area. 

DMC wrote to the Ft. Governor Delhi on 19 December requesting him to institute a magisterial 
enquiry about the Okhla violent incidents and to punish the police and paramilitary personnel 
found responsible. 
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DMC also started collecting documentary evidence about the Jamia Millia violence and will 
present same to the magisterial enquiry when and if it is held. Victims were told to send their

Withdrawal of displeasure from DCP North-East: Chairman DMC sent the following letter to the Joint 
Secretary (UT), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, with copies to the Chief 
Secretary GNCTD and Police Commissioner Delhi on 16 September 2019: 

“Apropos of my letter of even number: dated 1st July 2019 which conveyed ‘Displeasure’ to DCP 
(North-East District), Delhi Police, Delhi and the response conveyed vide letter bearing number 
14040/61/2019/UTPdated 16th July 2019 by the Under Secretary to the Govt, of India, MHA. This 
is to apprise that the DCP concerned vide report dated 05/09/2019 has clarified the complex issues 
involved in the complaint of Ms. Sajid Malik and her accomplices and the undersigned accepted 
the report of the DCP (North-East District), Delhi Police, Delhi. Eurther, the Delhi Police is 
advised to attend to every complaint in its right perspective and without delay. Hence, the 
‘Displeasure’ issued to DCP (North-East District), Delhi Police, Delhi is hereby withdrawn by the 
undersigned. The same may be conveyed to the authorities concerned under intimation to this 
Commission.” 

DMC Chairman's letter to Commissioner of Police Delhi re. chaos on Delhi streets during the lockdown: 

“1.1 am getting consistent reports about chaos on Delhi streets. Although essential supplies are 
allowed, grocery shops, milk supplies, chemists, hospitals etc are allowed to open and people are 
allowed to go out for essential needs with a self-declaration, but your personnel on the streets are 
not allowing people to leave their homes. People venturing out to buy essentials or to go to 
chemists and hospitals are hounded and beaten up by your personnel. This is inhuman and will 
soon lead to riots on the streets of Delhi because people must survive and for this they must get 
essential food and medicine supplies in time. 2. Kindly instruct your force on the streets and on 
checkposts to be humane and allow people to do what has been permitted under law including 
permission to vendors of vegetables, fruits and milk suppliers to move freely. 3. Some people are 
stranded in Delhi; some are standing on the streets with nowhere to go, some must go to their 
nearby villages in UP and Haryana. These must be allowed/helped to go out with dignity. If not, 
you must provide them with shelter and announce them adequately” f25 March, 2020). 

DMC Chairman's intervention regarding high-handedness of police: DMC Chairman wrote the 
following email to BigBasket company whose material was thrown/destroyed by police: “I just 
called [around 9:40 pm - 25-3-20] your helpline number (1860-123-1000) and after a long wait 
could speak to a real person. I enquired if the news was correct that some of your stuff has been 
destroy ed/thrown by police. The male voice said he does not know anything about this and asked 
me to contact the right person. When I asked him to give me the phone number of the right 
person, he declined to do so and asked me to mail you at the above id. This happened despite the 
fact that I identified from where I was calling and that it is a statutory body interested to help you 
and your consumers’ interests. We would like to know if the above-mentioned report is correct 
and if so, when and where it happened. We would like to intervene with the concerned 
deptt/police about it in the interests of consumers since the kind of stuff that you provide is 
exempted from curfew restrictions” (25 March, 2020 - the matter was not pursued due to the 
disinterest of the BigBasket company). 
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DMC Chairman's letter to the Commissioner of Police Delhi re. difficulties faced by people in Sadar Bazar 
area: “l.One of our associates, Mr Shadab of Quraish Nagar, Delhi 110006 (mobile No.: 99118- 
91237) has informed me that SHO of Sadar Police Station has closed down the following kirana 
stones in his locality: 1. Kirpa Store; 2. Kishan Store. Both are located at Sadar Naala Road, Sadar 
Bazar, Delhi 110006. 2.This has caused unnecessary hardship to the area residents who are 
otherwise not allowed to go outside their localities to fetch such supplies. 3. It is clear that kirana 
shops fall within the definition of “essential supplies” since they sell essential goods like atta, rice, 
sugar, daal, etc. Hence closure of such shops is a flagrant violation of the Union Home Ministry 
and Delhi Government orders about the lockdown. 4. Kindly see that the above shops are opened 
forthwith and no such violation by your force takes place anywhere in the NCT of Delhi” 
(25 March, 2020 - the shops were promptly reopened by police). 

Letter to the Commissioner of Police regarding of laxity about lockdown restrictions in some areas: “We 

are getting information that Muslims in some minority-concentration areas like Old Delhi, Zakir 
Nagar, Shahin Bagh, Seelampur and Jafarabad are lax about the restrictions imposed by the 
government to control and contain the Corona epidemic. People are still seen in large numbers on 
roads because some non-essential shops like eateries are still open and some mosques are still 
operating as usual where large numbers of people gather to offer namaz five times a day flouting 
the current restrictions on movement for non-essential work. 2. Police should act decisively to 
prevent such gatherings while allowing people to procure essential supplies or to go to chemists 
and hospitals. Action, in particular, must be taken against imams and mosque committees 
members who are adamant to flout the current restrictions. Tomorrow is Friday when at noon 
such big gatherings may congregate at mosques. If need be, some such people should be arrested 
or fined” (26 March, 2020). 

COMPLAINTS AGAINST MEDIA ORGANISATIONS/CINEMA 

D0lhi minoritiGS "survey": a clarification: Various print and electronic media (see below) have 
published that Delhi Government is conducting a survey of minorities (or Muslims) or that Govt, 
of Delhi, with an eye on the forthcoming state assembly elections, has asked Delhi Minority 
Commission to conduct such a survey. Clarifying this matter. Chairman of Delhi Minorities 
Commission Dr Zafarul-Islam Khan said in a press statement that he is not aware if Delhi 
Government is conducting any such survey, but as far as the DMC is concerned, it has not been 
asked by Delhi Government to conduct such a survey. The fact is that as per Delhi Minorities 
Commission Act 1999, the Commission works to mitigate problems faced by minorities, intervene 
on their behalf, and advise the government about measures to be taken to ensure just and equal 
treatment of minorities. As part of this mandate, the Commission collects data each year about 
the representation of all designated minorities in government departments and PSUs in NCT of 
Delhi, and publishes same in its annual report which is presented to the Government of Delhi and 
to the Delhi Assembly. The change this year is that earlier we used to do a sample survey of some 
15 departments, but this time we have widened the net to include all Delhi government 
departments and PSUs working in NCT of Delhi. Some of these departments have branches and 
subsidiaries and, instead of collecting information from them and sending to the Commission 
consolidated data, these departments wrote to their branches and subsidiaries to respond directly 
to the Commission and this has been construed by some as an initiative of Delhi Government. Dr 
Khan added that collection of minority data is an old practice of the Commission which is done 
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independently without any direction or pressure of the 
Government of Delhi. The Commission is a statutory and 
autonomous body which is bound by an Act (27 July 2019). 

NotiCG to Times Now: On or around 16IT7 July, 2019 you 
tweeted/promoted a hashtag “#MuslimCensusExpose” 

(photo below) claiming that a faith-based census is being 
conducted by the Govt, of NCT of Delhi through this 
Commission. Alleging that “Muslim identity [is] ticket to a 
job” and asking “Being Hindu a disadvantage?,” your 
anchor spewed much more while presenting this “Expose” 
on his show. 

1. Explain: (1) what is the basis of this expose?; (2) How 
Muslims of Delhi have benefitted from same; (3) how 
Hindus have been disadvantaged by this so-called 
“survey”. 

2. Reply by 26 September, 2019.

Letter to the Central Board of Film Certification regarding film insulting a Muslim icon: Chairman, Delhi 
Minorities Commission sent the following letter to Chairperson, Central Board of Eilm 
Certification, Eilms Division Complex, Phase- I Building, 9th Eloor,Dr. G. Deshmukh Marg, 
Mumbai- 400026: “Dear Sir, According to press reports and a complaint received by this 
Commission from citizens of Delhi, Shri Wasim Rizvi of Lucknow is producing/or has produced a 
film on the life of Lady Aisha, wife of the Holy Prophet of Islam. A trailer of this project has been 
purportedly circulated over YouTube depicting Lady Aisha as nude. This is gross insult and 
sacrilege of highest order which will inflame millions of Muslims not only in India but in many 
countries across the world as the wife of the Holy Prophet of Islam must not be shown in a film or 
even in caricature. This will, without doubt, lead to violence on our streets. You are requested to 
deny certification to this sacrilegious film. We will ban it in the National Capital Territory of 
Delhi when and if it is released here (17 September, 2019 - Waseem Rizvi speaking about his 
project on Sudarshan TV: https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=xv6CTejdezI). 

Notice and Interim Order to Shri Syed Waseem Rizvi regarding film insulting a Muslim icon: Delhi 
Minorities Commission sent the following to Shri Syed Waseem Rizvi, 394/13A Kashmiri 
mohalla, Sadat Ganj, Lucknow, U.P. - 226003 on 18 September, 2019: 

1. It has come to our knowledge through media reports and a complaint filed at this Commission 
by some citizens of Delhi that you are producing/or have already produced a film on Lady 
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Aisha, wife of the Holy Prophet of Islam. Reportedly, a trailer of the said film has been 
released by you on YouTube. You have also confessed of same during an interview with 
Sudarshan TV on 25-7-19 which is available at https://youtube.com/watch?v=xv6CTejdezI. 

2. You are hereby ordered to file a reply by 2 October, 2019 explaining (1) the rationale of your 
project, (2) in what stage it is; (3) has the certification of the Central Board of Film 
Certification (CBFC) been obtained or applied for; (4) attach a CD of the trailer or whatever is 
available as of now of this project; (5) attach a copy of the CBFC certification or your 
application copy for same; (6) attach a copy of the script of the said film with the name(s) of its 
writer and researcher(s), director, etc.. 

3. Interim order: Since this is a very sensitive matter which may inflame passions of millions of 
Muslims, may lead to violence on a large scale and will also defame our country, you are 
hereby ordered not to proceed in this project in any way while this case is sub-judice at this 
Commission which has quasi-judicial powers. (18 Sept. 2019). 


Shri Syed Waseem Rizvi vide his letter dated 23-9-19 rejected the Commission’s order describing it 
as “whimsical, ultra-vires and patently illegal.” DMC sent a further letter to the said Shri Syed 
Waseem Rizvi on 24 September, 2019 saying: 

“Ref. your email reply dated 23-9-19 to our notice / interim order dated 18-9-19 
regarding your proposed film “Ayesha”. 

“1. We are surprised at your most uncouth and uncivilized reply and reserve the 

right to take action on same in future. 

“2. Our notice and interim order remain operative. Necessary legal action will 

be taken if you fail to reply attaching all the required information.” 

DMC also wrote to the Central Board of Film Certification on 17 September 2019 asking it “to 
deny certification to this sacrilegious film. We will ban it in the National Capital Territory of 
Delhi when and if it is released here.” 

Letter to Directorate of Information &c Publicity, Govt, of NCT of Delhi, regarding alleged 
discrimination against a publication: We have received a complaint from the Sikh Times which 
alleges discrimination against it in terms of grant of advertisements. You are directed to file a 
reply by 7 October, 2019, failing which a case will be registered in this Commission (27 
September, 2019 — Directorate of Information &c Publicity informed the Commission vide letter 
dated 8 November 2019 that it is “a Nodal Department for releasing advertisements as per the 
approved media plan submitted by the Departments of Delhi Government,” and that it is only an 
executiing agency of Govt, of NCT of Delhi). 

'Choti Sardarni' caSG SGttiGd: Delhi Minorities Commission on 26 December 2019 finally settled a 
dispute of the Sikh community with Reliance-owned “Colors TV” over “Choti Sardarni” serial 
[pix of trailer on the left] which had blasphemous references to the Sikh faith’s Five Kakaars, use 
of ‘Shabads’ and misuse of Gurudwara Sahibs in the serial. Under an arbitration settlement 
arranged by DMC, the Colors TV agreed to remove all these objectionable parts and to insert a 
disclaimer that the serial is imaginary and it does not depict Sikh faith or life. 
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Adv. Neena Singh, in her 
personal capacity and on behalf 
of Virasat Sikhism Trust and 
Sikh Sangat, had filed a 
complaint against the said serial 
before the Delhi Minority 
Commission on f7 July 20f9. 
After hearing the arguments of 
both sides, DMC arranged 
arbitration of the dispute 
overseen by Shri Rajinder Singh, 
head granthi of Gurudwara Rakab Ganj. The two sides finally gave their affidavits and 
statements accepting the terms of the settlement on 26 December 2019. 

Prior to airing the controversial TV serial on Colors TV, the channel’s owners, ViacomlS, had 
telecast promos of the serial on TV and their website last June, wherein an actress playing the role 
of “Choti Sardarni” was shown as forming her new Five Rules/”Five Kakaars” (Five words 
beginning with letter “K”), thereby distorting the Sacred Five Kakaars of Shri Guru Gobind Singh 
Sahib. She was shown as a pregnant bride standing in front of a gurudwara and Guru Nanakji’s 
Mul Mantar “Ik Oankar” playing in the background. 

This blasphemous promo generated a social media outcry from the Sikh community all over the 
world. Taking immediate action on this cause, Adv. Neena Singh issued a legal notice to Colors 
TV/Viacoml8 but she received no response from them. The serial started airing on Color TV on 
1st July 2019. 

Adv. Neena Singh filed three complaints — the first before the Union Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting on 17 July 2019, the second before the Delhi Minority Commission same day 
and a third one at the Parliament Street Police Station, New Delhi on 16 August, 2019. 

Except the Delhi Minority Commission, no action was initiated by the other two. The Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting forwarded the complaint to Broadcasting Content Complaints 
Council (BCCC), which checks the contents of TV serials. On 11th September 2019, the 
complaint was rejected by the BCCC without giving the complainant a hearing. Parliament Street 
Police Station did an inquiry but took no legal action. 

The matter was adjudicated by the Delhi Minority Commission which is a tribunal and has quasi¬ 
judicial powers. The Commission summoned the Color TV/Viacoml8 and the presidents of the 
management committees of two gurudwara sahibs at Mumbai where the wedding scene of the 
pregnant bride and the media promotional event of the serial were shot. All parties appeared 
through their advocates. Presidents of both gurudwara sahibs tendered unconditional apology, 
saying that they did not know the purpose of the shooting. Both gave an undertaking that they 
will not allow shooting of TV serials in their gurudwara premises in future. 

After several hearings before the Delhi Minority Commission, on 26th December 2019, Color TV 
Viacoml8 submitted their affidavit stating: 

1) They have removed all promos relating to “5 Kakaars” from all the platforms owned and 
controlled by the Channel and no such use shall be done in the said program or in the promos 
in future. 
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2) Promos showing the actress (Nimrit Kaur Ahluwalia) as pregnant bride with the gurudwara 
sahib in the backdrop have been removed from all the platforms owned and controlled by the 
Channel; 

3) In future, ViacomlS shall not shoot any offending promos/episodes of the program ‘Choti 
Sardarni’ in any Gurudwara Sahib; 

4) Viacom shall ensure that no scenes in the program ‘Choti Sardarni’ shall be produced in future 
where ‘Shabads’ are being played in the background. 

5) ViacomlS shall display a notification in Hindi before the start of the serial that this is a 
fictional drama and that it does not represent any custom, belief etc or religion, including the 
Sikh religion... 

6) Since there is a retelecast of ‘Choti Sardarni’ in the morning hours, a separate statement was 
given by the counsel for ViacomlS on 26 December 2019, stating that ViacomlS shall double¬ 
check each and every episode of the serial from the beginning with respect to use of ‘Shabads’ 
and if there is any use of any ‘Shabad’, they shall remove the same from their Channel and all 
platforms owned and controlled by ViacomlS. 

In view of Color TV’s affidavit and statement, Adv. Singh was allowed to withdraw her 
complaint. A formal order of the settlement was formally passed by the Commission on the 6th of 
January, 2020. Adv. Singh thanked the Commission for providing quick and free justice, 
especially its Chairman Dr Zafarul-Islam Khan and Member Sardar Kartar Singh Kochhar for 
taking keen interest in solving the dispute.

RIOTS, COMMUNAL TENSION, VIOLATION OF RELIGIOUS RIGHTS 

Notice to DCP, Rohini Extension, Rohini, Delhi, 110086 re. lynch-mob attack: Delhi Minorities 
Commission has taken suo motu notice of the lynch-mob attack on Maulana Mohammed Momin 
of Madrasa Jamia, Aman Vihar, who was thrashed by car-borne anti-socials on 20 June 2019 in a 
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park in Aman Vihar. He was also forced to chant “Jai Shri Ram”. Reportedly, his arm was 
broken and he filed an FIR in Aman Vihar PS. (26 July, 2019 - DCP Rohini replied on 22 August 
2019 that there are witnesses to the accident but there are no witnesses to the altercation; the 
victim has pointed to the car used in the attack on the basis of a CCTV footage which is being 
probed; dump data has been asked from mobile service providers but is yet to be received; 
investigation is in progress. DMC sent letter on 27 Sept. 2019 asking for a followup report.) 

Minority panel asks Delhi Health Minister to let the Tabligh people go after completion of twice the 
mandated quarantine period: Delhi Minorities Commission wrote to Delhi Health Minister 
Satyendar Jain on 26 April 2020 saying that the people brought to quarantine camps from Tabligh 
Markaz in Hazrat Nizamuddin will be completing 28 days on Monday, 27 April 2020, which is 
twice the mandatory period for Covidl9 suspects’ quarantine as per US and WHO guidelines. 
This means that these people are being unnecessarily kept in detention when 14 days is the longest 
period for the appearance of Coronavirus symptoms in an infected person. People in other 
quarantine centres have been allowed to go home after 14 days if they tested negative. 

The Commission said in its letter signed by Chairman Dr. Zafarul-Islam Khan and Member 
Kartar Singh Kochhar that “it will be in the fitness of things that all such people who have spent 
28 days in these camps and did not test positive should be allowed to go home or at least allowed 
to live somewhere else in Delhi while the lockdown continues.” 

The Commission further said in its letter that there are thousands of inmates at present in 
Covidl9 quarantine camps across Delhi like Sultanpuri, Wazirabad, Narela and Dwarka etc. 
Supply of food and medical care is not satisfactory in these camps. 

The Commission further said that these quarantined people include elderly as well as people with 
health issues like diabetes and heart problems. Two of them, who were diabetic, died in recent 
days in Sultanpuri camp due to denial of adequate medical care and failure to supply medicines 
and food in time. 

The Commission added in its letter that this is the month of fasting, Ramzan, and most of the 
Muslim inmates in these camps are fasting. Under the conditions prevailing in the quarantine 
centres, they are finding it hard to cope with the harsh life in these camps. 

The Commission said that keeping these people in detention more than twice the mandatory 
quarantine period is creating ill-will in the Muslim community and may lead to court cases. 

In a related development, Delhi Minorities Commission came to know that the situation in the 
quarantine camp at the Police Training School at Wazirabad is even worse. This camp is 
supervised by District Magistrate North who seemingly is oblivious of the conditions of the 
inmates in this camp where fans and even mugs and buckets are not provided and inmates are not 
allowed to buy anything from outside. 

Saturday (25 April 2020) was the first day of the fasting month of Ramzan but the inmates at 
Wazirabad kept fast on empty stomachs because pre-dawn food was not supplied. Then for 
breaking their fast at sunset yesterday, they were provided each with just two bananas and three 
dates while again no predawn meal was provided. This is here that Jamiat Ulama stepped in and 
provided them predawn food, which is a matter of shame for the administrators of the camp. 
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The Commission issued a notice on 25 April 2020 to the District Magistrate North in this respect. 
On knowing that the situation did not improve in the Wazirabad camp even today, Sunday, the 
Commission has sent a second notice to District Magistrate North directing the DM to personally 
supervise the supply of the essentials, especially in-time provision of adequate food to the inmates. 

DMC letter to LG and CM about prohibition of Azaan in Delhi mosques and plight of inmates in Corona 
isolation camps: Delhi Minorities Commission on 23 April 2020 wrote to the Anil Baijil, Lt. 
Governor Delhi and Arvind Kejriwal, Chief Minister of Delhi, about prohibition of azaan in NCT 
mosques and plight of inmates in Corona isolation camps where medical and food facilities are so 
bad that two diabetic inmates have died within ten days, the last being on 22 April. Their deaths 
were due to erratic supply of food and denial of medicines and medical care. 

DMC Chairman Dr Zafarul-Islam Khan and Member Kartar Singh Kochhar said in their joint 
letter to both the LG and CM that the conditions prevailing in the Covidl9 quarantine camps in 
Delhi have already led to deaths of two inmates due to the callous and uncooperative nature of 
officers and doctors manning and supervising these camps and erratic supply of food at these 
facilities. 

They said that Tablighi Jamaat and other Covidl9 suspects are kept at quarantine centres in 
Sultanpuri, Narela and Dwarka etc. Tablighi Jamaat inmates include Indians from Tamil Nadu, 
Kerala, U.P. and Rajasthan etc. while there are also foreign nationals from Malaysia, Thailand, 
Srilanka and Kirghizstan etc. They include elderly people with health issues who require special 
care and medical attention. They have completed 25 days in quarantine, much past the required 
14 days. Their vast majority has tested negative, but some of those who tested positive are also 
kept in the same facilities. Out of 21 positive cases of Jamaat people at Sultanpuri camp, only 
around 4-5 were reportedly taken to hospitals. 

The Commission said in its letter that these inmates are inhumanely treated — breakfasts are 
served at 11 am and dinner at 10-11 pm. The food is hardly edible. As a result, people are having 
stomach problems and some are vomiting. Medical facilities and medicines are not provided while 
some of the inmates are diabetic and heart patients. Doctors rarely visit the patients. Inmates are 
not given necessary and life-saving medicines — as a result of which two diabetic patients have 
already died in the quarantine camp at Sultanpuri. Mohamed Mustafa (60) died on 22 April while 
Haji Rizwan, died about ten days earlier. Both of the dead belonged to Tamil Nadu and both 
were diabetic and died due to denial of diabetic medicines and erratic food supply. 

Based on information received from various sources including two inmates in Sultanpuri camp the 
Commission said that it is very unfortunate that this was allowed to happen due to the 
carelessness of the medical and administrative staff while these persons were in government care 
and therefore government was responsible for their safekeeping and welfare during their 
detention. 

The Commission further said in its letter that as on 23 April, Tabligh Jamaat inmates have 
completed 25 days under quarantine, much past the required 14 days period. Those who have 
tested negative must be allowed to move out of these camps which in effect are jails. Those who 
are able to go out of Delhi or stay elsewhere in the city must be facilitated to do so including stay 
in apartments or hotels at their own expenses until the end of the lockdown period. 
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The Commission said in its letter that medical care, medicines and timely supply of food must be 
ensured to all the inmates of these camps and the administrative officers under whose care they 
are placed, like the area SDMs, should be made personally accountable for any lapse in discharge 
of their duties. 

The Commission also said in its letter that a majority of Muslim inmates in the quarantine camps 
will be keeping fast during the month of Ramzan. Therefore, the timing of supply of food to them 
must also change and meticulously followed to suit fasting timing. 

The Commission also asked that tea bags, dried milk pouches, sugar, biscuits and mosquito 
repellents should be supplied to all inmates and said that in case of any difficulty the Commission 
members in their personal capacity are ready to provide these to the quarantine camps in 
coordination with the camp administrators. 

The Commission also requested LG and CM to order an enquiry to probe the deaths of the two 
inmates in Sultanpuri camp from Tamil Nadu and those found responsible for their deaths by 
negligence, denial of medicines and denial of timely supply of food, should be suitably punished. 

ISSU0 of Azaan in Dolhi mosquos: In a separate earlier letter to both LG and CM, the Delhi Minorities 
Commission on 24 April 2020 raised the issue of Azaan in Delhi mosques amid reports that police 
in some areas like Dwarka and South district are stopping mosques from using loudspeakers for 
azaan despite the fact that mosques all over Delhi are meticulously following the Coronavirus- 
related restrictions and no congregational prayers involving more than four persons are being held 
in any mosque. 

The issue of Azaan from mosques is very pressing due to the beginning of the month of Ramzan 
when Muslims fast and break their fast on hearing the azaan at sunset time. Ramzan is starting in 
Delhi on 25 April 2020. The Commission has requested that azaan should not be banned from 
mosques while mosques will continue to meticulously follow the Covidl9-restrictions on 
permitted numbers of people for any gathering and social distancing. No congregational prayers 
are being held in Delhi mosques since the lockdown but azaan continued. However, the 
Commission received information from some areas where policemen are telling mosques to stop 
azaan and in some cases they have even removed the loudspeakers. 

The Commission also issued a notice to the DCPs of Dwarka and South districts to provide it a 
copy of any such circular and if it does not exist, allow azaan in mosque in their areas. 

DMC letter to the Police Commissioner about harassment of Muslims on Delhi streets and closure of meat 
shops: DMC Chairman Dr Zafarul-Islam Khan and Member Kartar Singh Kochhar sent a joint 
letter on 16 April 2020 to the Police Commissioner Delhi saying that the fire of communalism is 
spreading in Delhi, especially in rural areas as a result of media trial and communal propaganda 
using social media. The letter brought to the notice of the Police Commissioner a case in an area 
of Delhi which vent viral on 11 April 2020. 
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The mail attached a copy of the video in 
which a Muslim fruit vendor is being 
thrashed for venturing into a “Hindu” 
area. The attacker is abusing the Holy 
Prophet of Islam. The face of the attacker 
is clearly visible. A signboard seen in the 
video belongs to a coaching centre in the 
Main Molarband Market, Jaitpur Road, 
Badarpur, South Delhi. A motorcycle is 
also seen in the video. It is an Splendor+ 
(Self-Drum-Cast) motorcycle bearing no. 
DL9SBX9250 and registered in the name of 
one Sudhanshu at Dwarka. The DMC 
letter said that continuation of such attacks 
against members of the Muslim community 
in NCT of Delhi is very worrisome and 
indicates police negligence and failure. 
(DCP North informed the Commission on 
20-5-20 that the accused Manoj Gupta s/o 
Vishnu Bhagwan Gupta was arrested in 
this case on 1-5-20 and that police in the area have been directed to maintain strict vigil to ensure 
communal harmony). 

The letter also brought to the notice of the Police Commissioner that some meat shops have been 
closed by the local police in some areas of Delhi. Since meat is a food item, it falls under 
“essential” items and legal shops selling meat should be allowed to function. 

The letter further said that DMC has come to know that there is no uniform policy about this, 
hence meat shops in some areas are open while in some areas local police have closed them down. 
The letter mentioned cases of two meat shops in Najafgarh Road under Runhola police station 
and another at Kamruddin Nagar under Nangloi police station. Both these shops have been closed 
by the local police. The letter said that if there is a policy decision to close all meat shops during 
the current Covidl9-related restrictions, a copy of this order may be sent to DMC. If no such 
order exists, all police stations should be directed to let legal meat shops function as per existing 
rules. (Special Commissioner of Police: Law &c Order (South) informed DMC on 24-4-20 that the 
victim was identified as Mohd. Salim and the accused Praveen Babar was arrested after FIR 
149/20 was registered u/s 153/355/298/323 IPC. As regards the two meat shops, the reply said that 
the allegations were not true and no such instructions were issued to the shopkeepers by police). 

Minorities Commission asked Delhi Health Department to drop mention of Tablighi Jamaat from its 
coronavirus charts: In a letter to the Director/Secretary, Delhi Health Department, Delhi Minorities 
Commission on 9 April 2020 asked it to drop any mention of religious undertones in its daily 
bulletins on coronavirus cases in Delhi. 

The DMC Chairman Dr Zafarul-Islam Khan said in his letter: “Your bulletins of Coronavirus 
victims are showing a separate column ‘Markaz Masjid’. Such thoughtless classification is feeding 
into the Islamophobia agenda of the lap media and Hindutva forces and has been easily turned 
into a handle to attack Muslims across the country. As a result, Muslims are being attacked in 
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various areas, calls are being made for their social boycott, one boy has been lynched in the 
North-West Delhi village of Harewali [Hareoli], others attacked.” 

The DMC letter further said, “World Health Organisation has taken cognisance of this 
phenomenon, unique to India. WHO Emergency Programme Director Mike Ryan said on 6 April, 
2020: ‘Countries should not profile novel coronavirus disease (COVID-19) cases in terms of 
religion or any other criteria.’ Two days later he asked governments not to politicise the issue and 
stop profiling people on religious basis. The Indian Union health ministry followed suit and said 
in its advisory on 8 April, 2020: ‘Despite all precautions, if anybody catches the infection, it is not 
their fault. In a situation of distress, the patient and the family need support and cooperation.” 
Further, the advisory requested citizens to ‘never spread names or identity of those affected or 
under quarantine or their locality on the social media’”. 

The DMC letter made an earnest request to the Delhi Department of Health to stop mention of 
any data which has religious undertones and which can be exploited for political or communal 
purposes by vested interests (The request was accepted by Delhi Government which stopped 
mentioning separate figures for Tablighi Jamaat people; Central and other state governments also 
followed suit). 

Two notices to the Police Commissioner over lynching of Muslim youth in a Delhi village and 
plans to boycott Muslims Shastri Nagar: Delhi Minorities Commission sent on 8 April 2020 two 
notices to the Police Commissioner Delhi. One about plans to boycott Muslims in a Shastri Nagar 
colony and the other about lynching of a Muslim youth in a village under Bawana police station. 

The Commission in its notice attached a video from Shastri Nagar in Delhi which was shot on or 
around 5 April 2020. In it, a group of people are seen holding a meeting on the street in violation 
of the current Covidl9 restrictions. They are planning to stop Muslims from entering their colony 
and asking people in other colonies to do the same. Some faces and the area are very clear and 
visible. 

The Commission said in its notice that this gathering in the video attracts action under IPC 
Sections 1206 (criminal conspiracy), 153 (provocation with intent to cause riot), 153A (promoting 
enmity between different groups on grounds of religion, race, place of birth, residence, language 
etc) and 153B (imputations, assertions prejudicial to national-integration). The Commission 
further said in its notice that the people seen in the meeting are also in violation of Section 51 of 
the Disaster Management Act for holding this meeting as it is in violation of the current lockdown 
order. 

In the video the group is seen giving an instant example when they stop two fruit/vegetable 
vendors from entering their colony and threaten them of dire consequences if they enter without 
their Aadhar cards to show that they are not Muslims. 

In another notice, Delhi Minorities Commission informed the Delhi Police Commissioner that as 
a result of media trial and inaction of the concerned authorities, hate crimes are becoming 
common in Delhi. The latest example of this is a video circulating on social media since 6 April. 
In it we see a Muslim youth being ruthlessly beaten by some people in a rural setting. 
Commission’s enquiries established that the incident pertains to village Hareoli under PS Bawana 
Industrial Area, North West Delhi district. The victim is a young man called Mahboob who by 
profession is tractor driver. In some reports he is mentioned as Dilshad. Along with another youth 
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from the nearby Qutubgarh village, he had gone to a Tablighi conference in Bhopal, Madhya 
Pradesh. On his return, he was dropped at his village by a police party on 5 April, 2020. But Jat 
villagers did not allow him to enter the village. They cornered him in a field and started beating 
him with chappals, lathis and sticks, injuring him seriously, breaking his arms while his family 
members watched helplessly. The attackers are said to include some government servants. 

The notice further said that when the attackers saw that Mahboob was about to collapse and die, 
they called an ambulance and faked a story that Mahboob was hit in a road accident. The victim 
was taken to some hospital which referred him to Ambedkar Hospital in Rohini which too 
referred him to yet another hospital. Until 7 April, he was said to be in critical condition and was 
guarded by two-three of his assailants so that he does not say anything implicating them. There is 
pressure on Mahboob’s family to enter into a compromise and not press the issue. 

The notice further said that the attackers of Mahboob culled information from him during the 
beating that the other youth who went with him to Bhopal was Noor Mohammad son of Mahavir 
[Muslim who changed him name out fear in 1947] from Qutubgarh. The attackers phoned their 
acquaintances in Qutubgarh and there too Noor Mohammad was thrashed. 

The notice brought to the notice of the Police Commissioner that Jats are telling the small Muslim 
minority in the two villages (Hareoli and Qutubgarh) that from now on they must live according 
to Hindu customs, otherwise they will be thrown out of the villages. They dragged Mukhtiar 
Singh [Muslim who changed his name in 1947] to a temple and forced him to commit that from 
now on he will not bury his dead and will live like a Hindu. Muslims in these two villages have 
been warned that they will be crushed and thrown out of the village if they complain to the police. 

The notice further said that an attempt was made on 6 April to assault the Imam of Bawana’s 
Chowk Masjid, Maulana Muhammad Ayyub, and ransack his house, but timely intervention of 
police saved him. In the Bawana JJ Colony an unsuccessful attempt was made to storm a mosque. 

The Commission further informed the Police Commissioner that on Holambi Kalan roads, 
Muslims wearing kurta-pyjama and sporting beards are annoyed and taunted. 

The Commission added in its notice that “it is clear from the above that the small Muslim 
minority in the North-West district in particular is having a difficult time at present. They need 
reassurance from your side while miscreants must be dealt with firmly to send a message that such 
behavior will not be tolerated.” 

The Commission asked the Police Commissioner (a) to order appropriate action against the group 
responsible for the attack on Mahboob in Hareoli village and to ensure his satisfactory treatment 
and filing of appropriate FIR against the culprits; (b) attackers on Noor Mohammad in 
Qutubgarh village too should be similarly treated; (c) redouble visible police presence in the area 
to send a strong message that any messing up with law and order will not be tolerated. The 
Commission has asked the Police Commissioner to file his reports on the two notices within a 
week.

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(DCP Outer North replied on 18-5-20 that action has been taken against six persons and the 
accused persons have been arrested; it also claimed that no Muslim resident of the village is facing 
any threat). 

Minority panel notices to Commissioner of Police regarding attack on mosque in North West village and 
random arrests in the North East district: Delhi Minorities Commission issued two notices to the 
Police Commissioner Delhi. The first notice sent on 3 April 2020 said that the Commission is 
getting reports via emails, whatsapp messages and phone calls from the North-East district since 
even before the lockdown that police is arresting young Muslim boys by their dozens every single 
day. This has continued under the lockdown. At 8 pm on 2 April 2020, Muslim women in 
Mustafabad came out protesting against this objectionable and dubious activity. The notice 
further said that earlier too the Commission had brought to the notice of DCP North East that the 
trend of randomly arresting young Muslim boys of the North-East district is not acceptable. 

The notice also brought to the notice of the CP the serious allegation made by some people of the 
North East district that some police officers are using arrests as a pretext to extract huge sums of 
money as bribes or ransom money which, if paid, will ensure the freedom of the arrested youth. 

The notice asked the CP to instruct police ground staff to desist from random arrests in the North 
East district as arrests must only be made when there is clear evidence about someone’s 
involvement in a punishable crime. The notice further said that once lockdown is lifted and 
conditions return to normal, “we will take a closer look at these arrests.” 

The notice also said that the Commission is getting complaints that mosques are being prohibited 
from using loudspeakers for azaan. As of now, under the current restrictions, a maximum of four 
persons are allowed to offer congregational prayers at a time in a mosque. The notice said that 
“loudspeakers are used by mosques to announce that the time of prayer has come so that people 
may pray at home on time as there is a prescribed time for each prayer. Hence, prohibition of 
azaan on loudspeakers has no rationale or need. SHOs should be clearly told not to insist on 
prohibition of use of loudspeakers for azaan and should take action only if more than four 
persons gather for performing namaz while the current lockdown is effective.” 

The notice also said that meat shops in some areas have been closed down which is against the 
lockdown regime which considers food stuff as part of essentials and shops selling such stuff 
cannot and must not be closed. 

In a second notice sent on 4 April 2020 the Commission said that it has received a report and a 
video which says that at around 8 pm in the night of 3 April 2020, around 200 people attacked a 
mosque in village Mukhmelpur under Alipur police station in North West Delhi while there were 
2-3 persons inside. The mob attacked the mosque, ransacked it, burnt it partially and demolished 
some of its parts including the roof. The notice further said that it is unbelievable that this could 
happen in the national capital. The issue cannot be patched up artificially by arranging a 
compromise where a religious place has been ransacked and partially burnt and demolished. If no 
proper legal action is taken, this lawlessness will become common. 

The notice asked CP to ensure that an EIR is lodged against the culprits and that law should take 
its course so that a deterrent is created in the minds of people as some have started to think that 
they will go scot-free after any crime against weaker sections like Muslims, Christians, Dalits and 
Adivasis (4 April 2020 — (DCP Outer North replied on 13 April 2020 that while the Hindu group 
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alleged violation of lockdown by Muslims, Muslim group alleged that Hindus damaged a portion 
of the wall of a graveyard. FIRs on both complaints were registered and investigation in both 
cases was in progress).

LoudspGakGrs in mosqUGS: Earlier in 2019, Shri Islam of RWA and Mohalla Sudhar Samiti, East 
School Block, Mandauli Eazalpur, Delhi 110092, had complained to the Commission that SHO 
Madhu Vihar has forced Alamgir Masjid to remove its loudspeakers and that SHO Madhu Vihar 
has got loudspeakers of two mosques, Madina Masjid and Alamgir Masjid, forcibly taken off. 
DMC directed DCP East District to re-install the loudspeakers of the said mosques and ensure 
compliance of all loudspeakers in the area to the allowed levels of sound. DCP East District 
replied on 29 June 2019 that “No direction for the removal of speakers has been given by the 
police. The presidents of the Masjids have been directed from time to time to follow rules 
regarding use of loudspeakers in pursuance of Hon’ble NGT orders (in which Masjids were also 
respondents) and guidelines laid down by the Hon’ble Apex Court and High Court in this 
regard.” The complainant was advised by DMC: “You are free to re-install your loudspeakers 
and use the same within the permissible limits” (24 July 2019). 

Minority panGl issuGS noticG to VC Dolhi UnivGrsity ovGr hatG posts by toachors saying: "Put thorn in gas 
chambors. Doctors should not troat them" 

Taking a serious notice of various teachers of Delhi University posting virulent hate message 
against the Muslim community on their facebook page, Delhi Minorities Commission issued a 
notice on 2 April 2020 to the Vice Chancellor of Delhi University saying that the Commission is 
surprised that some teachers are “spewing venom against the Muslim community saying that they 
should be put in gas chambers and that doctors should not treat them, etc.” The Commission 
further said in its notice “We find this very very disturbing that such elements should be ‘teaching’ 
in a prestigious university like yours.” The Commission, asked the VC to constitute an enquiry 
committee to probe these posts and take appropriate action against these teachers. The 
Commission has given a month’s time to the VC to file his reply and action taken report. Some 
people active on the said facebook page are:

Commission's work in the violence-affected North East district areas 


6 f'Ups / wiivvf.fw^twuk.cofn'i/JI4JS/UUI eai-fieti;' 
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Delhi Minority Commission’s ten-member high level fact-finding committee chaired by M.R. 
Shamshad, Advocate-on-Record, Supreme Court of India, has started its work in the area. About 
30 volunteers assisting the committee are surveying the whole affected area to record the actual 
damage, using elaborate forms provided by the Commission. They are filling these assessment 
forms to register the damage to properties and to record the dead and injured during the violence. 
This is being done door-to-door by going to the victims’ houses, shops and camps. A receipt is 
issued to each assessee. DMC will track those who do not get compensation or whose FIRs are 
not being registered by police. DMC will take action so that justice is done to all victims. The 
DMC fact-finding committee is in contact with victims, police and local administration to reach 
the facts behind the violence and its aftermath. DMC has also placed a help desk at Mustafabad 
Eidgah where volunteers including advocates are present whole day. Victims can approach this 
desk for any help to fill forms, lodge FIRs or get relief, etc. DMC has also placed 40 notice boards 
all over the violence-affected area announcing the formation of the fact-finding committee and 
giving helpline numbers to contact the committee which are: 8076282502/9540060606/9717455303. 

DMC Chairman Dr. Zafarul-Islam Khan, Member Kartar Singh Kochhar and Anastasia Gill paid 
regular visits to the area to help victims and reassure them. AMC volunteers with the help of 
Action Aid and other NGOs are distributing relief to victims. For any help, DMC helpline 
numbers should be contacted. 

DMC also issued a number of notices to Delhi Police about the violence in the North East district. 
These include a warning to it to desist from haphazard arrests of youth from the North East 
district. The Commission told DCP North East that if these do not stop and the Commission gets 
documented cases, legal action will be taken against those responsible. Another notice to DCP 
North East asked him to provide the Commission with a complete list of all violence-related EIRs 
registered since 23 Eebruary 2020, as well as copies of all complaints to this effect which were not 
converted into EIRs. The Commission also sent to DCP North East four photographs of a 
lynching case on 24 Eebruary 2020 where clearly identifiable persons, including one identified as 
Anant Bhardwaj are seen lynching one Muhammad Zubair at an underpass near Bhajanpura 
market. The Commission has asked DCP North East what action has been taken in this case and 
if not, why? The Commission has also asked District Magistrate North East to provide it with a 
complete list of all compensation forms filed by victims with SDMs of the affected areas (press 
release issued by DMC on 21 March 2020). 

Delhi Minorities Commission to probe North East district violence: Delhi Minorities Commission has 
constituted a ten-member fact-finding committee to probe the violence that erupted in some areas 
of the North East district of Delhi from late night on 23 Eebruary and continued for the next few 
days during which hundreds of homes, shops, workshops, offices, vehicles and even a number of 
schools, madrasas, dargahs and mosques were attacked, looted and torched and in some cases 
blasted using gas cylinders. 

The fact-finding committee consists of (1) Shri M.R. Shamshad, advocate-on-record. Supreme 
Court of India as chairperson, (2) Shri Gurmindar Singh Matharu (Member, SGPC), (3) Ms. 
Tehmina Arora, Adv., (4) Shri Tanveer Kazi (human rights activist), (5) Prof. Hasina Hashia, 
JMI, (6) Shri Abu Bakar Sabbaq Adv., (7) Shri Saleem Beg (human rights activist), (8) Ms. Devika 
Prasad (CHRI), (9), Ms Aditi Datta (CHRI) and (10) Shri Suhail Saifi (social activist), as 
members. The committee has been asked to probe the causes of the violence, persons responsible, 
lists of victims and assessment of quantum of damage to properties, role of police, administration 
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and others and related issues. The committee has been asked to present its report within four 
weeks. The committee held its first meeting at DMC office on Monday, 9 March and started its 
work on Wednesday, IT*' March by holding a meeting in Mustafabad (press release issued on 11 
March 2020 - more in the section on fact-finding committees in this report). 

Delhi Minorities Commission visits North East district: A delegation of Delhi Minorities Commission, 
comprising of Dr ZafaruTlslam Khan, Chairman, and Kartar Singh Kochhar, Member, visited the 
violence-affected areas of the North East District of Delhi on 2 March 2020. The Commission 
started its tour of the area by meeting the area ACP and DCP who explained the problems 
involved in policing, rescuing and rehabilitation. They claimed that policemen bravely rescued 
hundreds of stranded people who were surrounded by mobs, like rescuing 350 Muslims from 
Sherpur on 25 February. Later the delegation, accompanied by some police officers and members 
of the Commission’s peace and minority advisory committees, toured the affected areas. Here is 
what the commission found during this tour: 

“We found extensive damage to Muslim houses, shops and workshops everywhere we went. We 
found that people were visiting their damaged homes and houses for the first time since they fled 
on 24-25 February but since the houses and shops were badly damaged and the debris were lying 
inside as well as on the streets, there was no question that they will be able to start living there 
again anytime soon. Moreover, removing debris or starting repairs will affect their chances of 
getting any compensation from the government. 

“At a parking lot near Ambedkar College, we found burnt hand-carts (thelas) and tractors. The 
guard at the site told us that 100 hand-carts and ff tractors were torched and a school bus, still 
parked at the place, was extensively damaged. The attackers took away whatever they could like 
batteries of the vehicles before torching them. 

“At Yamuna Vihar, on one side of the road are Muslim houses and shops while on the other side 
are Hindus’ houses and shops and both areas were affected by looting and burning. At a charred 
petrol pump, the owner Mahinder Aggrawal claimed that 30 vehicles were torched there. 

“At Bhajanpura, we found that Muslim-owned shops, like a travel agency and motorcycle 
showroom, were looted and torched while Hindu-owned shops were left untouched. 

“We also also saw Councillor Tahir Husain’s factory building which was still under construction. 
He is an accused in the riots. 

“At E-Block of Khajuri Khas, we found Muslim shops burnt. A police officer claimed that the 
area DCP saved 350 Muslims from the locality. 

“In gali no. 5 of Khajuri Khas, residents told us that violence started there late in the night of 23 
February shortly after the threat and ultimatum of Kapil Mishra. This gali is a blind alley where 
100 persons lived and they could not on their own flee from the main road. They left the place 
under police protection in the morning of 25 February. In this gali, we found the house of the BSF 
jawan Mohammad Anis, which was badly damaged. He was not at home at the time though four 
members of his family were present there. We saw here a carpenter’s shop owned by Muhammad 
Ilyas which was looted and badly damaged. 
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“In 3/51 Khajuri Extension, Jameel Ahmad has car repair garage where seven cars, six 
autorickshaws and nine motorcycles were burnt. He told us that Hindus took away their cars 
hours before the garage was torched and its building was looted and damaged. 



“At C-429 in gali no. 29 of Khajuri Khas, we saw the gutted Masjid Fatima where people had 
taken refuge in the belief that mobs will not attack a religious place. Masoom All’s damaged 
house is adjacent to the mosque. He told us that the SDM was telling them that residents of one 
house will get only one compensation irrespective of the number of families living there. 

“In the same gali, there is house no. C/1/28/413 which belongs to Prem Chand, Delhi Police ISI 
who had let it to a Muslim family since 2007. The house was torched after the family fled the 
place. The rioters returned later to burn it once again. 

“In Brijpuri, we found the 30-year-old Arun Modern School owned by Bhisham Sharma who was 
a Congress MLA several times. It was extensively burnt and damaged in the evening of 25 
February. Removables like computers and even steel railings and CCTV cameras were looted. 800 
students study here. This was the only place where we found repairs going on, on war footing, 
perhaps to reopen the school at the earliest. 

“In Shiv Vihar, we found two schools which both were occupied by the goons who had come 
from outside the area. The first is Rajdhani Public School owned by Faisal Farooq and the other is 
DRP Convent School owned by Pankaj Sharma. Both share a wall. At Rajdhani School, driver Raj 
Kumar told us that some 500 persons barged into his school at around 6:30 pm on Monday, 24 
February. They wore helmets and hid their faces. They remained there for the next 24 hours. 
They went away next evening after the arrival of a police force in the area. They were young, 
well-built people who had arms and giant catapults which they used to throw petrol bombs from 
the school roof to other houses across the road. Some of them used heavy ropes, still in the school, 
to climb down into the other adjacent school. They took away the computers and any other thing 
they could carry and smashed and burnt what they left behind. 
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“At DPR School, we were given the same description of the people who occupied the Rajdhani 
School but more people, upwards of 1500, stayed here for over 24 hours from 24* evening. They 
climbed down into the school from the roof of the adjacent Rajdhani School. Roop Singh, guard, 
gave us the same description of those people as given by the Rajdhani School driver. Singh told us 
that he somehow saved himself and his family by slipping away from a rear door. He lived with 
his family in a quarter inside the school. He told us that these people looted or burnt everything in 
the school. We found in the school open area a mound of burnt desks with only their steel frames 
intact. They were going to fix new wooden tops on those frames. Arun School gave us a 
photograph (attached) of the mob which had attacked it. In it, young people are seen wearing 
helmets and covering their faces. The guard of the DRP School and the driver of Rajdhani School 
confirmed that same kind of people occupied their schools. Over 2000 such people stayed in the 
two schools for over 24 hours. They used to go out in small trucks in shifts of 2-3 hours each time 
to execute their looting and burning mission outside. Their food was brought to them inside the 
school. It was clear that they had local people helping them. 

“In Shivpuri, Muslims are a small minority. It is the worst affected area, we found outnumbered 
Muslim homes selectively burnt and damaged. We found here Aulia Masjid which was gutted and 
badly damaged. The floor of the mosque was hidden by the debris and two gas cylinders were 
lying on the floor. Apparently these could not explode. Most houses were blasted using gas 
cylinders taken from other houses. We found here in gali no. 10, the bakery of Iqrar son of 
Mohammad Afsar which was looted and later burnt in the night of 25 February.

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“There are many affected localities in the North East district which we could not visit. Moreover, 
thousands of people have fled from the area and gone to their villages in UP or Haryana or were 
living with relatives elsewhere in Delhi. Hundreds are still living in camps run by the community. 
Some are also living in camps run by the Delhi Government. 

“It is our assessment that the violence in North East district to Delhi was one-sided and well- 
planned in which maximum damage was inflicted on Muslim houses and shops with local 
support. Without massive help these people will not be able to rebuild their lives. We feel that the 
compensation announced by Delhi government is not adequate for the purpose.” (Press release 
issued on 4 March 2020).

Commission takes action on violence in northeast dist.: Delhi Minorities Commission has taken 
cognisance of the violence in the North East dist. DMC Chairman Dr Zafarul Islam Khan issued a 
notice on 25 February 2020 to DCP North East directing him to send more police enforcements to 
the area to contain violence, impose curfew (Section 144) on the affected areas and to escort 
people wishing to leave the area and to escort the injured to reach nearby hospitals. DMC has 
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asked the DCP Northeast to file his reply and action taken report on a number of connected issues 
starting from the ultimatum issued by Kapil Mishra. 

DMC Chairman has also written a letter to Anil Baijil, Lt. Governor of Delhi requesting him to 
order police to arrest violence and take action against its perpetrators and to impose curfew on 
the affected areas as more violence is expected after the departure of President Trump.

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Dr Khan said in his letter that “these provocative and totally baseless statements not only vitiate 
the atmosphere and try to polarise the voters using lies, these may easily lead to riots on our 
streets.” 

Dr. Khan told the Chief Electoral Officer that “Since you are the legal authority in Delhi to check 
such illegal behaviour, it is our earnest request to you to take cognisance of these provocative 
statements and punish the culprits suitably by stopping them from campaigning, cancelling 
candidature of candidates and filing FIRs”. 

Dr. Khan further said in his letter that, “As regards the “illegal mosques” issue, this [Dehi 
Minorities] Commission had taken cognisance of Shri Parvesh Verma’s earlier claim in this regard 
and had conducted an enquiry which disproved these allegations.” 

Dr Khan attached with his letter copies of some of recent abusive and offensive statements of BJP 
leaders like their chanting of “goli maaro saalon ko” (shoot the rascals) or that the protesters at 
Shaheen Bagh will enter Hindu houses and rape Hindu women. 

Dr. Khan also attached with his letter a copy of the fact-finding report about Parvesh Verma’s 
earlier claim that Delhi mosques are built on govt, lands. The said report totally trashed his 
claims. 

DMC writes to CJI to take notice of police brutalities during the current anti-NRC-CAA protests 

Delhi Minorities Commission wrote to Justice Sharad Arvind Bobde, Chief Justice of India, 
asking him to take suo motu notice of police brutalities in various states against peaceful 
protesters during the current NRC/CAA demonstrations. DMC Chairman Dr. Zafarul-Islam 
Khan said in his letter to CJI that “Police behaviour in various states has been highly 
objectionable, from banning protests despite their peaceful nature, clamping Section 144, closing 
down internet and mobile services totally unnecessarily only to prevent people for exercising their 
constitutional right.” 

Dr Khan further said in his letter, “Police were not content with this but went much beyond by 
attacking peaceful protesters as in Jamia Millia Islamia on 15 December 2019 and later in many 
places like Meerut, Bijnor, Seemapuri in Delhi, Varanasi, Mangalore etc., where they not only 
broke protesters’ arms, legs and skulls and killed about two dozen protesters but also invaded 
private homes smashing whatever they found. There are dozens of videos of police brutality doing 
the rounds-some may be seen on the facebook page of Boycott NRC.” 

Dr. Khan attached with his letter a list of 87 instances of police brutality against protesters in a 
number of states like U.P., Karnataka, Assam, J&K, Gujarat, and Delhi. Dr. Khan requested CJI 
to take action not only to “punish the erring police officers during the current unrest but also to 
set an example of how Hon’ble Supreme Court will deal with such behaviour in future to protect 
citizens’ civil and human rights” (14 January 2020).

'Choti Sardarni' case settled by Delhi Minority Commission: Delhi Minorities Commission settled a 
dispute of the Sikh community with Reliance-owned “Colors TV” over “Choti Sardarni” serial 
which had blasphemous references to the Sikh faith’s Five Kakaars, use of ‘Shabads’ and misuse of 
Gurudwara Sahibs in the serial. Under a mediation settlement arranged by DMC, the Colors TV 
has agreed to remove all these objectionable parts and to insert a disclaimer that the serial is 
imaginary and it does not depict Sikh faith or life (28-12-2019 - see details under the section on 
media and cinema in this report on page 85). 

DMC'S action against film on the Prophet's wife: Delhi Minorities Commission, on the basis of press 
reports and a complaint from a group of Delhi citizens, issued a notice to Shri Waseem Rizvi who 
has purportedly produced a derogatory film on Lady Aisha, wife of the Prophet of Islam. He has 
released an offensive trailer of the said film and has spoken publicly about his controversial 
project which has enraged many Muslims in the country (19-9-2019 - see details under the section 
on media and cinema in this report). 

DMC issues notice to OYO over denial of room to a Kashmiri 

According to press reports, an OYO-affiliated hotel in the national capital’s Jasola Vihar area 
denied room to a Kashmiri youth over his identity. Taking suo motu notice, Delhi Minorities 
Commission has issued a notice to OYO company saying that “This is a serious offence of 
discrimination against a lawful customer.” DMC has ordered OYO to reply by 4 September why 
this discrimination was allowed to happen; what action has been taken against the offender and 
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what compensation has been/is proposed to be paid to the victim of discrimination at the hands of 
a hotel affiliated to OYO. DMC notice has warned the company that in case of unsatisfactory 
reply, the Commission may take further legal action against OYO including imposition of an 
appropriate fine ( 21 - 8 - 19 ). 

Notice to the Pr. Secretary (UD), Urban Development Department, Government of NCT of Delhi re. 
discrimination against a Muslim employee: 

1. Shri As Mohammad, Grade III (DASS) / Sr. Assistant GBSSS, No.4, Sarojini Nagar, New Delhi- 
110023, has complained to this Commission that he has systematically faced discrimination ever 
since July 1993 when he was approved on file for appointment as Asstt. Project Officer but was 
not given an appointment letter. Again he was appointed as Asstt. Project Officer in 1996 but did 
not receive an appointment letter. In 2000, he was absorbed as LDC grade IV while his colleagues 
were appointed in grade-II. Shri As Mohammad says that he was the only “area volunteer” who 
not appointed while all his colleagues were, as a result he has lagged behind while his erstwhile 
colleagues are now in much higher posts. 2. Prima facie, Shri As Mohammad has been subjected 
to an injustice on a continuous basis since 1993. He discovered the extent of injustice to him by 
chance, hence this delay in seeking redressal. 3. Please look into this case on an urgent basis and 
correct the injustice done to him. 4. File your reply by 17 July, 2019, failing which a case will be 
registered in this Commission (4 July, 2019 — The department replied 17 July 2019 that it is an 
old matter, upon which the Commission sent the following reply: “Thank you for your reply, 
whose contents have been noted. An injustice remains an injustice even after the passage of any 
number of years and this is why so many issues remain open nationally and internationally despite 
the passage of decades. I am relieved that the grievance of the said official is being examined. 
Please send me a follow-up report by 17 August, 2019 (18 July, 2019; a reminder was sent by the 
Commission to the Department of Urban Development on 12 September 2019 for a follow-up 
report. The department replied on 19 September 2019 that the file was sent to Law Department 
which observed that the matter is purely administrative in nature, hence it advised the department 
to consult with the Services Department, GNCTD. The reply added, “Accordingly, the relevant 
file in this matter is being sent to Services Department, GNCTD. Further action in this matter 
shall be taken on priority as soon as the advice of Services Department is received.”). 

Denial of accreditation card to a journalist: 

Press Information Bureau (PIB), Government of India, refused to renew the accreditation card of a 
journalist using the flimsy grounds that he has become a member of the Delhi Minorities 
Commission’s advisory committee: 

Chairman DMC’s letter to the Principal DC, Press Information Bureau (PIB), Government of 
India: 

Dear Sitanshu Kar, 

Thank you for your letter D.O. No. F-1/10063/16-PRS dated 2 July, 2019, regarding the 
accreditation complaint of Shri Minhaj Ahmed, a reporter with Hamara Samaj. 

I am surprised that you have taken a decision without ascertaining the facts and have denied 
accreditation to the said reporter on a false ground. 
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The fact of the matter is that membership of Delhi Minorities Commission’s “advisory 
committees” are purely honorary. Members of our advisory committees do not get any 
remuneration for membership or even for attending our meetings which are held only 2-3 times in 
a year and attendance is voluntary. Hence denial of accreditation to the said reporter on the basis 
of his membership of an honorary and totally non-remunerative committee is quite far-fetched. 

Kindly see to it that this injustice is expeditiously removed and the said reporter is issued his 
accreditation card to enable him to discharge his professional duties properly (16 July, 2019). 

Notice to OYO Delhi Office re. denial of room to a Kashmiri: 

1. This Commission, having quasi-judicial authority in the NCT of Delhi, has taken suo motu 
notice of a press report (The Hindu, 20-8-19) that one of OYO-affiliated hotels in Jasola Vihar 
has denied a room to a Kashmiri guest. 

2. This is a serious offence of discrimination against a lawful customer. 

3. You are ordered to file a written reply by 4 September. 2019 explaining (1) why this 
discrimination was allowed to happen; (2) what action has been taken against the offender, 
and (3) what compensation has been/is proposed to be paid to the victim of discrimination at 
the hands of one of your affiliated hotels (21 August, 2019). 

Notice to We Qutub Restaurant, Qutab Institutional Area, re. discrimination against a Sikh 
customer: 

1. This Commission has taken suo motu of press reports about a case of gross discrimination 
against a Sikh customer by your staff on or around 8 September, 2019. 

2. You are hereby ordered to file a written reply by 23 September, 2019 about this incident 
explaining what remedial steps were taken after this incident. 

3. Further legal action will be taken if a proper reply is not filed by the given date (12 September, 
2019. In its reply, the restaurant while accepting the incident, tried to deny it. DMC wrote back 
on 27 September: “We are not satisfied with your bland and self-congratulatory reply. While 
you accept the incident in the early part of your reply, towards the end you claim that the press 
reports were “without an iota of truth”. You should clearly and unconditionally apologise for 
the incident and attach a copy of the settlement with the spurned customer. The restaurant 
informed DMC on 15 October 2019 with proof that the matter has been amicably sorted out 
with the said customer.) 

DMC Chairman' letter to Secretary, Ministry of Personnel, P G and Pensions, Department of Personnel & 
Training, Government of India re. denial of opportunity to a candidate with multiple disability category: 

1. I am writing to you in respect of Shri Md. Shahid Raza Khan r/o room No.17, Mahi Hostel, 
JNU, New Delhi, mobile: 9968366172, who cleared the Civil Services Examination 2018 (S.No. 
751 - Roll No. 2108621). He belongs to the multiple disability category. He has not been 
allocated service because his percentage of disability has been reduced from 73% to 18% by the 
medical board of AIIMS. He appealed against the assessment and was re-examined in the same 
hospital by a board which, according to him, included two members of the previous board. 

2. He has produced before us a medical certificate issued by a government hospital (Deen Dayal 
Upadhyay Hospital, New Delhi) which says that his total disability in 72% 
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3. We feel that justice has not been done to this candidate. Therefore, we would like to request 
you to arrange for a fair medical examination of this candidate at a separate government 
hospital by a team of fresh experts. 

We hope this case is taken seriously by you. Kindly send us your report by 26 September 2019, 
failing which this Commission will be constrained to issue an order (12 September, 2019; another 
letter was sent to Hon’ble Chairman, National Human Rights Commission about this matter - 
the concerned department informed DMC via letter dated 9 October 2019 that the said candidate 
has been given two mandatory opportunities to get his disability tested and he did not pass the 
qualifying test). 

DMC Chairman' letter to Hon'ble Chairman, National Human Rights Commission re. preventing burqa-clad 
students from entering college in Firozabad, U.P.:

“1. With anguish and pain, I am forwarding to you a news report which says and shows the 
principal of a college in Firozabad, U.P. wielding stick to chase away Muslim girl-students 
wearing burqa/hijab and preventing them from entering the college. Even a girl-student not 
covering her face is seen running away in the face of the stick-wielding principal. 

2. Wearing hijab/burqa is not an offence in our country and anyone trying to punish/discriminate 
against hijab/burqa-wearing Muslim women is committing an illegal act. 

3. I am writing to you with the request to take cognisance of this offence and insult and take 
action against the principal of the said college in Firozabad, U.P. so that a message is sent out 
loud and clear that such behaviour will not be tolerated in India (13 September, 2019 - a 
similar letter was also sent same day to Hon’ble Chairperson, National Commission for 
Minorities). 
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Notice to DCP North re. lynching of Qari Mohammad Owais 

1. Delhi Minorities Commission has taken suo motu notice of press reports about murder by 
lynching of Shri Qari Mohammad Owais, a madrasa teacher and imam of mosque in Okhla 
area of Delhi who hailed from village Garhi Daulat, Kandhla, D.P., by vendors in North Delhi 
on 26-9-19. 

2. You are directed to (1) enquire about the incident and what actions have been taken by police 
in this case, IPC Sections invoked, copy of FIR, arrests made etc; (2) If crime is prima facie 
established, ensure that trade licences of the culprits who lynched the said Qari Mohammad 
Owais over price dispute as reported in media, are revoked and they are placed on the black 
list forever. 

3. Submit your compliance and action taken report by 13 September, 2019. 

4. Take further notice that in case of default, the Commission may proceed to take action as it 
deems proper (30 August, 2019 - DCP North replied on 29 October 2019 that the victim Qari 
Mohammad Owais was negotiating a price with a vendor named Sarfaraj which turned into a 
scuffle. Another vendor named Lallan joined Sarfaraj in assaulting the victim who fell 
unconscious and was shifted to Aruna Asaf Ali Hospital where he was declared brought dead. 
Sarfaraj and Lallan were arrested and sent to judicial custody. Further investigation of the case 
is in progress...). 

DMC Chairman' letter to Hon'ble CM Delhi re. lynching incident in Delhi: 

Lynching menace has arrived in Delhi and a number of innocent persons have been lynched to 
death in NCT of Delhi in recent years by criminal and anti-social elements who do not fear the 
law and order machinery. 

Every such incident is a blot on our society as well as on the administration which must try to at 
least pay an adequate compensation to the family of the victim. I urge you to devise a clear policy 
about this so that in the case of every death by lynching an adequate compensation is paid to the 
family of the victim automatically. 

The latest incident of lynching in Delhi occurred on 27 August, 2019 when an innocent person, 
Qari Mohammad Owais, aged 24, was lynched by some traders in the Old Delhi Railway Station 
area when he refused to buy an item at an inflated price. The victim belonged to village Garhi 
Daulat, Kandhla, U.P. 

I recommend a compensation of Rs. 20 lakh to his family and urge you to make it a settled policy 
of the Government of NCT of Delhi to pay at least this much compensation to the victim in every 
case of death by lynching in NCT of Delhi (3 September, 2019). 

DMC Chairman' letter to Director, Education, North Delhi Municipal Corporation re. harassment of Muslim 
teacher 

1. Shri Qamar Aleem, teacher, r/o C-113/1, Upper Ground Floor, Gali No.9, Near Iqra Masjid, 
Village Wazirabad, New Delhi-110084, mobile: 8171653130, has complained to this 
Commission that he re-rejoined his service in your department on 30-10-18 but despite the 
passage of 11 months, his salary has not been released. He mentions names of some employees 
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in your department who allegedly are withholding his salary. He alleges that some named staff 
in your department even attacked and injured him. 

2. You are hereby ordered to enquire into his allegations regarding (f) withholding his salary; 
(2) alleged attack on him by certain staff of your department; (3) his discrimination on 
religious grounds. 

3. Interim order: you are hereby directed to release his due salary with immediate effect and to 
continue payment of his salary as per rules applicable to all teaching staff in your department. 

(12 September, 2019) Education Deptt., NDMC, replied on 24 September 2019 saying that the 
complainant is a habitual offender and has remained on unauthorised absence from duty for 
the period of 11 years and 8 months and 11 days in two long spells for which disciplinary 
action has been taken against him and his salary was reduced by five stages which, being 
unimplementable, is still pending a decision to fix a proper salary for him. However, his salary 
from 30* October 2018 to July 2019 was released on 19* September 2019. DMC replied on 
25 September, 2019: We have noted your reply. We find it strange that reduction of salary by 
five stages for a period of five years is inflicted on a person who is still at the second stage of 
entry level. You are directed to fix this anomaly at the earliest. We are sending a copy of your 
reply to the complainant for his rejoinder and will take further action once it is received. 

Notice to DCP Rohini Extension re. harassment of Sikh citizen 

1. Whereas Shri Pritam Singh r/o G-17/12, First Floor, Sector-15, Rohini, Delhi-110085 mobile: 
9312712297 has complained to this Commission that Shri Ashish Duggal and others are 
harassing him and his family and insulting his religion (Sikhism) and he has filed a complaint 
at PS KN Katju Marg, Rohini on 8-10-19 and made numerous calls on police helpline (No.100), 
but no action has been taken so far. 

2. You are directed to conduct an urgent enquiry and punish the accused if the complaint is found 
to be correct. (16 October, 2019 - DCP Rohini replied on 31 December 2019 that the said 
complainant has a power of attorney to manage a flat in a Hans Vihar, owned by a lady living 
in Canada. While he was undertaking repair and renovation work at the said flat, society 
people objected and asked him to show power of attorney; the complainant made two calls to 
police; later the matter was resolved between the two parties and the complainant was allowed 
to carry on construction work at the flat. A copy of the reply was sent to the complainant for 
his rejoinder which he failed to make, hence the case was closed by the Commission). 

Notice to DCP South East District re. assault and harassment 

1. Whereas Ms. Sonia r/o R-1, Cali no. 6, Near Durga Mandir, Jaitpur, Badarpur, New Delhi- 
110044 ; mobile: 8287005779 has complained to this Commission that her brother Nadeem s/o 
Mohammad Jamal (age 16 years) was brutally assaulted for no reason by two youth on 7 
October at Jaitpur. Initially, no cognizance was taken by the local PS but after their struggle at 
various levels, an FIR was registered at PS Jaitpur on 15-10-19 but no further action is being 
taken. The two accused were not arrested and they are roaming free threatening the victim’s 
family of further attacks. 

2. You are hereby directed to (a) enquire about why registration of FIR was delayed to such an 
extent; (2) Why the accused were not arrested; (3) why there is no further movement on the 
FIR. You are further directed to ensure security to this family from any further attack by the 
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accused and their supporters. (21 October, 
2019 - As no reply was received, the 
Commission wrote the Commissioner of Police 
Delhi on 18 November 2019 who too failed to 
reply). 

Notice to Shri Kapil Mishra, B-2/212, Yamuna Vihar, 
Delhi-110053, re. objectionable post 

1. This Commission has taken suo motu notice 
of your tweet on or around 28 October, 2019 
in which you electronically published a photo 
of some apparently Muslim men, women and 
children saying “Pollution kam karna hai 
toh... yeh waley patakhe kam karo, Deewali 
ke patakhe nahin” [If you want to lower 
pollution, lower these crackers, not the ones 
used in Diwali]. 

2. Your above-mentioned tweet on social 
media seen by thousands, if not more, spreads 
hate and enmity against a section of our 
society which is punishable by law. 

3. Your are required to reply by informing this 
Commission (1) What is the source, place and 

time of this photograph; (2) how this group is a “patakha” (fire-cracker)? And (3) Does this not 
spread hate and enmity against a section of our society? (4) if the said tweet and hate message 
were posted by you, you should publish a written apology and send a copy of same to this 
Commission. If you deny making the above comments, what steps you have taken get the 
impersonator punished. (29 October, 2019 - the respondent did not file a reply). 

Enquiry to Cyber Crime Cell, Delhi Police, Old Builiding, PS Kamla Market about complaint against bate 
speech of Kapil Mishra: 

1. A complaint was filed with Cyber Cell by Shri Saket Gokhle against hate speech by Shri Kapil 
Mishra on twitter (acknowledgment No.: 20810190002263) on 28 October 2019. 

2. What action has been taken on this complaint? (29 October, 2019 - no reply received). 

Notice to Incharge, CMC IV and VI, Delhi Pollution Control Committee, Govt, of NCT of Delhi re. closure of 
non-polluting tyre shop 

1. Shri Faijul Haque r/o A-40 & 40-A, Gali Number-1, Bhagwati Garden Extension, Uttam 
Nagar, New Delhi-110059, has complained to this Commission that your Committee has 
closed his tyre repair shop and slapped a fine against him using an order of NGT which clearly 
mentions shops engaged in “denting, painting and chemical works” which use “petrol and 
thinner”.

3. You are directed to reply: (1) How does the shop of the complainant fall under the activity 
mentioned in the NGT order in the case of Residents of Bah Nagar vs. Govt, of NCT of Delhi 
dated 25-3-19. (2) was any report prepared and were photographs taken before and during the 
closing down of the said shop. If so, attach copies of same. (4 November, 2019 - no reply 
received, hence a case was registered in the Commission which is continuing). 

Notice to DCP South Delhi re. attack on two students 

1. Whereas this Commission has taken suo motu cognisance of the attack on two madrasa 
students in Mehrauli area on or around 20-11-19 (Inquilab Urdu daily, 21-11-19) when 
madrasa students Shahid (14 years) and Aman (13 years), students of Madrasa Masjid Neem 
Wali in Mehrauli, were returning after their classes in Govt. School No. 1 at around 6 pm. As 
they approached Masjid Chand Sitara, two persons emerged from the bushes and attacked 
these two students with knives aiming at their necks. The students defended themselves with 
their hands. Shahid sustained deep injuries. After this the criminals fled from the scene. Police 
took the students to AIIMS trauma centre where Shahid’s injured hand got 15 stithes. Maulana 
Zakir of the said madrasa said miscreants want to scare them so that they leave the area and 
the miscreants could take over the mosque and the qabristan land. 

2. You are directed to conduct an enquiry about the incident and steps taken by the local police 
to arrest the criminals and instil sense of security in the madrasa and masjid teachers and 
students as well as local residents, if any. (26 November, 2019 - DCP South Distt. replied vide 
letter dated 19 March 2020 saying that after a PGR call on 19 November 2019, PGR had shifted 
the two boys to the AIIMS hospital where they were treated and their MLCs prepared; they 
insisted to give their statements in front of their Maulvi and parents which delayed the 
recording of their statements; that on 23 November 2019 one boy namely Sahid give his 
statement and accordingly a case vide FIR 638/19 was registered U/S 324/34 IPG at PS 
Mehrauli; that investigation is under progress). 

Notice to the R.D.E (East), Directorate of Education, Govt, of Delhi, I.P. Extn., Patparganj: 

1. Whereas Shri Mahmood Sani, PGT (Pol. Sc.) emp ID 19990666), a teacher at Sarvodya Co-Ed 
Senior Secondary School, I.P. Extn, Patparganj, r/o 27/04 Cassia Road, Shipra Sun city, 
Indrapuram, Ghaziabiad, U.P. 201014, has complained to this Commission that he was 
promoted and transferred to a new school in July 2018 but the correct name of his school is not 
being inserted in part A of ACR 2017-18 despite his repeated requests. We find it very strange 
that a minor issue could not be solved despite his many efforts. 

2. You are hereby ordered to insert this required correction and file action taken report with this 
Commission, as well as your version of the issue by 6 December, 2019. (26 November, 2019 - 
after this notice, the name of the complainant was promptly inserted at the required register). 

Notice to Chief Electoral Officer Delhi: 

1. Whereas Shri Mazin Khan r/o D-84, Abul Eazal Enclave-1, Okhla, Jamia Nagar, New Delhi- 
110025 mobile: 9818120669, has complained to this Commission that his and some of his 
family members’ online applications for correction of their voter ID cards have been rejected. 
The BLO/ERO did not visit his house and are now asking him to visit “Voter Centre”. The 
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complainant alleges that his/his family members’ online applications (attached) were rejected 
without justification, which shows callousness and irresponsible behaviour on part of some of 
your officers. (27 November, 2019 - AERO, Okhla, replied on 5 December 2019 that the 
complainant filled form 8 for address change instead of form 8A which resulted in rejection of 
his form [the application was for address correction and not for address change]). 

Notice to SHO, New Friends Colony PS / SHO, Kalkaji PS through Police Commissioner Delhi re. police action 
at Jamia Miliia Islamia, Jamia Nagar, New Delhi under PS Jamia Nagar/NFC PS on 15-12-2019 

1. Pursuant to apparently unprovoked police action outside Jamia Miliia Islamia and in 
Okhla/Jamia Nagar area, the Commission issued an order at 8:22 pm on Sunday, 15-12-2019 
via social media to Delhi Police saying: “stop brutality and vacate Jamia campus right away” 
(Encl.l). 

2. Later that evening the Chairman of the Commission, which is a quasi-judicial body, issued an 
Emergency Order ordering NEC and Kalkaji Police Stations to “release the injured students of 
Jamia Miliia and others.... or take them without any delay for treatment at a reputed hospital” 
(ends. 2-3). 

3. The Commission Chairman himself went first to the New Eriends Colony PS at around 11.30 
pm on 15-12-19 to serve the Emergency Order, meet the victims held there and to speak to the 
police officers, esp. the SHO. The Commission Chairman found the main gate of the NEC PS 
closed. He sent his visiting card to the SHO who, on being repeatedly reminded by the 
Chairman and his PA (Dinesh Kumar) via phone, kept sending the message that he will call the 
Chairman in “five minutes” but these “five minutes” never ended and Chairman left the place 
after standing at the gate for one full hour. This is a clear insult to a statutory body which is 
legally competent to interfere in such matters. 

4. After that the Chairman DMC went to Kalkaji PS, reaching it at around 1 am on 16 Dec. 2019. 
He was made to wait there at the closed gate of the PS for some 20 minutes, after which the 
Chairman was allowed inside and taken to the room where over 30 students of Jamia Miliia 
and other youth were being kept. Most of the detainees were in bad shape. Most had injuries in 
various parts of their bodies including heads and had been until then given only first aid. They 
all said they were arrested from inside the Jamia Miliia library. After this, the Chairman met 
the SHO who refused to receive the Commission order saying that the matter concerns NEC PS 
and there only the order will be accepted. The Chairman clearly told the SHO to give proper 
medical treatment to the injured and if the condition of anyone of them worsens, he will be 
personally accountable. Thereafter, the two orders, one to SHO NEC PS and the other to SHO 
Kalkaji PS, were placed on social media tagged to Police Commissioner Delhi and Delhi Police. 

5. Prom the testimony of the students held at Kalkaji PS, many phone calls, whatsapp massages 
and emails, it is clear that the police started the attack on the students, the attacks were very 
brutal and disproportionate and the students and other injured were not given due medical 
treatment after being taken into custody. 

6. It has come to the notice of the Commission that police also allowed outside elements to take 
part in the attack on the protestors. The Commission has received videos showing police 
people apparently taking part in burning a bus. 

7. Hence the Commission issues this show cause notice to the SHOs of NEC PS and Kalkaji PS to 
reply: 
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(1) Why police started the attack on the students and the 
protestors who had the legal and constitutional right 
to protest in a peaceful manner? 

(2) Why and with what authority police entered the 
campus of the Jamia Millia, a central university 
where prior permission of university authorities is 
necessary for such entry? 

(3) Why the police kept the injured students and other 
protesters for a long time before they were 
given/allowed medical treatment? 

(4) Why the SHO NFC PS insulted the Chairman of a 
statutory body by keeping him standing outside the 
PS gates for over an hour without letting him in, 
meeting him and accepting an official order. 

(5) Why the SHO Kalkaji PS kept the Chairman of a 
statutory body waiting for long outside the gates of 
the PS and refused to accept the Commission order 
regarding the detainees? 

(6) Why SHO NFC PS and SHO Kalkaji PS have failed to file their compliance reports at DMC by 
3 pm on 16-12-19? (17 December, 2019 - DCP South East district replied vide letter date 23 
December 2019 enclosing almost identical replies by the SHOs of New Friends Colony and 
Kalkaji police stations which said that medical treatment was given to the students in time and 
later they were handed over to the Proctor, Jamia Millia Islamia; that there was not intention 
to insult the Hon’ble Chairman, DMC but the situation was extraordinary which demanded 
full attention of the available force; that police followed proper drill while dealing with the 
agitating and violent protesters; the protesters were not attacked; compliance to the order of 
DMC was sent via mobile through the same media used to send it; that this matter is already 
sub judice before Hon’ble High Court). 

Letter to Shri Anil Baijal, Hon'ble Lt. Governor Delhi requesting constitution of Magisterial Enquiry to be 
conducted to probe the violence against the protester against NRC/CAA on 15/12/2019 in Jamia 
Millia/Okhla/New Friends Colony area 

Respected Sir, 

Delhi Minorities Commission has assessed the incidents of violence at and near Jamia Millia 
Islamia on 15/12/2019 by taking into consideration all facts and circumstances. The Commission 
is of the opinion that the Delhi Police and paramilitary forces attacked and injured a large number 
of students and other youth of Jamia Millia and Okhla areas while they were peacefully 
protesting against NRC/CAA in the evening of 15/12/2019 by virtue of “Right to Expression” 
enshrined in the Constitution of India. The arrested youth, numbering around 52, were kept in 
police stations of New Eriends Colony and Kalkaji for long hours. Most of the injured students 
were released for medical treatment hours past midnight only after Delhi Minorities Commission 
issued an “Emergency Order” dated 15/12/2019 to SHOs, police stations of New Eriends Colony 
and Kalkaji (copy enclosed). Videos and photographs showing brutality of policemen on students 
are available in print, electronic and social media including videos showing policemen apparently 
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SHO New Friend... 
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Sir, Good afternoon. Seen the notice 
on whatsapp please. The compliance 
has been sone. The detained 
students and others were sent for 
medically examination at Trauma 
Centre and were provided best 
possible treatment and were released 
thereafter. We are atill engaged in 
heavy law & order arrangements in 
the area. It is therefore requested that 
I may kindly be given time to submit a 
proper report please. Regards 15:32 


Whatsapp message from SHO New 
Friends Colony PS on 16-12-19 
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burning a bus. Leaving aside, private persons, including one in red shirt, were also seen taking 
part in attacking the protesters alongside the police. 

Police entered the campus of Jamia Millia Islamia, a Central university, without the mandatory 
prior permission of the University authorities as applicable in case of all universities and damaged 
the said University library and other places. While committing this unwarranted illegal act, they 
arrested many students who were factually studying in the library for their imminent 
examinations. Police personnel also damaged the university library, smashing its furniture. 

Considering the gravity of the incident, the Commission hereby requests you to kindly order a 
“Magisterial Enquiry” conducted into the said act(s) of violence at and near Jamia Millia Islamia 
on 15/12/2019, as such enquiries have been constituted in the past in similar situations in order to 
bring to light the real facts behind these incidents. It is our request that the said Magisterial 
enquiry should, among other issues, include the following matters/ questions in its enquiry: 

1) ascertain the real catastrophe and its sequences; 

2) number of injured students and the nature of their injuries; 

3) number of students and other protesters held by the police; 

4) how many of them were released in the early hours of 16/12/2019 or later with reason(s) 
thereof; 

5. how many are still held by the police and if charges have been pressed; 

6. did any private person(s) take part along with police to attack the peaceful protestors; who was 
the civilian in red shirt attacking students; 

7) did any protestor(s) die or disappear as there are rumours one or two deaths; 

8) what kind of weapons were used by the police; 

9) why the DTC bus was parked at the spot where it was later burnt; 

10) did the police itself burn the bus as seen in some videos; 

11) the route of DTC bus/buses engulfed in fire on 15/12/2019 at Jamia Millia and Okhla area(s) 
and name(s) of driver and conductor with duty roster of depot concerned be ascertained; 

12) did police enter Jamia Millia campus and if so, did it seek and receive prior permission of the 
university authorities; 

13) which police officers were responsible for giving orders to attack the peaceful protestors; 

14) the “Roznamcha(s)/daily diary of Police Station(s) of New Friends Colony and Kalkaji 
indicating specific departure and arrival of police official(s)/police officer(s) on 15/12/2019 till 
late night be ascertained; 

15) the MFCs report(s) of injured students/people be ascertained from the respective hospital(s) 

16) any other relevant question(s)/issue(s). 

The Enquiry Magistrate should visit the places of incident to acquaint himself with the facts on 
the ground, meet the victims and question the police and paramilitary personnel deployed in the 
area on that day. During the visits to the scenes of the incidents, the Enquiry Magistrate should 
make an attempt to identify natural witnesses who were likely to have been present at the scene of 
incident and this will be possible by calling witnesses and by identifying people from hundreds of 
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photographs available in media reports and the Internet. Enquiry Magistrate should take them 
into confidence and record their statements. 

The order for Magisterial Enquiry will restore confidence among injured students in particular 
and general public in general about rule of law and the impartiality of the government. Moreover, 
the motive of the attack on the protesters should be thoroughly inquired into and those who gave 
its orders should be pinpointed and suitably punished. 

The Commission hopes that you may kindly accede to this recommendation. (19 December 2019 - 
no reply was received). 

Notice to Delhi Police over violence against protestors in Okhia 

Delhi Minorities Commission has been active from day one of the protests by Jamia Millia and 
other youth in Okhia area against NRC/CAA. Immediately after getting information about the 
police violence against the peaceful protestors, DMC Chairman Dr. Zafarul-Islam Khan issued an 
order via twitter at 8:22 pm on 15 December, tagged to Delhi Police and Delhi Police 
Commissioner, to stop violence against the protestors and vacate Jamia Millia campus. This was 
after information reached DMC that police has entered the Jamia campus, is attacking students 
and taking them away. 

Same night, DMC Chairman received information that many arrested students and youth have 
been taken to New Eriends Colony and Kalkaji police station after which he issued an Emergency 
Order to the SHOs of the two police stations “to release the injured students of the Jamia Millia 
held at the police station or take them without any delay for treatment at a reputed hospital.... 
SHO will be personally responsible for any complications to the injuries of the held students”. 
The order also directed the two SHOs to file compliance report at the Commission at 3pm on 
16 December. Chairman DMC himself went New Eriends Colony police station at 11 pm where 
he found a group of people waiting while the gate of the police station was closed. Dr. Khan sent 
his visiting card to the SHO NEC. His PA repeatedly phoned the SHO who kept saying that he 
will meet the Chairman in five minutes. 

But the Chairman was kept waiting at the gate for an hour, after which he went to the Kalkaji 
police station where after same reluctance he was taken to the room where around 30 arrested 
students and youth were kept. They were all extremely worried. Some had head injuries, some 
had broken hands and legs and other injuries. Until then they were given only first aid. Dr. Khan 
comforted them and assured them that the DMC is standing with them. Thereafter he spoke to 
the SHO who refused to receive the DMC order saying that the matter concerns NEC police 
station and they alone will accept the order. Chairman DMC sternly ordered the SHO to provide 
medical treatment to the arrested students and youth and warned him that he will be personally 
responsible for any complication to the injuries of the arrested youth. Thereafter Dr. Khan 
published the DMC order via social media and returned home at 2 am. An hour later, in 
compliance to the DMC order, the students were released. 

Next day, SHO NEC sent to DMC a whatsapp message communicating compliance with the 
DMC order and that the youth were provided medical treatment and released. The SHO asked 
more time to file compliance report. 

On 17 December, DMC issued formal notices to the SHOs of NEC and Kalkaji police station 
asking them to reply to the following questions: (1) Why police started the attack on the students 
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and the protestors who had the legal and constitutional right to protest in a peaceful manner? 
(2) Why and with what authority police entered the campus of the Jamia Millia, a central 
university where prior permission of university authorities is necessary for such entry? (3) Why the 
police kept the injured students and other protesters for a long time before they were 
given/allowed medical treatment? (4) Why the SHO NFC PS insulted the Chairman of a statutory 
body by keeping him standing outside the PS gates for over an hour without letting him in, 
meeting him and accepting an official order. (5) Why SHO NFC PS and SHO Kalkaji PS have 
failed to file their compliance reports at DMC by 3 pm on 16-12-19? DMC asked them to file 
report by 23 December, 2019. 

On 17 December, after receiving information about demonstrations in Jafrabad area and that the 
Okhla violence may be repeated there, DMC issued strong warning both verbally and through 
whatsapp to the SHO Jafrabad that no violence must be allowed, otherwise he will be personally 
held responsible. As a result no major violent incidents took place in the Seelampur area (19 Dec. 
2019) 

Order to Commissioner of Police Delhi to allow peaceful protests 

1. Reliable information has come to the knowledge of the Delhi Minorities Commission that 
Delhi Police is not only stopping people from exercising their democratic right of peaceful 
protests and demonstrations but has also arrested hundreds if not thousands of protesters 
today, 19 December 2019, in Delhi, including internationally-recognised human rights workers 
such as Harsh Mander, Prashant Bhushan and Dr. John Dayal and a former MP, Sandeep 
Dikshit. 

2. Delhi Police or the Administration have not right to stop people from registering their peaceful 
protest against a government measure deemed illegal and unconstitutional by millions of 
people across the county. 

3. Delhi Police is hereby ordered to immediately set free all the arrestees unconditionally unless 
they were involved in violence (19 December, 2019). 

Letter to Hon'ble Lt. Governor re. use of violence by police against protesters 

Respected Sir, 

During the last few days, starting from 15 December 2019, Delhi Police is using excessive force, 
violence and arrests of peaceful demonstrators against NRC/CAA. 

We believe that this is a direct attack on the democratic and civil rights, protected by our 
Constitution, to protest and demonstrate peacefully. Role of the police and security forces starts 
only when a protest or gathering becomes violent. 

It is our earnest request to you, being the constituting head of Delhi Police, to order the Police 
Commissioner Delhi and other officers of his force to allow people to protest and demonstrate 
peacefully and that they must not interfere unless and until a protest and demonstration becomes 
violent. 

Today, 19'*' December 2019, Delhi Police have unnecessarily clamped Section 144 on various parts 
of the capital, stopped internet and mobile services and arrested hundreds, if not thousands, of 
protesters including Harsh Mander, Prashant Bhushan and Dr. John Dayal and a former MP, 
Sandeep Dikshit. 
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We earnestly urge you to kindly issue orders to Delhi Police to respect citizen’s democratic rights 
to protest an demonstrate peacefully (19 December, 2019 - no reply was received). 

DMC Member Kartar Singh Kochhar's intervention at PS Daryaganj 

DMC Member Kartar Singh Kochhar officially visited Darya Ganj Delhi Police at 11 pm on 20 
December 2019 after coming to know about the detention of a number of persons who were 
protesting against CAA/CAB/NRC. He personally met the detained persons at PS Darya Ganj 
where he found that a number of detained person are juvenile. Hence, he directed the SHO PS 
Darya Ganj to release the juvenile after getting them verified from the documents to be provided 
by them or their parents. SHO, PS Darya Ganj acted on the directions of the DMC Member and 
released the juvenile after due verification. 

Notice to Dr. Nisha Agrawal, Dy. Director (CPU/SCPS), Department of Women & Child Development, State 
Child Protection Society (ICPS), Delhi re. persecution of a Muslim employee: 

1. Shri Md. Bilal, formerly District Child Protection Officer (DCPO) under the Child Protection 
Scheme in the Deptt. of Women and Child Development, GNCTD, r/o Flat No. 204, E-164, 
Shaheen Bagh, Jamia Nagar, Okhla, New Delhi-H0025, mobile: 9650416324 has complained 
to this Commission that his services were unfairly terminated by you on the basis of a 
complaint by an employee who factually worked in his department for only three days. The 
said employee complained against three persons but termination action was taken only against 
the complainant while the other two were let off. 

2. Prima facie, the investigation committee report, prepared by unknown persons, is biased and 
incorrect which is clear from para 2(c) where it says that six of the fO-member staff “deposed 
in favour of DCPO” (p.3), while under Observation (b) the same report says “all the staff of 
the DCPO unit have deposed against Md. Bilal...” 

3. The complainant has enclosed with his complaint copies of two testimonials issued by his 
suspensions which highly praise his work. 

4. You are directed to (1) explain these discrepancies and contradictions; (2) furnish to this 
Commission full names, addresses and mobile numbers of the ten employees who worked with 
the complainant and deposed in front of the said enquiry; (3) furnish names, designations, 
addresses and mobile numbers of the members of the said enquiry; (4) copy of the charge-sheet 
against the complainant, a copy of the full enquiry report and all the statements and enclosures 
presented to/by the said committee. (2 January, 2020 - reminder sent on 28 January 2020). 

Letter to Police Commissioner Delhi to utilise the service of DMC peace committee members 

Delhi Minorities Commission has been established under Delhi Minorities Commission Act, 1999 
(Delhi Act of 2000) duly enacted by the Legislative Assembly of NCT of Delhi and accent by the 
Lt. Governor of Delhi (Administrator) to safeguard the rights and interests of the Minorities. 

Further the Commission shall make recommendations for ensuring, maintaining and promoting 
communal harmony in Delhi as envisaged under section 10 (g) of the above said Act. Accordingly, 
members of Peace and Advisory Committees of all Communities in all areas of Delhi have been 
appointed by this Commission.

Letter of Chairman DMC to members of DMC Peace Committee to help maintain peace in Delhi 
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As you are aware that during the last few days, there have been disturbances in certain areas of 
Delhi and there is necessity to ensure, maintain and promote communal harmony amongst all 
communities of Delhi. We are enclosing list of members of Peace and Advisory Committees of all 
over Delhi, whose services can be utilised in the present scenario by your department’s officers / 
officials and also in future. 

We shall be grateful, if you could kindly look into the matter personally and take assistance of 
above said members to promote Peace and Harmony amongst various religious communities of 
Delhi (26 February 2020). 

DMC Chairman's letter to Justice Sharad Arvind Bobde, Hon'ble Chief Justice of India requesting him to take 
suo motu action about police high-handedness: 

Respected Sir, 

Right and freedom of peaceful expression and protest is a fundamental and constitutional right of 
every Indian citizen. During the current peaceful protests against NRC/CAA across the country. 
Police behaviour in various states has been highly objectionable, from banning protests despite 
their peaceful nature, clamping Section 144, closing down internet and mobile services totally 
unnecessarily only to prevent people for exercising their constitutional right. 

Police were not content with this but went much beyond by attacking peaceful protesters as in 
Jamia Millia Islamia on 15 December 2019 and later in many places like Meerut, Bijnor, 
Seemapuri in Delhi, Varanasi, Mangalore etc., where they not only broke protesters’ arms, legs 
and skulls and killed about two dozen protesters but also invaded private homes smashing 
whatever they found. There are dozens of videos of police brutality doing the rounds-some may 
be seen on the facebook page of Boycott NRC. I am attaching herewith an incomplete list of such 
evidences. 

It is my earnest and respectful request to you to take suo motu notice of this police behaviour in 
many parts of the country, with a view to not only punish the erring police officers during the 
current unrest but also to set an example of how Hon’ble Supreme Court will deal with such 
behaviour in future to protect citizens’ civil and human rights (10 January, 2020). 

Notice to DCP Central through Police Commissioner Delhi re. police attack on demonstration: 

1. Media reports and a complaint by an eyewitness, Ms. Suroor Mander d/o Harsh Mander r/o 
C-6/6233, Ground Floor, Vasant Kunj, New Delhi-H0070 show that a demonstration held on 
20-12-18, with prior permission of the concerned authorities, was attacked by police and RAF 
at around 6pm while heading towards Delhi Gate. The target was Muslims. Police/RAF used 
excessive force hitting and detaining people including minors at Daryaganj PS. Police did not 
allow lawyers to meet the detainees including minors. SHO Daryaganj ordered the use of 
excessive force which included water cannons, tear shells and lathis. Police broke mobile 
phones of protesters to destroy evidence. Several injured were admitted to the nearby LNJP 
Hospital. Such people were not allowed to take copies of their MFCs. Police/RAF also 
destroyed properties of local residents and shopkeepers. 

2. You are hereby directed to conduct an enquiry (1) about the sequence of events on 20-12-18; (2) 
who were in-charge of the operation; (3) who gave the order to attack peaceful protesters; (4) a 
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list of the detainees and details of cases against them; (5) a list of injured persons admitted in 
nearby hospitals. 

3. You are further directed to sanitise officers in your area that peaceful protests are a democratic 
and legal right of the people which must never be touched or curtailed. 

4. The Commission hereby issues a general order to Delhi Police to let people protest and 
demonstrate peacefully. No attempt must be made to prevent or disturb peaceful 
demonstrations and protesters. (15 January, 2020). 

DMC Chairman's letter to the Chief Electoral Officer Delhi re. provocative statements by BJP leaders 

Re. Provocative statements of BJP leaders in their electoral campaigns 

BJP leaders from Shri Amit Shah to Shri Anurag Thakur to Shri Kapil Mishra to Shri Parvesh 
Verma etc. are actively indulging in very provocative statements like if elected, BJP will pull down 
mosques on govt, lands, Shaheen Bagh protesters will enter Hindu homes and rape women, the 
election will be between India and Pakistan ... 

These provocative and totally baseless statements not only violate the atmosphere and try to 
polarise the voters using lies, these may easily lead to riots on our streets. 

Since you are the legal authority to in Delhi check such illegal behaviour, it is our earnest request 
to you to take cognisance of these provocative statements and punish the culprits suitably by 
stopping them from campaigning, cancelling candidature of candidates and filing FIRs. 

As regards the “illegal mosques” issue, this Commission had taken cognisance of Shri Parvesh 
Verma’s earlier claim in this regard and had conducted an enquiry which disproved these 
allegations. I am attaching herewith a copy of this enquiry report alongwith printouts of some 
reports about a few provocative statements by BJP leaders in Delhi during the current election 
campaign (28 January, 2020 - Nodal Officer (MCC) replied on 30 January 2020 saying that 
“ECI/Delhi has already taken cognizance of such statements and taken necessary action by 
barring Shri Kapil Mishra from electoral campaign for 48 hours, Shri Anurag Thakur for 72 hours 
and Shri Parvesh Sahib Singh for 96 hours respectively. Further, ECI has removed the names of 
Shri Anurag Thakur and Shri Parvesh Sahib Singh from the list of Star Campaigners of BJP”.) 

Notice to DGM - HR & Admin, Himgiri Cars Pvt. Ltd. re. arrears of former employee 

1. Shri Alfred John r/o 972, DDA Janta Plats, GTB Enclave, Delhi-110093, mob: 8383088846 has 
complained to this Commission that he resigned from his post of “Manager-Bodyshop” at your 
company on 20-7-18 due to alleged continuous abusive behaviour and language used by one 
Abhishek Goel. 

2. That despite his visits and reminders ever since, you have failed to pay his dues like salary, 
gratuity, bonus, incentive and P.P. 

3. You are hereby ordered to pay the dues of Shri Alfred John within five days of receiving this 
order. However, if you have any legal reason to withhold his dues, you should file a reply with 
proofs of your claim by 20-2-20, failing which it will be construed that you have no genuine 
reason to withhold the dues of your said former employee and the Commission will take 
appropriate legal action against you. (11 Pebruary, 2020 - the respondent replied through their 
lawyers on 21 Pebruary 2020 saying that the complainant has not apprised the Commission 
with true facts, that the complainant has taken loan and advance salary from the company. 
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that he left the company suddenly without informing it or paying the advance payments. 
A copy of the company’s reply was sent on 4 March 2020 to the complainant for his rejoinder 
which was not received; hence the case was closed on 7 July 2020). 

Letters to LG, CM for appointment re. violence in parts of Delhi 

The following letters were sent by DMC Chairman to both Hon’ble LG and Hon’ble CM: “In 
view of the current serious condition in parts of Delhi, especially the North-East district, 
a delegation of distinguished Muslim dignitaries including two former chairmen of the Delhi 
Minorities Commission (Shri Kamal Faruqui and Shri Qamar Ahmed), and some leaders of 
leading Muslim organisations wish to call upon you. Kindly grant an appointment at the earliest” 
(26 February, 2020 - no reply was received from the CM’s office while LG office asked the 
delegation to meet the Special Commissioner Police which was not accepted by the delegation.) 

Press Statement by Concerned Citizens on NE situation 

The following statement was issued at a press conference held at the Press Club of India on 
28 Feb. 2020: 

We deeply mourn the loss of lives in the recent violence in North East Delhi. Our thoughts and 
prayers are with the families of those killed and injured. 

The current pattern of violence and the government’s attitude bears a distinct resemblance to 1984 
and 2002. The home minister of India is directly responsible for law and order in Delhi. He has 
been a spectacular failure in discharging his basic duties and we demand that he resign 
immediately. 

We are also appalled at the gross failure of the Delhi Police to pre-empt and prevent the spread of 
violence. In many instances, as is evident from multiple videos and reports by journalists, the 
Delhi Police was not only a mute spectator but rather played a partisan role siding with the 
rioters. 

The government and the Delhi police have failed in acting against those giving inflammatory 
speeches and inciting violence against a particular community. Had they acted in time much of 
the ensuing violence and killing could have been prevented. We are deeply disturbed by the fact 
that not only hate speeches continue unabated, the threatening and provocative tone of important 
constitutional functionaries, such as CM of UP- Yogi Adityanath, continues to fuel an atmosphere 
of hate and animosity. 

Questions must also be asked of the failure of the IB to report the entry of rioters from areas 
adjoining Delhi into the Capital. Both communities in North East Delhi have reported that 
outsiders entered the city and indulged in large scale killing and violence. Gun culture which is 
alien to Delhi was seen to be prevalent during the violence and led to large number of deaths. It’s 
clear that unlicensed arms were distributed and used on a large scale. Why did intelligence fail in 
pre-empting their distribution and use? 

We have been getting reports that even now relief and rescue workers are being prevented from 
entering riot affected areas 
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We say this with heavy heart that a section of the media, has also contributed in vitiating the 
atmosphere fuelling hatred because of their strident, chauvinistic portrayal over a sustained 
period of time. 

The brutal violent assaults against those protesting peacefully against CAA/ NPR/ NRC are a 
gross violation of the basic tenets of democracy. The right to dissent and protest peacefully 
against a government decision must not be portrayed as anti-national. 

We strongly demand 

1- Immediate arrest under stringent penal laws of those spreading hate and inciting violence; 

2- Time bound court monitored enquiry fixing responsibility and accountability; 

3- The government should ensure safe access to relief and medical workers in affected areas; 

4- The centre must provide government jobs to one family member of those killed. The Centre 
and state governments must adequately compensate for loss of livelihood and property and 
financial assistance to those injured. 

We are encouraged by the manner in which members of both communities have at great risk to 
themselves shielded and protected other communities during the riot. The government must 
follow their example. We appeal to all governments across the country to work proactively to 
prevent communal flare ups in their respective states. We appeal to the people of India to stand up 
unitedly to defeat the nefarious machinations of divisive forces, and not allow anyone to disturb 
social peace and communal harmony of our country and society.

Letter to Hon'ble CM to enhance the compensation to NE riot victims 

Respected Sir, 

We thank you for your kind gesture to announce a compensation of Rs. one crore and a govt, job 
for a member of the family of the policeman martyred during the current riots in North-East 
district of Delhi. An IB officer also has been martyred in the same circumstances in the area. In 
addition, dozens of innocent civilians have lost their lives as a result of the failure of the law and 
order machinery to anticipate, prevent and control the violence. 

We strongly propose that a compensation similar to the martyred policeman be offered to the 
martyred IB officer. We also propose that suitable compensation of at least Rs. 20 lakh be offered 
to the family of each person martyred during these riots which erupted in the North-East district 
since 25 Eebruary, 2020 after the incendiary threats and ultimatum of one Kapil Mishra.

Letter of thanks to Hon'ble CM for enhancing the compensation to riot victims 

Respected Sir, 
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1. We thank you for your timely decision to offer compensation to the victims of violence in the 
North-East district. 

2. We would like to suggest that the compensation should at least be doubled as a minimum and 
that an onsite inspection should be undertaken to ascertain the damage as in some cases the 
damage is much more than the announced compensation. 

It has came to our knowledge that (a) the ground staff is telling victims that residents of one 
house/building will be treated as one family and only one compensation will be given to them. 
This is unjust and illogical as many families live in one house/building. Moreover, married sons 
and married daughters with their own families should be treated as separate families even if living 
in the same building; (b) SDM offices are not giving any receipt to the applicants. This is very 
problematic and will mean denial of compensation in some cases; (c) officers in police stations 
and SDM offices are demanding from victims to produce papers like Aadhar card/rent 
agreement/house ownership paper which at present could not be produced and Govt, notification 
has not asked for such documents. Such documents should be asked only at a later stage. A clear 
instruction to this effect may kindly be issued to all concerned SDMs.

Letter to Secretary (Health), Govt, of NCT of Delhi re. NE violence 

In late last month’s violence in the North East district of Delhi, a serious issue relates to 
preparation of MLCs of the injured persons. This is also linked with the registration of EIRs and 
initiation of the criminal justice process. 

It has come to our knowledge that many people who initially reported and even subsequently 
approached the concerned hospitals, are not being issued MLCs. 

Major hospitals like GTB Hospital (where maximum persons were taken or reported). Pant 
Hospital and other Govt, hospitals have to issue MLCs to all those who at some point of time 
during the violence were taken or reported to the hospital. Non-issuance/non-availability of 
MLCs has serious consequences in the entire process of criminal justice and compensation 
process. 

Considering the backgrounds of the applicants (most of them are poor and not educated), the 
issue has to be dealt with, with special care and attention. Hence, considering the seriousness of 
the issue, special MLC counters with dedicated teams of doctors be made available in the 
concerned hospitals. This should be properly advertised and intimated to us. These desks must 
continue their work for one month or until all cases are exhausted (13 March, 2020). 

Notice to the Commissioner of Police Delhi and DCP, North East Delhi re. non-registration of cases 

Re: Non-Registration of Complaints in the North East district 

1. Violence during the last week of Eebruary 2020 in the North East district of NCT of Delhi was 
an extraordinary event in which over 50 innocent lives have been lost, hundreds have been 
injured and many are still missing. Houses, shops, workshops and even mosques, madrasas 
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and dargahs have been looted, damaged, burnt and blasted using gas cylinders. Much of the 
details are already in public domain. 

2. However, the complaint registration process is still undergoing hiccups for various reasons. 
Lodging of complaints and their acknowledgement needs to be given priority and police 
personnel need to show some level of compassion and care for the victims. Complaints must be 
accepted without any delay and receipts with diary numbers issued forthwith. Kindly issue 
appropriate clear instructions to this effect to all the seven police stations of the violence- 
affected area in North East distt. 

3. The immediate issues of specific concern are as follows: 

(i) Many complaints for which DD numbers have been given 2-3 days earlier, need to be 
converted into FIRs as per the CrPC as most of them relate to cognizable offences. 

(ii) Karawal Nagar PS has been giving complainants copies of FIRs of other complainants 
saying that this is the FIR of their complaint. On the face of it, the FIR is for someone 
else’s complaint with different nature of allegations. This issue needs to be addressed 
immediately. If the complaints are being attached with other FIRs, then appropriate 
endorsement of the complaint in the registered FIR and also on the complaint itself be 
made with appropriate stamp of the Police Station so that the complaint can be 
related to a particular FIR and then that can be used for the purpose of claiming 
compensation also as the same are being rejected in the present case. 

(iii) Help Desk created by Delhi Police has recorded many complaints since 7 March 2020. 
However, none of the complaints have been registered as FIRs. 

(iv) Copies of the FIRs must also be made available on the concerned website immediately 
along with any other complaint if that has been attached with the existing FIRs. 

4. These are matters of immediate concern as they are related to various issues relating to the 
violence that has taken place in the North East distt. Apart from bringing criminal justice 
process into action, this step is needed for the purpose of rehabilitation claims, claiming 
lost/burnt documents etc. Hence, you are required to facilitate this process and take immediate 
action in this regard. (11 March, 2020). 

DMC Chairman's letter to the Commissioner of Police Delhi about arrests of Muslim boys in the North East 
distt. 

1. We are getting reports via emails, whatsapp messages and phone calls from the North-East 
district since even before the lockdown that police is arresting young Muslim boys by their 
dozens every single day. Now under the lockdown, this has continued. Yesterday, 2 April 2020, 
evening at 8 pm, Muslim women in Mustafabad came out protesting against this objectionable 
and dubious activity (copy of video attached with the mail.) 

2. Earlier, we brought this to the notice of DCP North East and now we are bringing it to your 
notice that this trend of randomly arresting young Muslim boys of the North-East district is 
not acceptable. 

3. We also want to draw your attention to a serious allegation made by some people of the North 
East district including the protesting women in the attached video, viz., some police officers are 
using arrests as a pretext to extract huge sums of money as bribes or ransom money which, if 
paid, will ensure the freedom of the arrested youth. 

4. Please instruct your ground staff to desist from random arrests in the North East district. 
Arrests must only be made when there is clear evidence about someone’s involvement in a 
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punishable crime. Once 
lockdown is lifted and conditions 
return to normal, we will take a 
closer look at these arrests. 

5. We are getting 
complaints that mosques are 
being prohibited from using 
loudspeakers for azaan. As of 
now, under the current 
restrictions only a maximum of 
four persons are allowed to offer 
congregational prayers at a time 
in a mosque. Loudspeakers are 
used by mosques to announce 
that the time of prayer has come 
so that people may pray at home 
on time as there are prescribed 
time for each prayer. Hence, 
prohibition of azaan on 
loudspeakers has no rationale or 
need. SHOs should be clearly 
told not to insist on prohibition 
of use of loudspeakers for azaan 
and should take action only if 
more than four persons gather 

for performing namaz while the current lockdown is effective. 

Meat shops in some areas have been closed down which is against the lockdown regime which 
considers food stuff as part of essentials and shops selling such stuff cannot and must not be 
closed (3 April, 2020 — Police denied that Azan was prohibited and made a tweet on 24 April 
2020 which was also posted on Lt. Governor’s twitter account.) 

Letter to Director/Secretary, Health and Family Welfare Department, Govt, of Delhi re. mentioning of 
Tabiigh figures separately 

Your bulletins of Coronavirus victims are showing a separate column ““Markaz Masjid”. Such 
thoughtless classification is feeding into the Islamophobia agenda of the lap media and Hindutva 
forces and has been easily turned into a handle to attack Muslims across the country. As a result, 
Muslims are being attacked in various areas, calls are being made for their social boycott, one boy 
has been lynched in the North-West Delhi village of Harewali, others attacked. 

World Health Organisation has taken cognisance of this phenomenon, unique to India. WHO 
Emergency Programme Director Mike Ryan said on 6 April, 2020: “Countries should not profile 
novel coronavirus disease (COVID-19) cases in terms of religion or any other criteria.” Two days 
later he asked governments not to politicise the issue and stop profiling people on religious basis. 
The Indian Union health ministry followed suit and said in its advisory on 8 April, 2020: “Despite 
all precautions, if anybody catches the infection, it is not their fault. In a situation of distress, the 
patient and the family need support and cooperation.” Further, the advisory requested citizens to

It is our earnest request to you to stop mention of any data which has religious undertones and 
which can be exploited for political or communal purposes by vested interests. 

If this does not stop forthwith, we will be constrained to issue an order which could be 
stayed/overturned only by Hon’ble High Court. Please note that the Delhi Minorities Commission 
has, as per its Act, quasi-judicial powers and acts as a civil court (9 April, 2020 — copies sent to 
LG and CM and Minister of Health Delhi Govt. - from 11 April 2020, Delhi Health Deptt 
spokesman stopped mentioning Tabligh figures separately; Central and other states spokesmen 
followed suit). 

DMC letter to Hon'ble Home Minister, Government of India, re. politicisation of Tabligh issue 

Shri Amit Shah 

Hon’ble Home Minister, Government of India 
Respected Sir, 

1. Some 1200 persons (as per Tablighi Jamaat’s own assertion), including some foreign nationals, 
were stranded at the Markaz (HQ) of Tablighi Jamaat in Nizamuddin area of New Delhi after 
the announcement of the lockdown on 24 March 2020. Some of these people were reportedly 
infected with coronavirus. 

2. There was no conspiracy on part of the people stranded in the Tablighi Markaz or its 
leadership. They were innocent victims of this unseen epidemic like anyone else on this planet. 

3. It is correct that one section of the Tablighi Markaz leadership was insensitive and it failed to 
anticipate and realise the impending danger or its scale and hence continued its programmes as 
per schedule. The other section of Tablighi Jamaat based in Turkman Gate had cancelled all 
its programmes since early March 2020. The Nizamuddin Tabligh leadership was not alone in 
this. There are dozens of instances in Delhi and across the country where leaders and people 
showed carelessness and insensitivity even after the announcement of the lockdown. 

4. It was correct to evacuate the people stranded at the Tablighi Markaz and take them to 
medical facilities and quarantine centres. It was also a correct and required step to order and 
search for people who came in contact with these stranded people from any part of the 
country. 

5. But this correct campaign took two wrong directions due to insensitive briefing by 
Government officials and sensational media coverage: 

a. Every “Tablighi person” anywhere in the country became a suspect and was hunted 
down and placed under quarantine amid propaganda that they were “hiding” and 
“evading”. Mere past relationship of someone with Tablighi Jamaat does not make 
him per se a suspect. Instead, only those who were inside the Tablighi Markaz or 
visited it or came in contact with such persons outside the Markaz after the epidemic 
was discovered should be searched and quarantined. People of the Tablighi Jamaat 
who were not in the Tablighi Markaz, did not visit it during the said period and did 
not come in contact with any such person, must not be treated as suspects because 
coronavirus is not Tabligh-specific. But this exactly is happening in many places in the 
country where Tablighi people are being hunted only because they belong to the 
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Tablighi Jamaat with no proof that they were in the Markaz at the said time or came 
in contact with anyone who was there at the time. We think call detail records (CDR) 
of anyone should be sufficient to prove his location at the given time or if he came in 
physical contact with someone who is a suspect. 

This has created a totally unnecessary scene across the country as unrelated Tablighi people are 
being hunted down and quarantined amid unnecessary and propaganda and harassment, so much 
so that an innocent Tablighi person in Himachal Pradesh, who tested negative, committed suicide 
due to the mocking and harassment; another in a Delhi village was lynched because he attended a 
Tablighi event in the far away Bhopal; a group is quarantined at present in a school in village 
Taruwala, tehsil Paonta Saheb, Himachal Pradesh, although the group was in Himachal Pradesh 
since 25 February 2020. 

Kindly issue instructions to the police and health officers not to harass Tablighi people who were 
not in the Markaz at the given time or had no contact with those who were stranded there when 
lockdown was declared. 

b. Due to the reckless briefing by government officials and sensational media coverage, 
general public has come to equate Tablighi people with ordinary Muslims, which is 
not correct. While every Tablighi is a Muslim, not every Muslim is a Tablighi. This 
has caused harassment of Muslims in both urban and rural areas across the country. 
A clear instruction may be issued to all concerned to avoid usage of vague words and 
descriptions about Tablighi Jamaat which has put millions of Indian Muslims to 
inconvenience.

1. Shri Imran Khan of Ranaji Enclave, Matiyala under PS Najafgarh (mobile: 8510999303) has 
complained (copy of mail below) that his beat officer and area SHO have stopped local 
Muslims from proclaiming Azaan from mosques saying that this restriction will continue 
during the lockdown. 

2. There is no restriction on calling Azaan from mosques because the restriction is on offering 
congregational prayers in mosques. As far as we know, Muslims all over NCT Delhi, in 
following the lockdown restrictions, are keeping mosques closed for congregational prayers 
while Azaan is being proclaimed in many areas as a reminder to the faithful that time of prayer 
has come and they can offer prayers at home. 

3. The fasting month (Ramzan) is only two days away. During Ramzan, the Azaan at sunset also 
means the end of the fast time and all people keeping fast (Roza) wait for the sunset Azaan to 
break their fast. Hence restriction on Azaan during Ramzan month will mean added 
inconvenience to people keeping fast. 

4. If there is a general prohibition on Azaan in NCT of Delhi during lockdown, a copy of such 
order be sent to us to study it. If there is no such written policy decision, issue instructions at 
once to the police stations under your jurisdiction to allow Azaan only from mosques. 
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(22 April, 2020 - Delhi Police announced via tweet two days later that azaan is not banned in 
NCT of Delhi). 

DMC's letter to LG re. stoppage of azaan by loudspeakers 

Respected Sir, 

During the current lockdown due to the Covidl9-related restrictions, congregations are not 
allowed in religious places. All are following this meticulously including Muslims who pray five 
times a day in mosques and it is considered a better way to do it by praying in congregation in 
mosques, yet Muslims are meticulously obeying these restrictions. 

As far as we know, Muslims all over NCT Delhi, following the lockdown restrictions, are keeping 
mosques closed for congregational prayers while Azaan is being proclaimed in many areas as a 
reminder to the faithful that time of prayer has come and they can offer prayers at home. 
However, in some areas local police are reported to stop even the Azaan which does not seem to 
be prohibited under the current restrictions because in some other areas of Delhi there is no 
restriction on Azaan. 

The fasting month (Ramzan) is only two days away. During Ramzan, the Azaan at sunset also 
means the end of the fast time and all people keeping fast (Roza) wait for the sunset Azaan to 
break their fast. Hence restriction on Azaan during Ramzan month will mean added and 
unnecessary inconvenience to people keeping fast. 

It is our earnest request to you to consider this matter and issue instructions to all concerned that 
Azaan should not be stopped but congregational prayers will continue to be banned in all Delhi 
mosques while the lockdown continues.

DMC's letter to Hon'ble Lt. Governor re. miserable conditions in the Covid19 quarantine centres 

Respected Sir, 

f. Please allow us to bring to your kind notice a very, very serious and sad situation developing in 
the Covidl9 quarantine camps in Delhi. This has already led to deaths of two inmates due to 
the callous and uncooperative nature of officers and doctors manning and supervising these 
camps and erratic supply of food at these facilities. 

2. Tablighi Jamaat and other Covidl9 suspects are kept at quarantine centres in Sultanpuri, 
Narela and Dwarka etc. Tablighi Jamaat inmates include Indians from Tamil Nadu, Kerala, 
U.P. and Rajasthan etc. while there are also foreign nationals from Malaysia, Thailand, 
Srilanka and Kirghizistan etc. They include aged people with health issues who require special 
care and medical attention. 

3. They have completed 25 days in quarantine, much past the required 14 days. Their vast 
majority has tested negative, but a few who have tested positive are also kept in the same 
facilities. Out of 21 positive cases of Jamaat people at Sultanpuri camp, only around 4-5 were 
reportedly taken to hospitals. 
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4. They are inhumanely treated: breakfasts are served at 11 am and dinner at 10-11 pm. The food 
is hardly edible. As a result, people are having stomach problems and some are vomiting. 
Medical facilities and medicines are not provided while some of the inmates are diabetic and 
heart patients. 

5. During the first 14 days they were treated well but then, according to inmates in Sultanpuri 
camp, a new medical team took over on 13 April 2020 and this new team is careless and callous 
according to inmates. Doctors of the new team rarely visit the patients. Patients are not given 
necessary and life-saving medicines — as a result two diabetic patients have already died in the 

quarantine camp at Sultanpuri. One of them, Haii Rizwan, died about ten days ago while 

Mohamed Mustafa (60) died yesterday (22 April 2020), as per information received from 

various sources including two inmates in Sultanpuri camp. Both of the dead belonged to Tamil 
Nadu and both were diabetic and died due to denial of diabetic medicines and erratic food 
supply. It is very unfortunate that this was allowed to happen due to carelessness of the 
medical and administrative staff while these persons were in government care and therefore 
government is responsible for their safekeeping and welfare during the detention. 

6. Tabligh Jamaat inmates have completed 25 days under quarantine period, much past the 
required 14 days. Those who have tested negative must be allowed to move out of these camps 
which in effect are jails. Those who are able to go out of Delhi on their own expenses must be 
facilitated to do so including stay in apartments or hotels at their own expenses until the end of 
the lockdown. 

7. Meanwhile, medical care, medicines and timely supply of food must be ensured to all the 
inmates of these camps and the administrative officer under whose care they are placed, like 
the area SDMs, should be made personally accountable for any lapse in discharge of their 
duties. 

8. As the fasting month, Ramzan, is starting in Delhi on 25* of April, a majority of Muslim 
inmates in these quarantine camps will be keeping fast. Therefore, the timing of supply of food 
to them must also change and meticulously followed. They will need their first food shortly 
before sunset (for Iftaar, around 6:30 pm) and the second food supply before dawn (for Sihri, 
before 4 am). Please issue clear instructions to the administrators of the quarantine camps to 
follow these timings which will start in the intervening night between 24-25 April. 

9. Please order that tea bags, dried milk pouches, sugar, biscuits and mosquito repellents should 
be supplied to all inmates. In case of any difficulty we the undersigned, in our personal 
capacity, are ready to provide these to the quarantine camps in coordination with the camp 
administrators. 

10. Please order an enquiry to probe the deaths of the two above-mentioned persons from 
Tamil Nadu and those found responsible for their deaths by negligence, denial of medicines 
and denial of timely supply of food, should be suitably punished .

Notices of District Magistrate (NORTH), Additional District Magistrate (NORTH) re. miserable conditions in 
the quarantine centres under their administration 

1. There is a Covidl9 quarantine centre at Police Training Centre, Wazirabad which is 
apparently controlled by you (DM North). 

2. I have received information that the situation at this centre is pathetic. Food is not 
provided in time and in proper quantities; medicines are not provided despite the fact that 
there are people with diabetic and other problems. 

3. Today was the first roza (fast) for which no food was provided for the pre-dawn meal and the 
inmates kept fast on empty stomach. 

4. You are hereby ordered: 

a. to ensure that iftar (meal at sunset time) and sehri (pre-dawn meal) is provided in time 
and proper quantities. The timing may be agreed with the inmates. 

b. Buckets, mugs be provided to all inmates. 

c. Fans be ensured in all rooms where inmates are staying. 
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d. Inmates must be allowed to buy items of their need from outside. 

e. Inmates whose clothes etc. are with their spouses in other quarantine camps be 
allowed/facilitated to get their clothes etc. from their spouses. 

f. People who have tested negative and spent more than the mandatory 14 days be 
allowed to go home/outside camp. 

1. Intimate compliance within 24 hours.

Letter to Hon'bie Minister of Health, Govt, of NCT of Delhi re. Covid quarantine centres 

Respected Sir, 

1. There are thousands of inmates at present in Covidl9 quarantine camps across Delhi like 
Sultanpuri, Wazirabad, Narela and Dwarka etc. According to our knowledge, supply of food 
and medical care are not satisfactory in these camps. We believe that some inmates are being 
unnecessarily kept there as they have already spent the mandatory 14 days under confinement 
in these camps and have tested negative. 

2. The people brought from Tabligh Markaz in Hazrat Nizamuddin will be completing 28 days 
tomorrow, Monday, 27 April 2020, which is twice the mandatory period for Covidl9 suspects’ 
quarantine as per US and WHO guidelines. This means that these people are being 
unnecessarily kept in detention when 14 days is the longest period for appearance of 
Coronavirus symptoms in an infected person. People in other quarantine centres have been 
allowed to go home after 14 days if they tested negative. 

3. The above quarantined people include elderly as well as people with health issues like diabetes 
and heart problems. Two of them, who were diabetic, died in recent days due to denial of 
adequate medical care and failure to supply medicines and food in time. 

4. It will in the fitness of things that all such people who have spent 28 days in these camps and 
did not test positive should be allowed to go home or at least live somewhere else in Delhi 
while the lockdown continues. 

5. This is the month of fasting, Ramzan, and most of the Muslim inmates in these camps are 
fasting. Under the conditions prevailing in the quarantine centres, they are finding it hard to 
cope with the harsh life in these camps where there are no fans and in some cases they do not 
have even mugs and buckets and are not allowed to buy anything from outside. 

We earnestly hope that this issue will be sympathetically and humanely considered by you at the 
earliest as keeping these people in detention more than twice the mandatory quarantine period is 
creating ill-will in the Muslim community and may lead to court cases. .

1. Further to our notice issued yesterday, we are informed by an inmate inside the Wazirabad 
quarantine centre that yesterday evening (25 April) they were given just two bananas and three 
dates for breaking fast (Iftaar) at sunset while they were given nothing for their pre-dawn meal 
(sehri) which is taken prior to the start of the fast before dawn. They had fasted on empty 
stomach yesterday. 

2. The inmates still do not have any fans, buckets and mugs etc. which are bare minimum for 
survival in the summer. 

3. We find this very disturbing and dereliction of duty on your part. Proper action against you 
will be taken once the lockdown ends. 

4. You are ordered to personally supervise supply of the essentials especially in-time provision of 
adequate food to the inmates under your supervision. Most of the inmates are fasting and you 
cannot allow them to fast on empty stomachs. 

5. Intimate compliance within 24 hours. 

6. Note that Delhi Minority Commission is a statutory body with quasi-judicial powers which 
acts as a civil court.

Notice to DCP West District about denial of azaan in mosque 

1. Shri Mohammad Haneef (mobile: 9910686346) and Shri Mohammad Amjad Khan (mobile: 
99995-55660) of Hiran Kundna village, Delhi-H0041 under Mundka PS have complained that 
one Liakat of the village has forcibly locked the village mosque and is not allowing azaan or 
namaz within the permitted limits under the lockdown restrictions. Imam of the said mosque 
Shri Ghulam-e Rasool (mobile: 99102-16730) is also not cooperating with the complainants. 

2. There is no restriction on azaan while for namaz only five persons are allowed in a mosque at a 
time during the current Covidl9 restrictions which allow congregation of upto five persons at a 
time in religious places. Azaan is allowed in mosques as per NGT guidelines as clarified by 
Delhi Police and Hon’ble Dy. Chief Minister on 24 April 2020. 

3. The complainants say that they approached the local Mundka thana but they did not get any 
help or cooperation from there. 

4. This high-handedness by one or two persons in the village against the interests of many others 
cannot be allowed or tolerated. 
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5. You are hereby directed to instruct Mundka PS to help the complainants to do azaan and offer 
namaz within the permissible limits only. Copy also sent to Commissioner of Police Delhi 
(27April, 2020 - DCP Outer District replied on 20 June 2020 that the matter has been sorted 
out and both parties do not wish any police action in the matter). 

Notice to District Magistrate (North East), Additional District Magistrate (North East) re. plight of 
quarantine centres 

1. It has come to our knowledge that a Covidl9 quarantine centre is functioning under your 
supervision at Nandnagri, Delhi-110093 near the jail adjacent to Gagan Cinema Hall where 
2000 persons are reportedly being kept. 

2. The inmates are locked in flats like animals or hard-core criminals and the flats are locked 
from outside, so much so that they do not know what is going on in other flats or in the camp 
at large. This so severe and inhuman that the kurta of an inmate Mohd. Shahid (mobile: 
7708330268) fell on the ground from his flat on Friday, 24 April, and even today he has not 
been allowed to retrieve it despite the fact that he has no other cloth to wear as he was brought 
to the camp with the clothes on his body. 

3. People willing to keep roza (fast) during this month of Ramzan are not being allowed to keep 
fast, and those who are keeping fast nonetheless are not provided their timely meals for 
keeping/breaking fast. 

4. You are hereby ordered: 

a. to allow persons wishing to keep roza to do that and to ensure that iftar (meal at 
sunset time) and sehri (pre-dawn meal) are provided in time and in proper quantities. 
The timing may be agreed with the inmates. 

b. The inmates must be allowed to go out within the camp while observing social 
distancing norms. 

c. Fans must be ensured in all rooms where inmates are staying. 

d. Inmates must be allowed to buy items of their need from outside. 

e. Inmates whose clothes etc. are with their spouses in other quarantine camps be 
allowed/facilitated to get their clothes etc. from their spouses. 

f. People who have tested negative and spent more than the mandatory 14 days be 
allowed to go home/outside camp. 

g. Intimate compliance within 24 hours.

3. The above tweet has a clear message of 
spreading hate and enmity against a certain 
community. A crime of cyber-bullying has 
been committed to mislead people and cause 
enmity against a certain community. It is not 
enough for police to merely say that the 
information in the said tweet is “totally false.” 

4. Action as per law must be taken for spreading 
false information on social media and causing 
enmity against a certain community. Both are 
offences in the eyes of our laws. The offence 
committed by the uploader of the said tweet is 
punishable under Section 66-A IT Act 
(Sending offensive messages through communication service, etc...) and Section 153A IPC 
(Promoting enmity between different groups on grounds of religion, race, place of birth, 
residence, language, etc., and doing acts prejudicial to maintenance of harmony). 

5. The offence is made more serious by the fact that the concerned individual is a habitual 
offender. His many similar offences include his tweet on 28 January 2020 that “...Lakhs of 
people gather there (Shaheen Bagh). People of Delhi will have to think &c take a decision. 
They’ll enter your houses, rape your sisters &c daughters, kill them”, after which the Election 
Commission banned him from electioneering (https://www.huffingtonpost.in/entry/shaheen- 
bagh-parvesh-verma-delhi-election-2020_in_5e2fb918c5b6ce51a4eac9bd).

They also forced the two Muslim boys to chant 
certain slogans of religious nature and abused them making comments on their religion as per a 
report in Daily Sahara Urdu (25 May 2020). 

2. You are directed to enquire this incident and file your report/Action Taken Report with this 
Commission by 12 June 2020. (5 June, 2020). 

Notice to DCP Shahdara District Office, Delhi over violence against madrasa 

1. Shri Mohammad Arif, r/o A-50, Gali No. 1, part 5, Ner CRPF Camp, Sonia Vihar, Delhi 
110094 - Mobile: 98109-38795, says that he runs a madrasa named Darul Uloom Qadriya 
Sultanul Arifin at the said address (complaint attached). 

2. Some people chanting “Jai Shri Ram” set fire to his madrasa on 25-26 February 2020. They 
destroyed some property including a motorcycle. He says that he has video footage of this 
crime and he is ready to present same to a court of law. 

3. He says that he recognised some of the attackers and he has named Virender Kaushik, Nitish 
Kaushik, Shivam Sharma, Akshay, Atul, Gullan, Anshu, Babbu @ Rajman, etc.. Some of the 
attackers, according to the complainant, belong to Bajrang Dal and RSS. The complainant says 
that this is why no action has been taken against these persons who are threatening to 
implicate him in fake cases and kill him. 

4. The complainant says that he registered FIR No. 0241 at PS Khajuri Khas about this but action 
has been taken.

1. According to media reports (e.g., Indian Express, 2 June 2020, Rashtriya Sahara Urdu, 3 June 
2020, Inquilab, 3 June 2020), you have issued a notice to two students of social science 
department and natural science deptt. for uploading some social media posts. 

2. Since we are not able to see those social media posts, you are directed to make same available 
to this Commission explaining how they are so serious as to issue show causes notices of the 
said students, explaining under what provisions the said notices have been issued. 

3. We believe that freedom of expression should be particularly encouraged on university 
campuses and dissent should not only be tolerated but encouraged as it promotes free thinking 
and spirit of inquisitiveness necessary to build a free and bold new generation. It is particularly 
important to note that freedom of expression within civilized and non-violent limits is 
guaranteed by the Constitution of India (Article 19(A)(a)) (5 June, 2020). 

Letter to Shri Kailash Gahlot, Hon'ble Minister of Revenue, Govt, of NCT of Delhi for permission to form a 
fact-finding committee to probe Delhi violence since 15 Dec. 2019 

Respected Sir, 

Since 15 December 2019, Delhi is suffering from violence by police and goons against peaceful 
protesters against CAA-NRC. Protesters are within their constitutional and legal rights to make 
peaceful protests as the Hon’ble Supreme Court has reiterated recently. These protests should in 
fact be protected by the police. The situation has gone out of hand since 25 February 2020 after 
the incendiary threats and ultimatum of one Kapil Mishra. Around 40 persons have already lost 
their lives (unconfirmed reports put the figures of the dead at around 100), properties including 
houses, markets, shops and vehicles worth hundreds of crores have been looted and torched. The 
violence continues as a result of the attitude of police which sometimes has been seen in videos 
and audios supporting the rioters, hitting people and damaging properties and CCTV cameras. 

It is necessary to record and properly and authoritatively document the incidents of violence and 
loss of lives and properties in NCT of Delhi during these disturbances. 

In pursuance of Delhi Minorities Commission’s responsibilities as per Clause 10(1) (a, c, d, g, h 
and i) and Clause 10(3), We seek your kind permission to form a Fact-Finding Committee to 
prepare a comprehensive record about the events since 15 December 2019 and especially since 
25 February 2020 and present a report about the causes of the violence, persons responsible, lists 
of victims, lists and quantum of damaged properties, role of police, administration and others, 
and related issues. This will be presented to the Govt, of NCT of Delhi with any advice as per 
Clause 10(1) (g) of the Delhi Minorities Commission Act 1999. 

Kindly treat this as urgent.

Notice to Director General (Prisons), Tihar re. health conditions of some prisoners 

1 Delhi Minorities Commission has been getting reports about the poor health conditions of 
some of the youth and students arrested recently. These have come from families as well as 
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through media reports. Most persons are in judicial custody, lodged in Tihar, Rohini and 
Mandoli central jail complexes. 

2 We have specifically received reports of the following such arrests:

1. Given the urgency of the matter and deteriorating health conditions in some cases, especially 
no. 1 in the list (Ms. Safoora Zargar) who is also pregnant, we want to visit these persons in 
prison, to satisfy ourselves that all is being done by jail authorities to ensure their health and 
wellbeing as per rules, and recommend any urgent measures that might be required. 

1. This is to ask you to facilitate this visit at the earliest. If the above persons are at different jails, 
these persons may be collected at one place for the meeting. 

2. In anticipation of this visit, you are directed to submit a report on the health and well-being 
conditions of each of these prisoners to us by May 1, 2020. 

3. Note that Delhi Minority Commission is a statutory body with quasi-judicial powers which 
acts as a civil court which, as per Delhi Minorities Commission Act 1999, has the right to 
requisition any record, or copy thereof, from any government department or organization in 
NCT of Delhi. (27April, 2020 - reply dated 1-5-20 received from DG Tihar Jail with medical 
records of the above-mentioned 13 arrestees and saying that they are getting good medical 
care). 

Chairman DMC's letter to Secretary (Health), Govt, of NCT of Delhi re. issue of MLCs to riot victims 

In late last month’s violence in the North East district of Delhi, a serious issue relates to 
preparation of MLCs of the injured persons. This is also linked with the registration of FIRs and 
initiation of the criminal justice process. 

It has come to our knowledge that many people who initially reported and even subsequently 
approached the concerned hospitals, are not being issued MLCs. 

Major hospitals like GTB Hospital (where maximum persons were taken or reported). Pant 
Hospital and other Govt, hospitals have to issue MLCs to all those who at some point of time 
during the violence were taken or reported to the hospital. Non-issuance/non-availability of 
MLCs has serious consequences in the entire process of criminal justice and compensation 
process. 
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Considering the backgrounds of the applicants (most of them are poor and not educated), the 
issue has to be dealt with, with special care and attention. Hence, considering the seriousness of 
the issue, special MLC counters with dedicated teams of doctors be made available in the 
concerned hospitals. This should be properly advertised and intimated to us. These desks must 
continue their work for one month or until all cases are exhausted (13 June, 2020).

Notice to District Magistrate (North East) over alleged misbehaviour of SDM Karawal Nagar with riot victims 
seeking to file compensation claims 

1. Some victims of the violence in the North East district were unable to file their compensation 
forms. Now Hon’ble Delhi High Court has directed the concerned authorities to restart the 
process. 

2. As a result, some victims approached SDM Karawal Nagar to fill their forms and file their 
claims but allegedly he misbehaved with them rudely and used abusive language, so much so 
that some of the victims were left in tears (see one reaction below in the form of a tweet). 

3. This behavior, if true, is totally unacceptable. 

4. You are directed to conduct an urgent enquiry about this and if the allegations are found true, 
take action immediately against the said officer and replace him with one who has sympathy 
with victims and common man. File your reply by Friday, 10 Jul 2020 (7 July, 2020 via email).

Notice to DG Tihar Jail over visitor rights 

1. Shri Daljeet Singh Bansal (jats.delhiunit@gmail.com) has complained to this Commission that 
an inmate in your jail, namely Jagtar Singh Hawara, is lodged in high security section where at 
present only blood relations are allowed to meet a prisoner. 

2. The complainant says that he was a visitor of the said inmate until February 2019 when the new 
regulations were allegedly put in place. 

3. According to the complainant, the only blood-relations of the said inmate is his mother who 
lives in Punjab and is not in a physical and mental condition to travel to Delhi to meet him. 

4. In this situation, we support the request of the said former visitor (Shri Daljit Singh Bansal) that 
his visiting rights may be restored in view of the peculiar position where no blood relation is 
available to ever meet a prisoner. 

5. The complainant (Shri Daljeet Singh Bansal) further claims that the health condition of the said 
inmate (Jagtar Singh Hawara) is bad and that he needs special medical attention which, 
perhaps, he is not getting in the jail. Hence, he requests you to make available a medical report 
about the condition of the said inmate and the medical attention he is getting. 

6. You are hereby directed to (1) sympathetically consider the restoration of the visiting rights of 
the complainant (Shri Daljeet Singh Bansal) to enable him to visit the said prisoner from time 
to time according to jail rules, and (2) submit a medical report about the current condition of 
the said inmate and the medical attention he is getting at present. 

7. Send your reply by 7 July 2020 (1 July, 2020 - no reply received by the time this report went to 
press).

LACK/DENIAL OF CIVIC AMENITIES 

Notice to OYO Delhi Office for discrimination against a citizen 

1. This Commission, having quasi-judicial authority in the NCT of Delhi, has taken suo motu 
notice of a press report (The Hindu, 20-8-19) that one of OYO-affiliated hotels in Jasola Vihar 
has denied a room to a Kashmiri guest. 

2. This is a serious offence of discrimination against a lawful customer. 

3. You are ordered to file a written reply by 4 September. 2019 explaining (1) why this 
discrimination was allowed to happen; (2) what action has been taken against the offender, 
and (3) what compensation has been/is proposed to be paid to the victim of discrimination at 
the hands of one of your affiliated hotels. (21 August, 2019). 

Letter to Principal Commissioner, Food & Supplies and Consumer Affairs Department, Government of NCT of 
Delhi re. non-issuance of ration cards 

1. We continue to receive complaints about failure of your officers to verify and issue/reissue 
ration-cards. 

2. You should take steps and instruct your staff to complete the verification process of each 
application within a time-limit of three months of the filing of any application. 

3. Five complaints have been filed with this Commission saying that despite the passage of one, 
one and a half and even two years, verification of the applications is not done and hence ration 
cards of very poor and most deserving people are not issued. We are attaching herewith two 
lists of such long pending applications; one has details of 363 such long-pending applications 
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and the second one has details of four such cases in which despite order of you own 
department, no further action has been taken. The third complaint is about two ladies Nazma 
Begum and Pooja Kumari; the fourth concerns Suraiya Begum; the fifth is from a lady (Afroz) 
who is pleading for a BPL card; sixth is about four ladies (Soniya, Parveen, Amrin Begum and 
Zulekha. 

4. Enquire into these complainants with a view to issue them ration cards within one month and 
file your action taken report by 31 October, 2019 (24 October, 2019 - the notice included a list 
of 363 applicants from Old Delhi areas, including many widows and senior citizens, for ration 
cards whose applications were pending since years. Food & Supplies and Consumer Affairs 
Department replied with some details about the status of various applications but cases remain 
unsolved. A reply from the Asstt. Commissioner (Central) Food & Supplies Department dated 
28 January 2020 was received saying that the ceiling limit fixed by the Govt, of India (72.78 
lakh beneficiaries) was exhausted in 2014. As a result, applications are pending since 2015. The 
process of issuing ration cards was re-started after the implementation of the e-POS system 
from January to April 2018 which created vacancies due to the cancellation of beneficiaries 
who were not found residing at their given addresses. Existing applications are sufficient and 
there is no need for females to physically visit ration card issuing offices.). 

Letter to the District Magistrate Revenue (HQ) re. norms to issue income certificates 

We sent you a notice on 15-1-19 and a reminder on 20-219 but regret to say that no reply was 
received from you. This is a serious matter and shows disrespect to a statutory body. 

You are hereby directed to reply and file compliance report by 6 January, 2020, failing which a 
case will registered against you by DMC which has quasi-judicial powers (26 December, 2019). 

Letter to Principal Commissioner, Food & Supplies and Consumer Affairs Department, Government of NCT of 
Delhi re. issue of ration cards 

Re. (1) failure of your department to issue ration card of an old widow despite passage of one year 
on her application during which her husband died; (2) failure to file action taken report on our 
previous D.O. dated 24-10-19. 

1. Here is another heart-breaking complaint filed on behalf of a widow (Mrs. Ghazala Khanam, 
r/o 8181-82, Chimni Mill, Bara Hindu Rao, Delhi-110006, mobile: 9643131893) who had 
applied for a ration card in January 2019 and still, despite passage of a year, she has not 
received her card. During this period her husband died due to lack of proper medical treatment 
because she did not have the ration card which would have allowed her husband to avail of 
free medical treatment. Copy of her application for ration card is attached. 

2. Kindly see to it that her ration card is delivered to her right away. 

3. On 24 October 2019 we sent you D.O. No. F.02/77/Comp/DMC/2019/32 attaching details of 
363 ration card applications which are pending for very long time, some even since the last two 
years. We are getting the feedback that your local officer in Old Delhi, situated next to the 
infamous G.B. Road (known for flesh trade), is asking these applicants to came to the office 
and file new applications. Many of these applicants are aged ladies who cannot easily visit 
government offices or apply again. Moreover, they are loathe to visit an infamous locality. 
This is not acceptable. These applicants cannot be asked to file fresh applications and cannot 
be forced to visit an infamous locality. You are hereby directed to issue ration cards of these 
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applicants which must be delivered to them at their residential addresses without forcing them 
to file fresh applications. The cards could be delivered to this Commission and we will take 
care to deliver them to the applicants. (30 December, 2019). 

Notice to the Officer in charge, BSES Nand Nagri Division re. installation of electricity connection to madrasa 

1. Anjuman DDA Janata Flats, GTB Enclave (Nandnagri Delhi-110093 has applied for an 
electricity connection to their madarasa on the first floor of Masjid Anjuman DDA Janata 
Flats, GTB Enclave, Delhi-110093 for sometime but their request is not being complied with. 

2. You are ordered to give electricity connection to this applicant by 22 January 2020. 

3. If there is any legal hurdle, let us know with proof of BSES policy supporting your claim. 

In case of you failure to submit your action taken report in time, further action will be taken by 
the Commission which is an statutory body with quasi-judicial powers (2 January, 2020 - the 
electricity connection was promptly installed at the said madrasa). 

Case against Max Hospital, Patparganj 

Shri Saleem Ahmed complained to the Commission that his poor relative Mohammad Imran of 
town Shahpur, distt. Bijnor, U.P. met with an accident and after treatment at local hospsitals was 
admitted into Max Hospital, Patparganj, on 27 July 2019 which kept raising the treatment 
charges despite getting paid Rs 9.83 lakh upto 13 Augsut 2019 after which the hospital further 
demanded a payment of Rs 9.5 lakh threatening that if unpaid, treatment will be stopped. DMC 
ordered Max Hospital to continue to provide all medical facilities to the said patient while the 
case is being heard at the Commission. Soon the hospital made a further demand of Rs 4.5 lakh 
from the said patient and failed to provide DMC with details of the charges including a copy of 
the schedule of charges at the hospital. After the hospital’s repeated failure to comply with the 
directions of the Commission, it was fined Rs. 20,000 after which it approached Hon’ble High 
Court of Delhi seeking a stay against the Commission’s order. After this development, the 
Commission stopped looking into this case as the matter became sub judice in a higher court. 

Notice to SDM Mayor Vihar, O/o District Magistrate (East) re. issue of income certificate to a citizen 

1. Shri Sunny Gawer, r/o 98-E, Pocket-A, Mayur Vihar Phase-II, Delhi-H0091, mob: 9654208960 
has complained to this Commission that despite applying for an income certificate on 2-12- 
2019, he is yet to receive one. He claims that he has furnished all the required papers and 
proofs, yet his income certificate is not being issued and he is demanded new papers whenever 
he approaches your office. 

2. Harassment of the public is not acceptable. If the said complainant he provided all the 
required, he must be issued his income certificate forthwith. 

3. Send us your compliance report. And if he has not provided any required paper, let us know 
the same alongwith a list of papers required by you to issue the said certificate. (29 January, 
2020 ). 

Notice to Commissioner, EDMC HQ re. Ghazipur abettoir 

1. Ghazipur abattoir remains closed for the past two months although there is no restriction on 
the legal sale of meat by meat shops in NCT Delhi. The reason is said to be lapse of M/s 
Allan’s lease of the abattoir on 2 May 2020. 
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2. The continued closure of the abattoir, the only one in Delhi, is causing problems to both meat 
dealers as well as to the general public. 

3. Continued closure will lead to illegal slaughtering and sale of illegal meat which will be 
injurious to the health of the public. 

4. Delhi Corporation used to run the Eidgah abattoir before its relocation to its present site in 
Ghazipur. EDMC may run the abattoir on its own as a permanent solution to the problem or 
as a temporary measure until another undertaker is found to run the abattoir. 

5. Reply by 7 July 2020. (30 June, 2020 on the complaint of Shri Mohd. Shadab, 7557, Panchakki 
Near Badi Masjid, Quresh Nagar, Sadar Bazar, Delhi-110006 — Copy to Director, Veterinary, 
EDMC) 

Addl. director (VS) HQ replied on 3 July 2020 that “the Ghazipur Slaughter House was initially 
closed down on 25.03.2020 as a precautionary measure to contain the spread of pandemic Covid- 

19 . that the said slaughter house was leased out to M/S FAPL on 04.08.2009 for a period of ten 

years. On the expiry of the ten years period the lease period was extended for six months and 
subsequently for a period of three months, i.e. upto 03.11.2020 but this time the lessee has 
expressed his inability to accept this extension of six months; the lessee has cited several reasons 
for it in his various representations stating that the extension if awarded should at least be for a 
period of two years as it is required for the various approvals and export orders from abroad for 
exporting meat from India. Accordingly, the proposal has been sent to the competent authority 
for decision. The approval as and when received would be communicated to the lessee 
accordingly...” DMC replied on 4 July saying “Thank you for your reply. It seems that the lessee’s 
demand for a longer period of lease is valid since he cannot plan on the basis of short leases of 
three months and six months. Please let us know who is the “Competent Authority” to whom the 
matter has been referred to”. - 4 July 2020). Addl. director (VS) HQ further replied on 3 July 
saying that the Corporation is the competent authority in such matters. 

OBC certificates 

Letter to Registrar, Delhi University re. OBC certificates 

DMC had written to Registrar, Delhi University, on 24 June 2019 about complaints of students 
and parents that the University and its colleges are demanding fresh OBC certificates when the 
applicants held certificates valid on the date of application. DU vide Chairman Admissions 
Committee replied on 29 June 2020 that DU is only asking “for non-creamy layer status of the 
applicants as per DOT office memorandum No. E.36036/2/2013-Estt.(Res-I) dated 3E' March 
2016” and that “applicants can apply to the relevant authority and produce the acknowledgment 
slip for consideration of admission.” DMC replied as follows: Ref. our letter No. 
E.PA/Chairman/DMC/GNCTD/2019/1033; reply of Prof. Rajeev Gupta, Chairman, Admission 
Committee, DU, dated 29 June 2019/email from Dr. Pinki Sharma &; Dr. Sukanta Dutta via email 
on 30-6-19 (copies attached). 

1. The reply of your officers is not satisfactory and no office memorandum can override statutory 
rights of citizens. 

2. The OBC certificates are issued only to the non-creamy layer people after a prolonged process 
(copy of a sample OBC certificate enclosed). Hence to ask applicants holding valid OBC 
certificates is illegal and tantamount to exposure of applicants to undue harassment. 
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3. You are directed to withdraw this requirement forthwith and inform all Delhi University 
departments and DU-affiliated colleges of same. (3 July, 2019). 

Letter to Sh. Shafi Dehlavi, Federation of Muslim Organizations, Y-9, DDA Flats, Turkman Gate re. OBC 
certificates 

We have received yet another reply from Delhi University re. OBC certificates (copy attached). 
Meanwhile we have conducted our own enquiry which shows: 

1. The OBC Certificate is issued to Creamy Layer as well as to Non-Creamy Layer but the actual 
benefit is only for people covered under Non-Creamy Layer. 

2. The validity of the OBC Certificate is only for one year from the date of issue. 

3. If the period of OBC Certificate is expired, which is only for one year to be extended, the 
educational institutions can ask the same from the candidate and if the same is not expired, the 
educational institutions cannot ask the candidate to get it issued afresh. Hence, it is not 
possible for us to do anything more (26 July, 2019). 

Notice to Executive Magistrate, Seeiampur, North East Delhi re. issue of OBC certificate to a citizen 

1. Shri Mohammad Ibrahim r/o Gali No.20, Subhash Mohalla, North Ghonda, Delhi-110053, 
mob: 8826311041 has complained to this Commission that despite presenting all required 
documents for the issuance of an OBC Certificate to him, you have failed so far to issue same. 

2. Reply explaining (1) the reason for delay; (2) what more papers are required from this 
complainant; (3) list of papers required for the issuance of OBC certificates; (4) why an original 
passport is not enough in itself as proof. (7 February, 2020 - the respondent replied on 
14 February 2020 that the complainant has received his certificate and has withdrawn his 
complaint). 

Buland Masjid Dispensary 

Letter to DM North East District, GNCT of Delhi re. Construction of Dispensary Building near Buland Masjid, 
Shastri Park, Delhi 

1. Since your last letter F. (383)/DC/NE/SDM (HQ)/Admn./MsDP/2016/ 2748 dated: 10-8-2018, 
there is no further communication from your side although you are supposed to keep us 
informed about progress and any problems related to this project which is being monitored by 
this Commission. 

2. You are required to file a detailed report about the progress and the present status of this 
project by 2 October, 2019. 

3. Also please examine if the dispensary building in its present condition may be transferred to 
the Deptt. of Health, Delhi Government, so that it may start using it as best as possible. 

4. You are also required to file a separate report about all projects executed in your district using 
MSDP and their current condition and status. Please specify if any project lies incomplete. 

As per our information, MSDP came to an end last year and a new scheme replaced it. What is the 
current situation and has the new scheme been activated? If so, what project(s) are being executed 
under the new scheme? (24 September, 2019, reminder sent on 9 November 2019). 
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Letter to the District Magistrate, North East District, GNCT of Delhi re. Construction of Dispensary Building 
near Buland Masjid, Shastri Park 

1. We sent you a letter on 24 September 2019 enquiring about the last position of Buland Masjid 
Dispensary and other projects in your area under MSDP. Your reply was returnable by 2 
October 2019. Yet we have received we have received no reply. 

2. You are hereby directed to take our communication seriously. If you fail, we will constrained 
to take further action as the Commission deems fit. Disregard of the directions of a statutory 
body is a serious offence. (8 November, 2019). 

Letter to District Magistrate, North East District, GNCT of Delhi re. Buland Masjid Dispensary 

1. What is the latest position/development about the Buland Masjid dispensary in Shastri Park, 
Delhi 110031, which has been built with MSDP funds through you? 

2. What is the position of other projects implemented under MSDP? Have all been completed or 
are some still incomplete. Please send full details of all project, complete and incomplete, 
implemented in your area under MSDP. 

3. Has any work in your area been done under the Pradhan Mantri Jan Vikas Karyakaram which 
has replaced MSDP? Please send your report with details of any work done, projects 
implemented or being implemented under Pradhan Mantri Jan Vikas Karyakaram. (21 May, 
2020 - no reply received.) 

Letter to Hon'ble Health Minister, Govt, of NCT of Delhi re. Buland Masjid Dispensary 

1. A dispensary near Buland Masjid, Shastri Park, Delhi 110031, has been built with MSDP funds. 
It is still incomplete as the funds allocated were not sufficient for its completion and the 
funding authority (Union Ministry of Minority Affairs) has now made it clear that it will not 
offer any further financial help to complete the project which is almost complete with some 
finishing, partition of halls/rooms and furnishing to be done. 

2. It was always understood that the said dispensary after its completion will be handed over to 
the Delhi Govt. Deptt. of Health. 

3. It is our earnest suggestion that Delhi Govt. Deptt.of Health should take over this building in 
its present condition, undertake the necessary finishing, partition and furnishing and thereafter 
throw it open as a clinic so that the large population of Shastri Park may benefit from it as the 
dispensary was intended to serve the people of the area and it is already running very late (21 
May, 2020). 

For earlier developments about Buland Masjid dispensary, please see above pp. 158; pp 22-25 of 
the DMC Annual Report 2017-18 and pp 25-27 of the DMC Annual Report 2018-19. 

EDUCATION ft SCHOOLS 

Notice to JNU over harassment of female Muslim professor 

Delhi Minorities Commission took seriously a complaint by a JNU female professor that she is 
being harassed due to her Muslim identity. 

DMC has issued a notice and interim order to the Registrar JNU over the complaint of the 
professor who has alleged systematic harassment by the JNU administration, especially by the 
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director of the Centre for the Study of Social Exclusion and Inclusive Policy where the 
complainant is a teacher under a UGC-funded scheme. The teacher has alleged that this is taking 
place with the connivance of the VC JNU. 

The professor has complained with ample proofs that her salary has been stopped since April 
2019 for no legal reason, she is not assigned classes or opportunity to supervise M.Phil and PhD 
students, is not allowed to attend the Centre faculty meetings, is denied even the use of the official 
Internet and official email id. She is denied even a web page profile on the official JNU website. 
Not content with all this, the JNU administration is pressurising her to vacate her 
accommodation on the campus. Before joining JNU in 2013, the complainant served Hyderabad 
Central University for four years as a permanent faculty member. Earlier too her salary was 
stopped by JNU and she could get it paid only by a high court order. The teacher has alleged that 
students willing to opt her as a supervisor are being pressurized to choose some other professor. 

The complainant has alleged that all this is taking place due to her Muslim identity, with a plan to 
finally kick her out claiming that she does no work. 

The complainant has told DMC that she has been harassed so much that now she feels like 
committing suicide and fears the fate of the JNU student Najeeb Ahmed who went missing under 
suspicious circumstances on 15 October 2016. 

DMC has concluded that, prima facie, the complainant is being harassed and humiliated in gross 
misuse of powers by the accused persons. DMC finds her claim, that this is being done only for 
her being a Muslim, prima facie credible. DMC has directed the Registrar JNU) to file his reply 
by 1 August, 2019, failing which a case will be registered against him, VC JNU and the 
Chairperson of the concerned Centre. 

Taking the matter very seriously, the DMC has also issued an interim order to the Registrar JNU 
to (1) forthwith stop any harassment of the complainant; (2) release the complainant’s arrears by 
26 July, 2019 and regularise the future salary payments to the complainant during her tenure at 
JNU; (3) JNU administration is restrained from withdrawing the housing facility enjoyed by the 
complainant on the university campus during her tenure at JNU. The interim order has further 
directed the SHO, Vasant Kunj Police Station, to refrain from offering any police support to evict 
the complainant from her living quarters or any other matter pertaining to this complaint (19 July 
2019 - see text of the order below). 

To Registrar, Jawaharlal Nehru University (JNU) 

New Delhi 110067 
Notice & Interim Order 

1. Dr. Rosina Nasir, Assistant Professor in the Centre for the Study of Social Exclusion and 
Inclusive Policy (CSSEIP), School of Social Science, JNU, has complained to this Commission 
that she is being continuously and systematically harassed by JNU Vice-Chancellor, Prof. 
Jagdeesh Mamidala, and by Prof. Chinna Rao, the Chairperson of Centre for the Study of 
Social Exclusion and Inclusive Policy, due to her minority identity. All this, according to her 
complaint, is to force her to quit her job. 

2. Before joining JNU in 2013 she served Hyderabad Central University for four years as a 
permanent faculty member. She has completed six and a half years of teaching in JNU. She 
alleges that she started facing harassment on a daily basis since 2017 at the Centre, in 
particular, and in JNU, in general. 
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3. Harassment faced by Dr Rosina Nasir includes: 

3.1 From October 2017 onwards, JNU stopped paying her salary despite the extension of CSSEIP 
Scheme by the UGC. She had to move the Hon’ble High Court in November 2018, and her 
salary was released after she won the case; 

3.2 JNU administration stopped her salary once again since April 2019 onwards, her repeated 
representations to the university authorities including the VC have elicited no reply according 
to the complainant; 

3.3 Simultaneously, JNU administration is asking her repeatedly to vacate her residential 
accommodation on the campus where she was a warden of Tapti hostel till August 2017 and 
despite the fact that she is a mother of a 3-year-old child. She is being threatened that police 
will be called to evict her from her campus house. Dr Rosina Nasir cannot rent an 
accommodation outside the campus while her salary is stopped; 

3.4 The scheme, under which the complainant is employed, has been extended by UCC until 
March 2020, yet her salary is withheld; 

3.5 The complainant also complains that she is excluded from faculty meetings and other 
activities and facilities at her Centre since 2017 including denial of official Internet, official 
email id, and web page profile on the JNU website; 

3.6 The complainant alleges she is denied her right to teach and supervise M.Phil and PhD 
students (she cites an order by the Registrar to this effect issued on 9 January 2019); 

3.7 The complainant’s students, according to her, are being forced to opt some other professors; 

3.8 The complainant’s complaint to the Internal Complaints Committee elicited only token 
punishment to the Director of her Centre (Prof. Chinna Rao); 

3.9 The complainant alleges in her complaint that she feel like committing suicide and fears the 
fate of the JNU student Najeeb Ahmed who went missing under suspicious circumstances on 
15 October 2016; 

3.10 The complainant has provided this Commission with proofs of her claims, a copy of which is 
attached herewith; 

4. We feel that, prima facie, the complainant is being harassed and humiliated in gross misuse of 
powers by the accused persons, and find her claim that this is being done only for her being a 
Muslim is, prima facie, quite credible. 

5. You (Registrar, JNU) are directed to file your written reply to the above allegations by 
1 August, 2019, failing which a case will be registered against you, JNU Vice-Chancellor, Prof. 
Jagdeesh Mamidala and Prof. Chinna Rao, the Chairperson of Centre for the Study of Social 
Exclusion and Inclusive Policy. In case of your failure to file a reply in time a further order may 
also be passed including punishment to you and the accused officers. 

6. Interim order: JNU administration, represented by the Registrar, is hereby ordered to 
(1) forthwith stop any harassment of the complainant (Dr Rosina Nasir); (2) release the 
complainant’s arrears by 26 July, 2019 and regularize the future salary payments to the 
complainant during her tenure; (3) JNU administration is restrained from withdrawing the 
housing facility enjoyed by the complainant on the university campus during her tenure at 
JNU; (4) SHO, Vasant Kunj PS, is ordered to refrain from offering any police support to evict 
the complainant from her living quarters (Tapti warden flat 2, JNU) or any other matter 
pertaining to this complaint. SHO, Vasant Kunj PS is further ordered to file compliance with 
this order by 26 July, 2019. 
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Copy to SHO, Vasant Kunj Police Station, Nelson Mandela Marg, Pocket 4, Sector C, Vasant 
Kunj, New Delhi, Delhi 110070 (19 July, 2019 - Registrar JNU replied vide a “preliminary 
response” on 25 July 2020 saying that Dr Rosina Nasir’s complaint is “false and without any legal 
basis”; she was never appointed as a regular faculty member of JNU as she was appointed on a 
tenure-based scheme of UGC; her salary was stopped because JNU was waiting the transfer of 
funds from UGC; UGC rules permit only regular faculty to guide research students; JNU 
administration does not interfere in the functioning of the Internal Complaints Committee...) 
DMC asked Registrar JNU to clarify the discrepancies pointed out vide its letter dated 20* 
September 2019 and the same were to be informed by 30* September 2019, but no response has 
been received by the Commission till date. Hence, more than 25 days have lapsed as on date. The 
Commission finally directed Registrar JNU to send the clarification(s) within a week from the 
date of receiving of this reminder otherwise it will be presumed that he has nothing to say on the 
same and the Commission will commence further course of action as deem appropriate (25 
October 2019). 

Notice to Manager/Owner, Orion Public School (Recognised), Churi Walan for failing to pay teachers during 
holidays 

1. The Commission has taken suo motu cognisance of a press report alleging (1) 
misappropriation of teachers’ dues by your school; (2) that you charge May-June fees from 
students but do not pay the teachers; (3) that your school is recognised by MCD upto class V 
only but you are running your school upto Class VIII. 

2. You are ordered to file your reply to the above allegations with copies of proofs by 
17 Sept 2019. (3 September, 2019 - no reply issued; matter referred to Directorate of Education, 
Govt, of Delhi). 

Minority Panel holds seminar to promote minority education 

Delhi Minorities Commission on 22 November 2019 held a seminar on rights of minorities under 
the Constitution of India and encouragement of minority students. It aimed at promoting 
minority education and raising the educational standards of minority schools in NCT of Delhi. 
The seminar was held at the main conference hall of the Delhi Secretariat. 

Attended by over a hundred principals, managers and teachers of minority schools in NCT of 
Delhi, the seminar aimed at enhancing the performance of teaching and learning in minority 
schools in order to bring them at par with the best schools in the country. 

The main expert, who conducted the seminar, was Dr. Prabhjot Kaur who is an accomplished 
educationist with a long experience of promotion of better reading, writing and understanding 
skills in India and the US. She gave away many tips to the principals and teachers on how to 
improve reading, writing and attention skills of their students in order to improve their reading 
index. She gave real life examples of children considered weak and uninterested in their studies 
but who, by adoption of some simple techniques, became interested in their studies and did very 
well in later years of their education and careers. 

DMC Chairman Dr. Zafarul-Islam Khan said while speaking on the occasion that the 
Commission wants to raise the standards of the minority schools so that they become among the 
best in the country. He said a minority school has the same infrastructure and skilled teachers that 
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the best schools have, and with a little change in focus and attitude they too can become one of 
the best. 

DMC Member Kartar Singh Kochhar announced that the Commission will continue this initiative 
by holding more such seminars across Delhi, preferably in minority school in various areas of the 
National Capital Territory. 

DMC issue notice to Jamia over students protest 

After students protest in Jamia Millia Islamia against the participation of an Israeli person in a 
seminar, Delhi Minorities Commission issued a notice to the Registrar, Jamia Millia on 15 
October 2019. It was returnable on 28 October. But ever since the situation has escalated on the 
Jamia campus with protesting students alleging that goons were employed by JMI authorities to 
break their protest. 

1. After the new turn of events, DMC issued a further notice to the Registrar of Jamia reducing 
the time given for reply to 25 October. In its earlier notice to Jamia, DMC had told it: 
“Apparently JMI authorities are unaware about the international BDS movement in which 
many universities in the East and West are boycotting Israel which is occupying Palestinian 
lands and is subjecting Palestinians in the occupied territories to worst inhuman treatment (23- 
10-19 - Registrar of JMI replied on 14 November 2019 saying that there was no written 
Memorandum of Understanding with any organisation in Israel with JMI and the ‘Israeli’ 
delegate had come only to present a paper; that the show cause notice issued to the students 
was for their indiscipline for failing to inform!seek permission for staging protest outside an 
ongoing international conference; that the allegations that the JMI administration employed 
goons from outside to attack the protesting students are baseless and factually incorrect and 
malicious media reporting; that JMI recognises the right of freedom of speech and expression 
and that “Keeping in view of maintaining the peaceful academic environment in the campus no 
action has been taken against the students...”). 

DMC orders to restore Urdu-medium school 

An Urdu-medium school was approved and built after a decade-long struggle in Shri Ram 
Colony, Ward No.64E, Shahdara North Zone of EDMC. The building is now ready sporting a 
board saying “EDMC Primary School Urdu”. Director Education, EDMC told DMC vide letter 
D/ADE/Plan/EDMC/HQ/2018/1974 dated 8 October 2018 that the planned school is Urdu 
medium as per public and area municipal councillor demand. But somehow EDMC later wanted 
to change the medium of instruction of this school into English while a vast majority of the people 
in the area want and have struggled for an Urdu-medium school. The said EDMC letter dated 8 
October 2018 further said that “...the case was re-examined and feedback obtained from local 
RWAs and area municipal councillor, the proposal for anticipatory approval for opening of Urdu 
medium school in the area of Shri Ram Colony is again submitted. The file is at present in the 
office of Chairman of Standing Committee, EDMC for approval”. One thousand people of the 
area have approached DMC for help. Taking a very serious view of this high-handed approach, 
Delhi Minorities Commission has issued an order terming this approach as “illegal and 
whimsical” and that “it was taken without consulting the people of the area.” DMC has ordered 
the Department of Education EDMC not to change the medium of instruction of the said school 
and to start it in the forthcoming school year as an Urdu-medium school only (27 June 2019). 
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DMC Reply to Director of Education, East Delhi Municipal Corporation re. Urdu school at Shri Ram Colony: 

1. Your reply is illogical, hence rejected. 

2. Your department earlier informed this Commission vide letter D/ADE/Plan/EDMC/HQ/ 
2018/1974 dated: 8-10-2018 that the planned school is Urdu medium as per public and area 
municipal councillor demand. It is beyond our comprehension, how later the Standing 
Committee or the Mayor may overturn this planned project. 

3. Our order of 26-6-19 is binding on you. Delhi Minorities Commission is a quasi-judicial 
authority whose orders may be overturned or stayed only by Hon’ble High Court of Delhi. 
(25 July, 2019 — Director Education, EDMC, replied on 8 August 2019 that the matter is under 
deliberation at appropriate level... “Therefore, it is requested to grant next 15 working days 
more time for taking final decision by the competent authority.” No further communication 
received from Deptt. of Education, EDMC). 

Notice to Registrar, Jamia Millia Isiamia re. injustice to a student 

1. The Commission has taken suo motu notice of an alleged misbehaviour and injustice by your 
staff with a Kashmiri student named Neelam Earooq. She claims that she was short-listed for 
admission in a course and the last date was 24 September, 2019. She arrived in Delhi from 
Srinagar on 23 September, 2019 and went straight to Jamia office where she was told to come 
next day. When she went next day, she was told that 15 August 2019 was the last day for 
application. She informed your staff that Internet was closed down by the Government in 
Jammu & Kashmir during that period, therefore she could not know. She further claims that 
her name was present in the first and third lists. She further claims that the Jamia staff 
misbehaved with her. She specifically named advisor to the Jamia VC who allegedly 
misbehaved with her. 

2. You are directed to file a report about this issue and reply to the following (1) was the name of 
the said student on the short-list for the applied course? (2) Is Jamia administration unaware 
about telephone and internet closure in Jammu & Kashmir and if so what relief it has given to 
the affected Kashmiri students who are in no way responsible for delay in completion of 
admission formalities? (3) What steps are proposed to help this student and similar students 
form Jammu &c Kashmir who cannot be held accountable for the delay due to force majeure. 
(4) Conduct an enquiry about the erring staff including the advisor to VC who allegedly 
misbehaved with the said student and other students from J&K. 

3. Eile an interim reply by 4 October, 2019 and a final reply after conducting your enquiry about 
the alleged misconduct by your staff by 11 October, 2019 (27 September, 2019 - no reply 
received by the time this report was compiled in June 2020). 

Chairman DMC's letter to Learning Links Foundation re. spreading financial literacy among madrasa 
students

Letter to Principal, RPVV, Raj Niwas, North Delhi re. violations of rights of a student 

This Commission took notice of a flagrant violation of the religious and civil rights of a student. 
Our notice was forwarded to you to reply but we have failed to receive any report/reply from you. 
This is an insult to a quasi-judicial body which reserves the right to take action against you as it 
deems fit. (26 December, 2019). 

Copy to Dy. Secretary (Exam), Delhi Subordinate Services Selection Board (DSSSB), EC-18, 
Institutional Area, Karkardooma, Delhi-110302 with reference to letter No. E.55/1251/Exam- 
I/DSSSB/2017/844-45/11809 dated 02/11/18. RPVV, Raj Niwas, North Delhi replied on 3 January 
2020 that it is only a venue for the said exams and that the overall incharge for conducting the 
examination is SDM deputed through DSSSB. 

URDU AND PUNJABI TEACHERS IN DELHI GOVERNMENT SCHOOLS, EDUCATIONAL ISSUES 
Punjabi teacher in Core Academic Unit 

In reply to a notice based on a complaint lodged by Shri Raghubir Singh, Dy. Dir. Edu (Exam) 
informed the Commission that one post of Punjabi teacher was allocated alongwith other subjects 
and language teachers for Core Academic Unit but no Punjabi teacher applied to join the Core 
Academic Unit. Hence there is no mention of Punjabi Teacher having been selected for the Core 
Academic Unit in the circular dated 6-4-2018. The reply added that “if the selection of the teachers 
on vacant posts for Core Academic Unit commences in future, selection will be open to teachers 
of all subjects including Punjabi” (30 October 2019). 

Chairman DMC's letter to Shri Manish Sisodia, Hon'ble Deputy Chief Minister & Education Minister, Delhi re. 
Urdu Academy Urdu teachers 

On 3 October, 2019, I wrote to you and also sent a notice to the Vice Chairman, Delhi Urdu 
Academy. I did not receive a reply from your office but Delhi Urdu Academy has replied saying 
that the demands of the Urdu Academy Urdu teachers are beyond the powers of the Academy 
which only follows Govt, of NCT of Delhi decisions in the matter. 
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I find that the following demands/problems of the Urdu teachers of Delhi Urdu Academy are 
justified and these should be considered and solved at the earliest by the Govt, of NCT of Delhi: 

1. Dismissing teachers of Urdu Academy without extending their services upto the age 62 on the 
line of teachers of Sanskrit and Punjabi Academies who are allowed two years’ extension upto 
the age of 62 years. 

2. The Academy teachers should be given HRA, TA and medical facilities in consonance with a 
decision of Hon’ble High Court of Delhi (copy enclosed). 

3. The Academy teachers should be paid full salary from 23/04/2008 since they have been working 
full-time by the order of the Delhi Government (copy enclosed). 

4. All the Academy teachers should be paid for summer vacation from the date of their 
appointment since they have been continuing for the last 30 to 35 years. 

5. The Urdu Academy teachers should be regularized like Kashmiri migrant teachers who are 
considered equal to Urdu teachers but who have been equally rendering their services for five 
to ten years before the appointment of Kashmiri migrant teachers. 

6. Urdu Academy should withdraw the order of dismissal of two years’ extension and its teachers 
should be given two years’ extension again. 

These are serious and genuine grievances. Kindly accord them the seriousness they deserve 
(4 November, 2019 - DMC letter was forwarded by the Office of Dy. CM on 8 November 2019 to 
the Secretary, Department of Art, Culture &c Languages, Govt, of NCT of Delhi saying that 
“Hon’ble Deputy Chief Minister desired that the matter may be looked into for necessary action 
as per rules.” No reply received from the Department of Art, Culture & Languages by the time 
this report was compiled in late June 2020). 

Letter to Director, Education, MCD re. Urdu teachers 

1. We have received a complaint that in schools of three MCD areas (North, South and East) 
about 200 general teachers, who do not know Urdu, have been appointed. They are unable to 
teach in Urdu which is spoiling the educational prospects of the students of these schools. 

2. Conduct and enquiry and let us know the facts by 15 January 2020 (30 December, 2019). 

Letter to Director, Directorate of Education, Delhi Govt. re. appointment of Urdu and Punjabi teachers 

In reply to a notice re. appointment of Urdu and Punjabi teachers, you told us vide letter 
F.No.DE3(38)/E-III/TP/2018/4486 dated: 22-11-18 that “requisitions for vacant posts have been 
sent to DSSSB. Once, these recruitments process is completed by DSSSB, the nominated 
candidates of TGT (Urdu) &c TGT (Punjabi) out of these candidates, if otherwise found suitable 
will be appointed in time bound manner”. It is now more than a year since that reply. Have the 
TGT (Urdu) and TGT (Punjabi) been appointed and if so when and how many? (12 February, 
2020 - no reply was received by the time this report was compiled in June 2020)

Hearing and order re. Shahi Eidgah, Old Delhi 

Hearing & Order 

Mohd. Iqbal vs. Delhi Waqf Board 

Date 16 July, 2019 

Subject: Shahi Eidgah, Old Delhi 

Quorum: Dr. Zafarul-Islam Khan, Chairman, DMC 

Parties present: Mohd. Iqbal (complainant); Md. Haider Ah Khan (consultant) and Salahuddin 
(Nigran Masajid) from the Delhi Waqf Board 

The complainant said that the three main gates of the Shahi Eidgah, which is a property of Delhi 
Waqf Board, remain open 24 hours a day and there is no chowkidar to take care of the place. As a 
result, anti-socials throng the place, illegal functions are held, the place is dirty, an illegal and 
unauthorized electricity meter has been installed by people who play cards, area is used for illegal 
parking. The complainant demanded posting of security guards on all the three main gates and 
arrangement to clean the place on a regular basis. The complainant also said that though the 
Shahi Masjid belongs to the Delhi Waqf Board, but it is Delhi Government which constitutes 
Shahi Eidgah’s committee. 

DWB representative said that the place is used for prayers only twice a year and once for an 
Ijtima, that the uncleanliness within the Eidgah is due to the Qaumi School operating there. 

ORDER: Delhi Waqf Board is ordered to (1) post security guards on all the three main gates of 
the Eidgah; (2) make the Qaumi School responsible for security and cleanliness in its area; 
(3) write letter to the BSES to remove the illegal and unauthorized electricity meter installed on a 
wall of the Shahi Eidgah; (4) constitute its own managing committee to manage the affairs of the 
Shahi Eidgah. 

DWB is given one month’s time to implement the above orders and file action taken report by 
14 August, 2019, after which, if needed, a further hearing will be called (16 July, 2019). Copy sent 
to Secretary/CEO, Delhi Waqf Board, 5028, Daryaganj, New Delhi-110002. 

A further followup letter was sent by DMC to the DWB on 26 December, 2019 to file action taken 
report in the matter. DWB replied on 3 January 2020 saying that (1) the Delhi Waqf Board is in 
the process of constituting a managing committee for Shahi Eidgah; (2) Letter to Qaumi School 
for cleanliness in the area and posting of security has already been sent; (3) Letter to BSES for 
removal of illegal and authorised [sic] meter has been sent. 

DMC Chairman's letter to Secretary, Delhi Waqf Board re. withholding salary of a moazzin 

I am sending herewith papers of Maulana Ejaz Ahmad Qasmi, earlier the Moazzin at Masjid 
Kaka Nagar, now transferred to Angoori Bagh Masjid near Lai Qila. 

He has a long history of unnecessary harassment due to his problem with a few local residents in 
Kaka Nagar who are relatives of a member of Delhi Waqf Board. He was earlier transferred to 
Angoori Bagh Mosque although his children were studying in nearby schools and his transfer to a 
distant place unnecessarily troubled his children. 
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He accepted the transfer but kept the room in his custody so that his children could continue their 
education. As a result, his salary was stopped and finally he vacated his room in Kaka Nagar 
mosque but even then his arrear salary of 13 months is still not paid despite the fact that in reply 
to DMC intervention, DWB wrote to us on 7-8-2019 (copy attached) that his salary “is released” 
(in the past tense) but in fact his 13 months arrears were never released. As a result, a very poor 
man is totally unnecessarily harassed and is living on loans in an alien city. 

I will be grateful if he is transferred again to Kaka Nagar mosque so that his children could pursue 
their education without undue hardship. 

But, at least, kindly release his 13 months’ arrears which DWB has already said that it has released 
to him (3 February, 2020). 

After sending some notices re. withholding the salary of the said moazzin, the Board sent to the 
Delhi Minorities Commission copy of a letter it had sent to the said employee that it has released 
his withheld salary (see facsimile of DWB letter below), but in fact it did not, after which the 
above letter was written to the DWB Secretary but it too did not solve the poor employee’s 
problem. Earlier too Chairman DMC wrote letters in this respect to Chairman DWB Shri 
Amanatullah Khan and Divisional Commissioner/Principal Secretary, Department of Revenue, 
Delhi Govt, but to no avail. This is a clear case of injustice to a poor and vulnerable employee and 
perjury committed by a government organisation in communication with a statutory body. 

DMC Chairman's letter to Deputy Commissioner (South), Revenue Department, GNCTD for Nishanbandi of 
Dargahs in Mehrauli 

The Commission time and again has come to know that properties of dargahs regulated and 
managed by Delhi Waqf Board are constantly being occupied by land-grabbers illegally. The 
illegal occupation of properties of dargah is predominantly happening with the veritable 
connivance of officials and officers of Delhi Waqf Board despite the fact that the prime task of the 
Board is to protect its properties. The Revenue Department too is not taking action on complaints 
being filed by Caretakers of Dargahs. 

I shall look forward if you start ‘nishanbandi’ of dargah properties in and around Mehrauli in 
order to keep them safe from the hands of illegal encroachers. In particular, I would like you to 
earnestly do nishandbandi of Dargah Samauddin in Mehrauli whose caretaker has been 
requesting the local SDM for same but to no avail. Action taken report be forwarded to the 
Commission within two weeks (1 October 2019 - no reply received).

Notice to Jt. Director (Institutional) D.D.A.; Commissioner, EDMC re. burial ground by the Christian Catholic 
community 

Most Rev. Anil J.T. Couto, Archbishop of Delhi, has complained that a piece of land measuring 
0.75 hectare was allotted by DDA to MCD Health Department for use as a burial ground by the 
Christian Catholic community (copies of complaint and DDA letter attached). Despite many 
attempts, the said land has not been made available to the community for the said purpose. 
(3 July, 2019). 

DMC reply to the reply of I/C Addl. MHO (PH), Public Health Department, East Delhi Municipal Corporation re. 
allotment of land for Christian burial ground 

Thank you for your reply but it is not complete or satisfactory. The complainant has provided 
you a copy of the original allotment. Hence the matter may be traced with a little effort. We are 
keeping this file open. You are directed to file your follow-up report by 18 August, 2019 (18 July, 
2019). 

Letter to Assistant Commissioner of Police, Parliament Street Police Station re. squatting and threats to 
Free Church on Sansad Marg 

1. Free Church located at Sansad Marg, New Delhi HO 001 has complained to this Commission 
that following the death in a hit-and-run case of a squatter at their church, the said person’s 
relatives and unknown persons in large numbers are forcing themselves into the church 
campus, illegally using its facilities including electricity and water, and also forcing their 
vehicles into the campus against the will and despite the objection of the legal authorities of the 
said church. 

2. The said Free Church campus is a private property. You are hereby ordered to evict all such 
squatters and stop their misuse of the church facilities. Specifically, they are strictly not 
allowed to take their vehicles inside. 

3. This order has to be complied with within 24 hours and action taken report has to be filed by 
hand at this Commission’s office on Monday, 8 July, 2019. 

4. Failure to obey this order within the specified time-limit will result into disciplinary action 
against both the ACP and SHO, Parliament Street PS (5 July, 2019). 

Copy SHO, Parliament Street, New Delhi. SHO Parliament Street replied on 8 July 2019 saying 
that the matter is under litigation for some time between the church and families of ex-employees 
who continue to live at the living quarters allotted to the ex-employees who have died, and at 
present is sub judice; SDM Chanakyapuri has issued directions to maintain status quo; both 
parties have been filing complaints with police against each other; matters worsened when a 
person squatting in the church premises died in a road accident after which large numbers of 
people came to the church premises; allegations of contract killing were made against the church 
authorities; the situation was diffused due to the proper handling by the police. The reply further 
said that sufficient number of police force is continuously deployed to main law and order. DMC 
replied to the SHO, Police Station Parliament Street as follows: 
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Ref. Your Action Taken Report sent vide No. 996/SHO Parliament Street, New Delhi dated 8-7- 

2019 regarding Free Church, Parliament Street. 

1. We are sending a copy of this report to the Free Church for their response. 

2. The Commission will take it very seriously if we receive a complaint that police is in any way 
supporting/conniving with the squatters of the Free Church. 

3. You are ordered to send to this Commission a monthly report about the situation at the Free 
Church {11 July, 1019). 

Letter to DCP North West, Ashok Vihar-1 re. misbehaviour with an official committee of the DMC 

1. An official committee of this Commission was visiting Masjid Farooquie, Block P-1, Sultan 
Puri, Delhi-110086 in the evening of 15-7-19 when a local resident, Md. Latif, misbehaved with 
the Committee members. 

2. After the departure of the committee members, the said Md. Latif with his family members 
abused and attacked the chairman of the Intezamia Committee of the said mosque, Shri Jaan 
Mohammad. 

3. The said Md. Latif is said to be an encroacher on Masjid land. 

4. You are directed to enquire into this matter and file an FIR about (1) the physical attack on 
Shri Jaan Mohammad and (2) illegal occupation of Masjid land by Md. Latif. 

5. Send action taken report by 13 August 2019, failing which a case will be registered in the 
Commission (1 August, 1019). 


Notice to DCP East Delhi re. attempts to "grab" mazar 

1. Shri Furkan s/o late Irfan Ahmad, r/o C-2-139, New Ashok Nagar, Delhi-11096, has complained 
to this Commission that some people are trying to grab Bhure Shah Mazar / Peer Baba situated 
at C-2, New Ashok Nagar, NewDelhi-110096, which he looks after; that such persons are trying 
to stop the normal activity at this Mazar but police officers of the area are not doing anything 
despite complaints. 

2. You are hereby ordered to (1) enquire into this matter; (2) stop unconcerned people from 
grabbing the place or interfering in its affairs. 

3. File enquiry/action taken report by 27 September, 2019 (17 September, 2019 - DCP East district 
replied on 30 October 2019 that enquiry revealed that the matter is a property dispute between 
the two parties.... Therefore, the matter is civil in nature and no other police action is made 
out). 

DMC Chairman's letter to Land & Development Officer, Ministry of Urban & Development, Government of 
India for a copy of the Millennium Park qabristan map 

This Commission has been dealing with a complaint of Shri Intizar Naeem. The matter was taken 
up with Delhi Development Authority and Delhi Waqf Board vide its Notice u/s 10 (h) of DMC 
Act- 1999 dated 02/01/2018 directed both DDA and DWB to conduct urgent inquiries into the 
complaint of Shri Intizar Naeem and file report by specifying terms and conditions. A copy of the 
said letter is enclosed for your perusal and reference. Hence, the Deputy Director (Land), DDA 
vide his letter number F.3 (69)/2011/MP /713 dated 14th January 2019 apprised that the L&DO 
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department was requested to provide original plan of land under reference and re-fix the date of 
demarcation so that grievances of Waqf Board may be settled. Since the matter, in question, was 
taken up by the Deputy Director (Land), DDA with L&DO, Gol, Ministry of Urban &c 
Development but no copy of such original plan has been received by the DDA till date. So, the 
Commission has to enter into this matter directly with Land &c Development Office, Gol, MoUD. 

I shall be grateful if you may make available original plan of land i.e. 14 acres Qabristan land at 
Ring Road between Sarai Kale Khan and Bhairon Road and get the date of demarcation fixed so 
that grievances may be settled accordingly (16 October 2019 - Land & Development Officer, 
Ministry of Urban & Development send the required map to DMC which sent a copy thereof to 
the complainant). 

Notice to Jal Board over denial of burial in Uttam Nagar JJ Colony qabristan 

People of adjacent areas used to bury their dead in Uttam Nagar JJ Colony qabristan which was 
allotted by the flood department when people from Old Delhi were resettled in the area in 1967. 
Now a self-appointed “Muslim Muntazima Committee Jama Masjid Uttam Nagar” is denying 
people of adjacent areas from burying their dead in the said qabristan which is for the whole 
Muslim community and no self-appointed committee can take away this right. 

Upon receiving a complaint, Delhi Minorities Commission Chairman wrote to the Secretary of 
Delhi Jal Board, which oversees the flood department, to enquire the issue, explain the conditions 
for the allotment of the said qabristan and does the said committee have the right to deny burial 
in the said qabristan of Muslim dead from adjacent areas. DMC observed in its letter that burial 
of Muslim dead in a government-alloted qabristan cannot be denied to people from adjacent 
areas. DMC directed Secretary Jal Board to file his reply by 3 September 2019 (20 August 2019 - 
Irrigation & Flood Control Department at Basaidarapur replied on 18 October 2019 that the said 
qabristan does not fall under its jurisdiction though the said department has done development 
work in the qabristan at the behest of the area MLA; that permission of burial in the said 
qabristan is beyond the domain of the said department. Muntazima committee of the said 
qabristan was also called for hearing; it contented that there is limited space for burial in the said 
qabristan and therefore burial of dead bodies from other areas are not being allowed). 

Notice to Director, Veterinary Department, South Delhi Municipal Corporation - West Zone re. denial of 
buffalo meat shop licence to a citizen 

1. Shri Mohd. Shahzad s/o Shri Itwari r/o B-321, J.J. Colony, Hastsal Road, Uttam Nagar, New 
Delhi-110059, mobile: 9871426781, 9958352759, has applied to you for licence to open a 
buffalo meat shop on the ground floor of his house which is adjacent to a mosque in whose 
vicinity three buffalo meat shops already exist as per the claim of the complainant who has 
provided us with photocopies of NOCs from the same mosque for the existing buffalo meat 
shops. 

2. The complainant says he has completed all formalities except the NOC from the mosque of his 
area. He claims that the concerned mosque is not issuing an NOC to him due to business 
rivalry and to protect the existing buffalo meat shops. 

3. We find the requirement of NOC from a mosque bizarre and unacceptable since interests of 
citizens in a secular state cannot be left to the whims of a mosque or a mandir or other 
religious place. There is no justification for his requirement unless the meat shop is located at a 
shop on the premises of the mosque. 
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4. Since the requirement of NOC from a mosque in this case has no legal basis, you are hereby 
directed to issue the required licence to the complainant if he has met your other requirements. 
(9 September, 2019 - case filed in the Commission in which the complainant, respondent, 
witnesses from the locality and representatives of the Yet. Department of SDMC have 
appeared; final order yet to be issued in the case). 



This is all that is left of the sprawling Shah Kamal dargah near Gole Market in the heart of Delhi as found 
by the DMC Chairman Dr Zafarul-lslam Khan during his visit to the place on 25 October 2019. Many

Numbers of scholarships in 2019-20: Department of Welfare of SC/ST/OBC/Minorities informed 
DMC that a total of 7262 applications were received from minorities in the three state-funded 
schemes for SC/ST/OBC/Minorities, which is a sharp decline compared to the last year’s figures 
which were meagre compared to the numbers of minority students in the NCT of Delhi (please 
see earlier figures on p. 106 of the DMC annual report 2017-18, and p. 136 of the 2018-19 annual 
report).

1. Received from the Deptt for the Welfare of SC/ST/OBC/Minorities by hand on 25-6-20 


Many complaints were received during the period under review from parents for denial or delay 
of the scholarships of their wards. These were all sorted out with the concerned department. 
Delays were usually due to the non-cooperative nature of schools which failed to verify in time the 
details of their students online, or because some required documents like fee slips were missing or 
because of mismatch in the bank account details to which the scholarship is to be paid. 

DMC has been asking Department of Welfare of SC/ST/OBC/Minorities about the reasons for 
rejections and community-wise breakup of the applications and recipients of scholarships but so 
far no clear replies have been received. It is a matter of extreme concern for DMC that lesser 
number of minority students have applied/received minority scholarships and reimbursement of 
fees, despite many awareness camps held by the Commission in many areas of minority 
concentration where parents were encouraged to apply for this scheme of the Govt, of NCT of 
Delhi and thousands of leaflets about this scheme in particular were distributed during these 
camps and through other means. Welfare Department should find out the real reasons for the 
reluctance of minorities to apply for this scheme. It may be helpful to also allow off-line 
applications since a vast majority of parents of EWS families are not properly literate, let alone be 
computer-savvy.

Reply to Assistant Director (Vig.), Directorate of Vigilance, Govt, of NCT of Delhi re. complaint against DMC

There is a complaint filed in this Commission levelling serious allegations against the 
complainant. Instead of replying to same, she is beating about the bush and levelling false 
allegations against Commission members and officers. The issue of calling her for enquiry on a 
holiday is not intentional but an oversight. She may be asked to reply to the notice issued to her 
instead of trying to mislead various departments {11 July, 1019). 

Copies of this reply sent to the LC of Delhi, Chief Minister of Delhi, Delhi Women Commission, 
The Women Cell, Covt. of NCT Delhi, The Station House Officer, North Avenue, New Delhi 
being the authorities to whom the complaint was addressed. 

Complaint of Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa

“The Delhi Minorities Commission has received a complaint dated 09.05.2019 from Shri Daljit 
Singh Khalsa, Member, DMC Sikh Advisory Committee, against the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan public School regarding misappropriation of funds by the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan Public School, Hari Nagar, New Delhi. 

“In this regard, the DMC issued a notice U/S 10(h) of DMC Act, 1999 to Mr Manjinder Singh 
Sirsa, President, DSGMC and others but Mr Manjinder Singh Sirsa did not comply with the 
notice of the Commission. 

“Another complaint of Shri Jasmeet Singh against Bibi Ranjeet Kaur, Sr. Vice President of 
DSGMC for holding various posts during her full-time tenure of the Vice President DSGMC, 
while she is a full-time teacher in a school run by the same organisation, which is a violation of 
the provisions of Delhi Sikh Gurudwara Act. 

“In this regard the DMC issued a notice U/S 10(h) of DMC Act, 1999 dated 02.04.2019 to Shri 
Manjinder Singh Sirsa, President, DSGMC and others but Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa and Bibi 
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Ranjeet Kaur did not comply with the notice of the Commission and also did not appear before 
the Commission. 

“Another application was received from Shri Inder Mohan Singh resident of E-15, Sham Nagar, 
P.O. Tilak Nagar, New Delhi-110018 seeking directions to the issue of making 

the regulations duly passed by both Houses of Parliament as required under-section 40 of 

the Delhi Sikh Gurudwara Act, 1971 to regulate the working of DSGMC. 

“In this regard, the DMC issued a notice U/S 10(h) of DMC Act, 1999 dated 22.04.2019 to Shri 
Manjinder Singh Sirsa, President, DSGMC, and others but Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa and other 
members of DSGMC did not comply with the notice of the Commission and also did not appear 
before the Commission. 

“Another complaint was received from Sh. Daljit Singh s/o late Shri Raghubir Singh r/o 8/26, 
Moti Nagar, New Delhi, regarding violation of Delhi Sikh Gurudwara Act, 1971 by Shri 
Manjinder Singh Sirsa, President, DSGMC, and others but Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa and other 
members of DSGMC did not comply with the notice of the Commission and also did not appear 
before the Commission. 

“In this regard, the DMC issued a notice U/S 10(h) of DMC Act, 1999 dated 07.03.2019 to S/Shri 
Manjinder Singh Sirsa, President, DSGMC, Kulwant Singh Bath, Sarabjeet Singh Virk, Jasbir 
Singh Jassi, Onkar Singh Thapar, Amarjeet Singh Pinki, Tarvinder Singh Marwah, Swaran Singh 
Barar, S.S.Nagi, Harjinder Singh, Trilochan Singh Manku, Gurmeet Singh Shunty and Swaran 
Singh Brar but Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa and out of nineteen Members, preceding thirteen 
Members of DSGMC did not comply with the notice of the Commission and also did not appear 
before the Commission. 

“Another complaint of Sh. Daljit Singh s/o late Shri Raghubir Singh r/o 8/26, Moti Nagar, New 
Delhi regarding violation of Delhi Sikh Gurudwara Act-1971 by Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa, 
President, DSGMC and others was received but Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa and others members 
of DSGMC did not comply with the notice of the Commission and also not appeared before the 
commission. 

“The Delhi Minorities Commission has received a complaint dated 05.04.2019 from Shri Daljit 
Singh Khalsa, Member, DMC Sikh Advisory Committee, against the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan Public School regarding misappropriation of funds by the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan Public School, Tilak Nagar, New Delhi. 

“The Delhi Minorities Commission has received another complaint dated 05.04.2019 from Shri 
Daljit Singh Khalsa, Member, DMC Sikh Advisory Committee, against the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan Public School regarding misappropriation of funds by the Director of Education, Guru 
Harkishan Public School (New Delhi) Society, Punjabi Bagh, New Delhi at the behest of the 
Chairman, GHPS (New Delhi) Society, Punjabi Bagh, New Delhi. 

“The Delhi Minorities Commission has received yet another complaint dated 05.04.~019 from 
Shri Daljit Singh Khalsa, Member, DMC Sikh Advisory Committee, against the Chairman of 
Guru Harkishan Public School regarding misappropriation of funds by the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan Public School, Vasant Vihar, New Delhi. 
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“The Delhi Minorities Commission has received another complaint dated 05.04.2019 from Shri 
Daljit Singh Khalsa, Member, DMC Sikh Advisory Committee, against the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan Public School regarding misappropriation of funds by the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan Public School, India Gate near Patiala House Court, New Delhi. 

“The Delhi Minorities Commission has another received complaint dated 05.04.2019 from Shri 
Daljit Singh Khalsa, Member, DMC Sikh Advisory Committee, against the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan Public School regarding misappropriation of funds by the Chairman of Guru 
Harkishan Public School, Punjabi Bagh, New Delhi. 

“In this regard the DMC issued a notice U/S 10(h) of DMC Act, 1999 to Shri Manjinder Singh 
Sirsa, President, DSGMC, and others but Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa and others did not comply 
with the notice of the Commission. 

“A suo motu cognizance was taken against Smt. Ranjit Kaur, Member, DSGMC regarding 
receiving illegal charges for filling up online minority scholarship forms from minority applicants. 
In this regard, the DMC issued a notice U/S 10(h) of DMC Act, 1999 to Smt Ranjit Kaur, 
Member, DSGMC and others but Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa did not comply with the notice of 
the Commission. 

“It is submitted that several complaints have been received and are pending before this 
Commission against Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa, President, DSGMC. 

“The present complaint against Shri Kartar Singh Kochhar, Hon’ble Member, DMC, and Shri 
Daljit Singh Khalsa, Member, DMC Sikh Advisory Committee, is false, concocted and aimed at 
stalling the proceedings of the DMC against the complainant Shri Manjinder Singh Sirsa, 
President, DSGMC. It is important to mention here that as per Section-14 of DMC Act 1999, “No 
civil, criminal or other legal proceeding shall he against the chairperson, members or officers 
performing functions under this Act or under authority of the Commission, in respect of anything 
which is done in good faith or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act by or under the 
authority of this Commission.” 

“Hence, the present complaint may be dismissed and the complainant instructed to comply with 
DMC notices.” 
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ISSUES RELATED TO PMC & ITS FUNCTIONING | 


DMC letter to Shri Manish Sisodia, Hon'ble Dy. Chief Minister, Govt, of NCT of Delhi re. salaries of 
Commission Chairman and Members 

1. The salaries of the Chairman and Members of this Commission remain static as they were 
fixed in 2000 despite the fact that salaries of Government employees have been hiked many 
times since then. 

2. This issue was raised by the previous Commission headed by Shri Qamar Ahmad and was 
again raised by our Commission during our meeting with you in your office on 24 November, 
2017 upon which you called your staff and ordered them to take action on an urgent basis. 

3. We came to know in the meanwhile that salaries of some Commissions have been raised but 
since there was no intimation or movement in the case of our Commission, we asked our staff 
to find out the current status. 

4. We were surprised to know that the concerned file was opened in the Finance Department in 
mid-January, 2018 and closed in early February 2018 with the remark “File is temporarily 
closed” (copy attached). We are bringing this to your kind notice (18 July, 2019). 


DMC reminder to Shri Manish Sisodia, Hon'ble Dy. Chief Minister, Govt of NCT of Delhi re. salaries of 
Commission Chairman and Members 

1. The salaries of the Chairperson and Members of this Commission remain static as they were 
fixed in 2000 despite the fact that salaries of Government employees have been hiked many 
times over since then on account of the implementation of the recommendations of the 
successive Pay Commissions. You may be surprised to know that the monthly salary of the 
Chairperson of this Commission is Rs 18,000 and of the Members is Rs 14,000 for full-time 
service. These are less than the minimum wages prescribed by Delhi Government and roughly 
one third of the salaries of the peons in government offices. 

2. DMC Rules 2000 (3.4) say that “The Chairperson of the Commission shall have the status of 
Head of Department and will enjoy the same facilities being accorded as per rules and 
regulations as are for the time being applicable to the officers of the Delhi Government in 
corresponding capacity”. In fact, apart from an official car, the Chairperson gets no other 
facility whatsoever. Same is the case with the Hon’ble Members of this Commission. 

3. This issue was raised by the previous Commission, headed by Shri Qamar Ahmad, and was 
again raised by our Commission during our meeting with Hon’ble Chief Minister of Delhi 
Government in his office on 24 November, 2017 upon which he called his staff and ordered 
them to take action on an urgent basis. 

4. We came to know in the meanwhile that the salaries of chairpersons and members of some 
Commissions, like Delhi Women’s Commission, have been raised but since there was no 
intimation or movement in the case of our Commission, we asked our staff to find out the 


current status. 





5. We were surprised to know that the concerned file was opened in the Finance Department in 
mid-January, 2018 and closed in early February 2018 with the remark “File is temporarily 
closed” (copy attached). 

6. I later wrote a letter in this matter to Secretary (Finance), Delhi government, who has replied 
vide letter F.D/DSF/VI/2016/Misc/dsVI/268 date 11-7-19 enclosing a copy of the said 
department’s note date 5-7-19 which says that the issue is pending in your office (copy 
attached). 

It is our submission that the issue should be resolved once and forever to address an injustice to 
the Chairman and Members of Delhi Minorities Commission who are highly qualified and 
experienced persons belonging to the cream of their communities and their full-time commitment 
must be justly recognised and rewarded in the light of the current wages and practice in the 
Government of NCT of Delhi, with effect from the date of the commencement of the current 
Commission viz., 20 July, 2017 (26 July, 2019 - similar letter also sent to Hon’ble Lt. Governor on 
the same date re. the same matter). 


DMC Chairman's letter to Hon'ble Lt. Governor on bureaucratic interference in DMC affairs 

1. Please allow me to bring to your kind notice an incident of undue interference in the affairs of 
this statutory and autonomous body (Delhi Minorities Commission) and a related serious 
problem. 

2. It is now over two years since I and my two colleagues assumed our 3-year tenure at this 
Commission. We observed from the very beginning that staff are not punctual, come and go as 
it pleases them and also they take various kinds of leaves every now and then, some very 
longish ones. Yet it comes to our knowledge that despite errant attendance and frequent leaves, 
such staff members are paid their salaries in full at the end of each month. As verbal and 
written warnings did not lead to any change in the behaviour of the staff, I took the initiative 
in April this year and instructed the Accounts Officer that a statement of salaries and a record 
of the bio-metric register for the month in question should be shown to me at the end of each 
month and that only after my approval, salaries will be paid. This led to our problem with the 
then Secretary, DMC (Shri Shamim Akhtar) who interpreted it as an interference in his 
authority while the fact is that as per DMC Act 1999 the Secretary “shall work as directed by 
the Commission” (Clause 5) and that the Commission shall decide the expenditure (clause 
11(3)). 

3. After the departure of the then Secretary, the system of presenting a statement of the monthly 
salaries statement along with a copy of the biometric register was retained although the 
Accounts Officer and Admin. Officer always tried to push for approval without biometric 
attendance record promising that the account of absence and leaves will be presented later, 
though in practice it was never done. We continued pressure on this count to somehow nudge 
the staff to be more punctual. 

4. The current problem of interference in the affairs of the Commission occurred on Friday, 
30 August, 2019 when I was absent due to cold and viral fever and the Accounts Officer too 
was absent. The staff could have waited for the next working day, i.e., Monday, 2 September, 
2019, but in their eagerness and haste to be paid “in time,” they (or one of them on their 
behalf) approached worthy Chief Secretary, Delhi Government, who, apparently through his 
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OSD, issued verbal orders that the salary must be paid same day and compliance intimated to 
the CS by 5 pm. While doing this, worthy CS or his OSD did not bother to check with me 
about the issue and the reason for the delay. 

5. I find it strange that a high and responsible officer like the CS should interfere in this manner 
as if it was a matter of life and death when the same highly paid staff do not/did not care about 
the contractual staff working with them at a pittance, putting in much more effort than the 
permanent staff, yet they are never paid in time. Even now, the contractual staff of DMC have 
not been paid to date their last month’s salary because their file has been totally unnecessarily, 
and against past practice, sent to the Revenue Department. 

6. The complaint (copy attached) to worthy CS erroneously blames two officers of this 
Commission of withholding their salaries when the fact is that the delay, if any, was due to my 
express order that salaries should be prepared in accordance with the biometric record of the 
month taking into account the absence and leaves and should be shown to me before 
disbursement to make sure that the instruction in this regard is being followed. I am attaching 
a statement of the salaries of the permanent staff of the Commission for August 20f9 along 
with a printout of the biometric attendance register of DMC employees which will show their 
erratic attendance and absence from work during August 2019 but same is not reflected in the 
statement of their salaries. Full monthly salary has been paid to one staff member who 
attended office for just one day in August, 2019. 

7. Worthy CS may be instructed that such inference is uncalled for, and that no such action 
should be taken in future without consulting the Commission’s Chairman. 

I recommend an enquiry by a competent authority into the attendance of the Commission staff, 
say from January, 2019 to 3T' August, 2019 in the light of the biometric records to ascertain if 
absence and leaves were reflected in the salaries paid out to the staff (9 September, 2019-no reply 
received).

DMC Chairman's letter to Dy. Secretary (MA) Office of the Pr. Secretary (Revenue)-Cum-Divisional 
Commissioner, Department of Revenue, Govt, of NCT of Delhi (Minority Cell) re. misconduct of former 
Secretary, DMC 

Please refer to your letter F.No. F.43(50)/Minority/Div.Comm./2019/806 dated: 29-7-19 regarding 
misconduct of Shri Shamim Akhtar, former Secretary, Delhi Minorities Commission. Regarding 
the three mentioned components of the complaint against Shri Shamim Akhtar, viz. 
(1) misappropriation of Commission’s funds; (2) shunting out of Shri J. S. Rana, with 
recommendation for his dismissal, on totally erroneous and unjust grounds, and (3) two 
complaints against him for threat to murder, filed by the undersigned and DMC Member Shri 
Kartar Singh Kochhar, I have already written about them to Hon’ble Ft. Governor on 7 June, 
2019. 

I am attaching herewith a set of my complaint to Hon’ble Ft. Governor including a CD containing 
an audio recording of a call of the said Shri Shamim Akhtar threatening to liquidate me an my 
son. I am sorry to state that till date, according to my knowledge, no action has been taken by the 
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police about the two complaints, one lodged by me at Shaheen Bagh PS and the other ledged by 
Shri Kartar Singh Kochhar, Hon’ble Member, DMC, at Vasant Kunj PS - both on 30 May, 2019. 
I have also written twice to the Commissioner of Police Delhi about the police complaint but 
there is no action from his side. 

I also wish to inform you that two enquiries are being held at this Commission against the 
financial misdeeds under the said Shri Shamim Akhtar, one against Shri Parveen Sharma, who 
was the henchman of Shri Shamim Akhtar, about specific allegations and the other about the 
financial decisions during Shri Shamim Akhtar’s tenure (Sept. 2018 - May 2019). 

Another very serious issue of misconduct is Shri Shamim Akhtar’s gross misuse of his 
“administrative powers” by ordering the office staff not to respond to Chairman/Members of 
DMC or meet them without his (Secretary’s) permission. (Annexure 4)

DMC Chairman's letter to the Chief Secretary, Govt, of NCT of Delhi re. disregard of DMC Act 

Some of our staff is going to meet you today because their salary has been stopped due to a 
questionable decision of the Revenue Deptt. to withhold the Commission’s grant-in-aid on flimsy 
grounds. 

Revenue Department’s decision has been taken on the basis of a complaint by a disgruntled 
Member of this Commission which said that (1) the Commission has illegally empanelled 
advocates, (2) it is paying NGOs their dues for holding awareness camps on the Commission’s 
behalf and (3) that it has engaged contractual staff. All these three allegations are wrong, false, 
malicious and half-truths. The said Member made these false allegations because some of her 
favourite NGOs were not paid as per their fake demands and because some of her favourite 
advocates were not empanelled. 

The Revenue Department must have asked us to explain the matter before taking this abrupt and 
thoughtless decision. Revenue Department should be reprimanded for taking such hasty decision 
without seeking our opinion on the allegation, which is crippling this Commission. Kindly see to 
it that such high-handed illegal actions are not taken by the bureaucracy in future. 

2. Likewise, our contractual staffs, without whom this Commission cannot function, too has not 
been paid for the last five months because bureaucrats in the Revenue Department keep finding 
same excuse or the other to delay a decision. 

Payments for a fact-finding committee too are pending in a similar fashion for the last five 
months, which is unnecessarily putting pressure on this Commission and demeaning it in the eyes 
of the people involved. I see this as an attempt by the bureaucracy to cripple this Commission (10 
January 2020 - no reply received). 

DMC Chairman's letter to the Special Secretary (Revenue), Govt, of NCT of Delhi re. sudden change of 
decision

sent to Hon’ble Lt. Governor and Chief Secretary, Govt, of NCT of Delhi (15 January, 2020 - no 
reply received. This is in connection with the Revenue Department’s decision at the DMC’s 
request to allow the signature on DMC cheques of the Chairman DMC alongwith either the 
Secretary DMC or Accounts Officer of DMC, but this decision was suddenly overturned before it 
could be implemented).

The criminal murderous attack on a Kabul gurudwara on 25 March, leading to the martyrdom of 
25 innocent and blameless Sikh brothers, is a matter of sorrow and grief for us just as it is for our 
Sikh brothers and sisters. We fully and unconditionally condemn this criminal act. 

We, on behalf of the Muslims of India, offer our condolences to our Sikh brothers and sisters and 
in particular to Giani Dr Harpreet Singh-ji, Jathedar Akal Takht Amritsar, and to the Sikh 
leadership and people everywhere. And since the criminal killers call themselves “Muslims,” we 
wish to inform our Sikh brothers and sisters that these criminals have nothing to do with Islam or 
Muslims. 

We wish to emphasise to our Sikh brothers and sisters that the criminals of the ISIS (Daesh), who 
criminally attacked the Sikh gurudwara in Kabul, have nothing to do with Islam or Muslims. 
They, in fact, follow the ideas of the Khawarij rebels who were never accepted by Muslims and 
who are considered by Muslims as rebels and outlaws working against Islam.

Murderous attack on Kabul Gurudwara is criminal, ISIS is deadlier than Corona: Delhi Minorities Commission 

Reacting to the criminal attack on a Kabul gurudwara by ISIS criminals. Dr Zafarul-Islam Khan, 
Chairman of Delhi Minorities Commission, severely condemned it and called for severest 
punishment to the criminals who executed, planned and supported this crime. He called upon the 
Afghan authorities to arrest these criminals and execute them at the earliest.

DMC chief asks Muslims to obey Corona-related restrictions 

Reacting to information that Muslims in some minority-concentration areas like Old Delhi, Zakir 
Nagar, Seelampur, Jafarabad, and Old Hyderabad, are lax about the restrictions imposed by the 
government to control and contain the Corona epidemic. Dr Zafarul-Islam Khan, Chairman of 
the Delhi Minorities Commission and a noted Islamic scholar, appealed to the Muslims to strictly 
obey the curfew restrictions, adhere to social distancing norms and approach hospitals if 
symptoms of the Corona virus infection are seen in any person who must be tested and 
quarantined if found positive or even suspect. Mingling of such persons with others poses great 
risk to others. 

Dr Khan said imams and mosque committees must strictly adhere to the current restrictions and 
restrict congregational prayers to a maximum of four persons including the imam and muezzin 
while others must pray at home. Preservation of human life is a primary duty of all. People must 
not pay attention to fake videos offering doubtful advice and cures. 

Dr Khan said authorities, especially police, must deal firmly with violators of curfew for non- 
essential work. Dr Khan has written to the Delhi Police Commissioner to strictly enforce curfew 
in minority-concentrated areas of Delhi while allowing people to procure essential supplies or to 
go to chemists and hospitals. Action, in particular, must be taken against imams and mosque 
committees members who are adamant to flout the current restrictions (26 March 2020).

Pradesh re. quarantined Delhi Tabligh Jamaat 

1. It has come to our knowledge that nine persons of the Tablighi Jamaat from Delhi, who were 
in Himachal Pradesh since 25 February 2020 . are being quarantined in a school in village 
Taruwala, tehsil Paonta Saheb, under your jurisdiction. They are part of a larger group of 
Tablighi Jamaat people. 

2. It has also come to our knowledge that these people have tested negative, yet they are kept in 
quarantine. 

3. These people have not been served their breakfast or lunch today . Some of them are diabetic. 
They are even ready to buy their food if allowed. 

4. This raises very serious questions about the whole exercise because: 

(a) there is no such rule that any Tabligh Jamaat person will be placed under quarantine. 
Quarantine is only for people who show symptoms or who happened to be stranded 
inside the Tabligh Markaz in Hazrat Nizamuddin, Delhi, when the lockdown was 
announced on 23 March 2020. Since these people were already in H.P. since 
25 February 2020, they do not fall under the intended category as there is no question 
also of them having come in contact with persons who were stranded in the Tabligh 
Markaz in Delhi at the time of the lockdown. 
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(b) Since they have tested negative, there is no further point in keeping them in 
quarantine. 

(c) While in quarantine, it becomes the concerned authorities’ duty to provide them 
adequate food in time. 

Please look into the three problems under no. 4 above and let me know the outcome (Email sent 
on 10 April, 2020 with copy to Inspector General of Police, SR, Shimla - the problem was solved 
by late evening same day). 

DMC Chairman's letter to District Collector and District Magistrate, Nellore, Andhra Pradesh 524001 re. Delhi 
residents quarantined under his jurisdiction 

1. A total of 12 persons of Delhi (list below) are under Covidl9 quarantine for the last one month 
at Kawali, distt. Nellore, under your jurisdiction. According to copies of certificates produced 
to this Commission, issued by the medical authorities of Nellore, they have twice tested 
negative. 

2. The mandatory quarantine period for corona suspects as per WHO guidelines is 14 days after 
which only those who test positive are to be kept for a further quarantine period of 14 days. 

3. In this case the 12 persons from Delhi have spent more than twice the mandatory quarantine 
period and have twice tested negative. Hence their continued quarantine is tantamount to 
illegal detention. 

4. Kindly set them free at once unless anyone of them has tested positive for corona and issue 
them the required passes/permits to return to Delhi in their own mini-bus which, as per 
information provided to this Commission, is spacious enough to take care of the social 
distancing requirement during their travel back to Delhi. 

5. Kindly take action at the earliest and inform this Commission of compliance (19 May, 2020 - 
the above quarantined groups was allowed to go to Delhi same day).

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DMC AWARDS 2019 


In 2018, Delhi Minorities Commission started a new tradition of presenting awards to the best 
performers among minorities in Delhi in various fields of human endeavour. The first awards 
were presented during the DMC annual conference held at Vigyan Bhavan in December 2018. The 
2019 awards could not be presented in time due to one reason or another until Covid lockdown 
since late March 2020 brought all activities to a standstill for more than two months. After the 
lockdown was eased in early June 2020, DMC decided to give away the awards in its conference 
room by calling awardees in small groups to ensure social distancing. Thus the awards were 
presented to the awardees during the second and third weeks of June 2020. Awards were 
couriered to those who for some reason or another could not attend the functions. Some were 
outside Delhi while some others were stuck outside the country due to the pandemic. 

The recipients of these awards are selected on the basis of recommendations by DMC advisory 
and peace committees’ members and empanelled NGOs. Some are also nominated on the basis of 
information gathered by the DMC Chairman and Members through media and interactions in 
society. 

These awards are for the minorities who represent about one on fifth of Delhi’s 25 million people 
but awards have also been given to exceptional people of the majority community who worked 
hard for communal harmony and stood for a free and fair media and helped minorities in various 
ways. 

For 2019, the Commission decided to offer awards under 14 categories which are as follows: 
Academic Excellence (for X, XII classes students securing 96+ per cent marks). Communal 
Harmony, Community Service, Human Rights, Non on Government Organisations, Promoters of 
Punjabi, Promoters of Urdu, Sports, Supporters of Minorities, Teachers of Substance, Print & 
Electronic Mediapersons, Outstanding Schools, Special Awards, Life on Long Achievement. This 
year 178 awards have been given under these categories. Two new categories. Special Awards and 
Lifetime Achievement Awards, have been added to the list this year. Lifetime Achievement 
awards are to honour people who spent a lifetime in one profession or another serving minorities 
and society at large. 

These awards are given mainly to residents of NCT Delhi but in exceptional cases, awards are 
also been given to persons from outside Delhi. Each awardee will be honoured with a shield. A 
booklet containing photo of each awardee with a short introduction about his/her achievements 
has also been printed and is available at https://archive.org/details/dmc-2019-awards.

a. National and various communities’ festivals are celebrated at DMC in which Commission 
members, staff and advisory committees members participate. 

b. DMC meetings are held whenever a requirement arises. Alternatively, decisions are taken by 
rotation of files. 

c. Old advisory committees of DMC have been mostly retained while new members have been 
added on recommendation of DMC Members, or MLAs, or by recommendation of existing 
advisory committees’ members or when any application received directly was found 
appropriate by the Chairman or Commission Members. At present, DMC has Muslim, Sikh, 
Christian, Jain, Buddhist and Parsi advisory committees. 

d. The previous NGOs panel has been retained while new NGOs are being accepted as members 
by recommendation of Commission members or when applications received directly are found 
appropriate. NGOs should be at least three years old and working in Delhi. They have to 
apply enclosing a copy of their registration papers, three years’ audit and activity reports and 
proofs of identity of its main functionaries. As per the advice of the minority committee of 
Delhi Legislative Assembly, all Delhi MLAs were asked to nominate members of advisory, 
NGOs and peace panels. Some obliged and their recommendations were accepted.

Delhi Minorities Commission on 8 June 2020 released to media its annual report for the year 
2018-19 which has been recently presented to the Government of Delhi including Lt. Governor 
and Chief Minister of Delhi. The report has also been sent to all MPs and MLAs of NCT of 
Delhi. The report offers a birds-eye-view of the work of the Commission during the preceding 
year and also includes recommendations of the Commission to the Govt, of NCT of Delhi for the 
betterment of the conditions of the minorities in NCT of Delhi which, as designated by Central 
Government, are Muslims, Sikhs, Christians, Buddhists, Jains and Parsis. 

The report includes a survey about the representation of minorities in government and public 
sector jobs in NCT of Delhi, which is the largest survey done so far in Delhi and shows that the 
government and PSUs are still not inclusive as far as minorities are concerned. 

The report was presented to the media during the press conference held at the conference room of 
the Commission taking care of social distancing norms under the current Covidl9 pandemic. The

Problems and Status of Muslim Graveyards in Delhi 

This report commissioned by DMC shows that as per records, there are 
704 Muslim graveyards in various part of the National Capital 
Territory. Out of these existing graveyards, only 131 are functioning 
now and even out of these, a total of 16 graveyards are under litigation 
and therefore they are not functioning. These also include 43 graveyards 
which have been encroached upon by various entities. Most graveyards 
are small, measuring 10 bighas or less; 46 per cent have five bighas or 
less. Very few graveyards were developed in the recent past despite the 
growing need due to the increase in the population as a result of the 
natural growth and immigration from other, especially rural, areas of 
the country.
